The Moon will serve ns well to set or compare n 
waU-h b> the same Sun dial ; let the sli.uinw of (he guomen fall uii I'i/i, a watch niiubt 
to juiow a( (lie same innmeiit (he time indicated iii tlio roluma “Moon on MeriiUnn” 
aiisueiini; to (he day the observation is iiiiide, nhich timn is calculated to the uearest 
tenth of a minute , should the shadow full on any other liniir, ns 3 , | or it, add to tbo 
time indicated in (but same coluinq, about (>'i minutes for every hour ufter twelve, but 
should the dial show (i/t. b/i oril/i iis iiinii> iiiiiiutes must be deducted for every hour 
before 13. 

When the .symbol (^) dcnotiiit; opposition, occurs, such as no the 3Hth of May, 
we are to understand that the Moon does not pas.s the Meridian of Onlcutta, on that 
frivil} day. This is tlie caseoniein every Liinai month niid aii.ses from the cirMiiti- 
aiance of the Lunar dav lieiiu' loncri tliau the nieiiii itoliir day in (he present iii.staiicn 
the rxces.s iv lO |2 uitHutrs or (ho Lunar day is equal 31// hi) ^2 . The Moon passes 
tlie Meridian im the 37th 111 the Evuiiiiiit at ll/i lit »< v i/.. dlir/i. iietore Miduight 
niid dors not return to the same Meridiiiu until h after Midnight of the following 

day , whit h time agreeably to eivil reckoniiig, is the I'Jth May, I'ik mu alter Mldnigh^ 

And hecaiisethe Moon does mil pn.ss the Meridian in every rivil day. but is wnntuiK. 
In do so, oaee at least in a civil month, and as one Muon's Meridian passage produces 
but two High Water tides, there arc iii every Lunar miinlli not less than two High 
Water tides wanting , Ihereforo on two days evciy iiimilh, falling some, tunes niter 
IMidiiighl snmeiimes after Noon, no tune fur High Water is given The mart li of the 
tide wave over (he surfoeo of the ocean is ot immense rapidity, tho crest ol the wave 
tnivelliiig round the globe in every Lunar day. 

In a pU( e like Calcutta, so far removed from the Sen, tlie (idesnre strongly atfected by 
the Moiisoims, oceasloual winds, the freshes, .Old various local raufies, so that it will 
always reiiiaiii an iinperfcclly solveit probieiii to give the tunes ot the High Water with 
Mcniiiiry , It will always, however, be loiiiid that lor any period there will be but 
twice the Nujpber of High Water tides, ns the Moon passes the Meridian. 

The CiOlculutioiis for this year, and the four preceding years for the limes of High 
Water, have been made agreeably to La I'lace’.s Theory on Tides. From a comparison 
with the times oi High Water .ictiially observed and recorded in Fooks kept for (tk,i( 
purpose by Mr. Bremuer, it appears that the times given in Ibis column, were iiiui li 
nearer the truth than Ihuse given before, dilfcniig generally in a few mmiites only, 
whilst in former years the difterence aniuiinled Ireqiiently to 3 and even 3 hours. 

It slifluld he reiollected that the tunc of High Water is not that when the ships in 
the river liirn imiiid, but that when the water is actually highest, which always hap 
pens before (he current is (.hanging its directum. 

True or apparent tjiiie is that deduced from an observation »f the Sun on the Meridian, 
and this time being a vaniihle quantity, reiimres tlie addition or 8ulistra« turn of the 
equation ol time to ehaiige it into mean solar time, as shewn by a well regulated Cloi k, 
hv Inch IS an uniform mea.siire. of tune, the length of any purl ion of it, is equal to the 
average of all (be apparent siiiiilar portions in one year. 

The two roluinus of the Sun's rising and setting includethe refraction, which causes tho 
Sun to rise on (he eastern horiKOU about two ramute.s earlie.r, and to set on the western, 
about two minutes later than he would rise or set were the earth nut surrounded by 
an Atmosphere Refraction is not exactly of the same duration Uiroiighout the whole 
year, its max duration is when the sun rises or sets with the greatest obliquity to the 
liori/.oii, as in December, and its Miniauin, when he rises or sets perpendicularly to the 
horizon us in June and July 

At the head of each mouth, it will be seen whether Jupiter, Mars and Venus m»ke 
their appearance in the Morning or Evening, and 01 which days of the month ttie.5e 
Flanets will be in conjunction with the Moon, or with each other, also on which 
days and whelber at night or in tho day. Bores may be expected or will be of 
certain occurrence. In general, they may be expected, sometimes for sevral days 
SOI i,egsiv/;|y, at every Full and New Moon, but when the Moon's Farnllax i» high, 
TU: when the Moon is about her Perigee, or nearest distance fiom the Earth, at the time 
of Full or New 5I0011, the Bores are of certain occurrence. The Moon's Parsllax when 
she IS 111 her Perigee and when m her Apogee is indicated at the head ot racb month. 

A new column has been added this near for the 1st time, viz the Son’s Oeclina- 
tion at Noon for every day in the year, which being calculated with second differences, 
is as correct as in the Nautical Almanac 

Again, at the head oi each Month the Maximum and Mmimiim Pressure and Tempe 
rature has been added for tbe lit time , it is the average of ihr ten preceding years, 
vi’z. the Minimum Temperature is that of Sun rise, (he Max rresg. at 9A, bOm, a m. 
the Max, Temp, at 34, &om. a, n and the Mmmtuui Pressure at 44. a, s.

The Solar Cycle, or Cycle of the Sun, is a period of 28 years, in ■wliicli nil the 
varieties of the Dominical Letters will have happened, and they will return in the same 
order as they did 28 years before. This Cycle commenced 0 years before the OirUi 
of Christ. 


The Lunar Cycle, or Cycle of tlie Moon, commonly called'tlie Golden Number 
(and sometimes the Metonic Cycle, from Meton, an Athenian, who invente.d it about 
432 years before the Birth of Christ,) is a revolution of 19 ye^i-s ; inUrhich time, the cuii' 
junctions, oppositions, and other aspects of the Mopn, are within an hour and a half of 
being the same as they were on tiie same days of the months I'J years before. The 
prime, or Golden Number, is the Number of years elapsed in^bis Cycle. At the Birtb, 
the Golden Number was 2. 

The Roman Indiction, is a period of 15 years, used by the Romans for tlie time 
of taxing their provinces —Three years of this Cycle had elapsed at the Birth of Chrisst 

The Julian period contains 7980 years, and arises by multiplying together 28, 19, 
an'*. 15, being the Cycles of the Sun, Moon, and Indiction. This was also contrived as 
a period for chronological matters, anti, is assume!, as a correct and fixed t*tle in 
calculations, by all the astronomers and ciironologers throughout the Cliristian 
world. Its beginniag is sappoBcd to have commenced 7l0 years before tbe nsual date 
of the correction of the wortd, or 4714 belbre the commencement of the Christian Era.

CALCUTTA IN BENGAL. 

COINS.—Accounts are kept here in Sicca Rupees, with their 
suhiiivisions, Annasand Pie; 12 Pie make I Anua; IG Annas 1 Rupee 
and 16 Rupees I Gold Mohur. To this currency must all these 
specie heconver:ed, before any sum can he regularly entered into 
merchaHt’b hooks. Thu Company keep their accoiiiils in Sicca Rupees 
winch bear a Hatta of 16 per Cent, against the Ciiirent.*^ 

The Coins current are Gold Mohurs, with their siihdivi-sional 
halves and quarters; Sicca Rupees, halves and quarters ; Annas, Pice, 
(equal to S pie} and half Picc. The two last are of copper. 

In 1766 the Bengal Gold Nfohur weighed' 179.66 grains, was of 
the fineness of 20 Carats, and passed for 14 Silver Rupees. 'I'he gold 
was here overvalued, fur it passed in proportion to silver, as 169 45 
to I. In 1769 it was ordered that the Bengal Gold Mohur should 
weigh 190,773 grams, and in this coinage gold was valued to silver 
nearly as 14 8 to I ; and, hy Regulation 35, Anno 1793, it was direct¬ 
ed that the nineteen Sun Gold Mohur should weigh 190.894 grains, 
and contain } of a grain in 100 of alloy, and that it should pass for 
16 nineteen Buu Sicca Rupees, Here gold is valued in proportion to 
silver as 14.85 to I. 

The standard of the Bengal money has ever been silver. Gold is 
occasionally coined, but the great hulk of the currency is silver. 
The most common silver coin is the Rupee of I Sicca, or 10 Massa 
weight. 

These Rupees were formerly called Sicca Rupees only during 
the year after their coinage, when the hatta they bore on Current Ru¬ 
pees was 16 per cent.; the second this was reduced to 13, and the third 
and following years the hatta was 11 per cent.; they were then called 
^ionnllt or Snnat Rupees. But with a view to abolish this distinction, 
ail the Rupees coined of late years by the East India Company, have 
been dated the nineteenth Sun, that is the 19th year of the Mogul’s 
reign; and by Regulation xxxv- Anno 1793, it was ordered that the 
nineteen Sun Sicca Rupees should he received as the; legal com of 
Bengal, Bahar, and Orissa. 

There are various other kinds of Rupees to be met with iu Ben¬ 
gal, whose fineness and weight are different, though their denominati¬ 
ons are the saihet From tbi.H, and from the natives frequently punch¬ 
ing holes in the Rupees, and filling up the vacancy with base metal, 
and their wilfully diminishing the weight of the coin after coming 
from the mint, the currencies of Rupees from the different provinces 
are of different values. This defect has introduced a custom of em¬ 
ploying shroff's or money-changers^ whose business is to set a value 
upon these different currencies, according to every circumstance, ei¬ 
ther IU ibeir favour, or their prejudice. When a sum of Rupees is 
brought to one of these shroff’s, he examines them piece by piece, and 
arranges them accordiug to their fineness; then by their weight; he

and this ilone, the values in gross by the Rupees current what the 
whole are worth ; so that the Rupee current is the only thing fixed, 
by which coin is valued. 

A Lac of Rupees is 1,00,000; and a Crore. 100 Lacs or 
1.00,00,000 Rupees; and in accounts, sums are distinguished into 
Crores, Lacs, and single Rupees, by marks or divisions, as in the 
afuregoing examples. 

Cowries, small, white, glossy .shells, are made use of for small 
dayments in the Buxar, and are generally thus reckoned.

4 , The system of weights established by Reg. VII. 1833, is found¬ 
ed on the same unit as the rupee of the equalized monetary system 
of British India, it having been found that the weight of the Ma¬ 
dras, Bombay, and Furukhabad rnpee, already very generally 
used throughout upper and western India, as the foundation of 
file seer and maund, could be substituted for the sicca weight of

We shall begin the present division of niir subject, by setting

Tlie Pusneree is, as its name denotes, a five<8eer weight, and 
tIuTcfurc .should out form an integraitt point of the scale; but aa 
its use is very general, it lias been introduced for the convenience. 

The .Veer being the commonest weight in use in the retail 
business of the Bazars in India, and being liable, Hocording to the 
perni* ions system hitherto prevalent, to vary in weight for every 
article sold as well as for every market, is generally referred to 
common unit in native mercantile dealings, as, “ the seer of so.iii| 
ny tolas,'" ((»r siccus, barces, takas, &c.) Tl»e standard or b< 
seer being always 80 tolas. 

The Chitak is the lowest denomination of the gross weights', 
and is commonly divided into halves and quarters, (called iu Ben¬ 
galee, kacli'i;) thus marking tho line between the two series, which 
are otherwise connected by the relation of the seer, &c- to the tola. 

The Tola is chiefly used in the weighing of the precious me¬ 
tals and coin ; all bullion at the mints is received in this denomi¬ 
nation, and llie tables of bullion produce are calculated per 100 
tulas. It is also usual at the mints to make the subdivisions of the 
told into annas (sixteenths) and pie, in lieu of mashas and rut|ees. 

Mashas, nittees, and dhuns, are used chiefly by native gold¬ 
smiths and j« Wellers. Tiiey are also employed in the native eva¬ 
luation by assay of the precious metals; thus 10 mashas fine, sig¬ 
nifies 10-12ths pure, and corresponds to “ 10-oz. touch” of the 
English assay report or silver. There is a closer accordance with 
the English gold R.ssay scale, inasmuch as the 96 ruttees in a tola 
exactly represent, the 96 carat grains in the gold assay pound, and 
the dhan, the quarter grain. As it is sometimes necessary to con¬ 
vert the assay report from one denomination into the othcr-j-, the 
ioilowing comparative table is here inserted.

The British IndiaR system of weights having been ordered by 
Reg. VII. 1833, to supersede the bazar weights previously used, 
(of which the unit was the old ]Moor.shedabad rupee weight of 
179,(i66 troy grains, called the sicca weight,) in all Government trans¬ 
actions, a corresponding adjustment was made of all the weights 
in use at the several Government offices of the metropolis—the cus¬ 
tom-house, the mint, the treasury, the bank, and the police; and 
sets of standard seer and tola weights of brass were ordered to be 
prepared at the mint for distribution to all the collector's offices of 
tlie Bengal presidency. 

The regulation in question expressly avoided enforcing the 
change by any penal (‘nactment, trusting that the sense of public 
convenience would (juickly ensure its substitution for the irregular 
system now prevalent: and directing only that the verification and 
adjustment of all weisihts at the Calcutta and Sagur assay offices, 
should be made for the future in accordance with the new scale. 

In the ordinary dealings of commerce, the difference between 
the bazar weights and the new wreights is not recognizable: indeed 
the errors of single large weights is generally found to exceed the 
svmount of modification now introduced: no inconvenience there- 
ibrs rsmains from tht still general use of the old bazar weights.

surplus to be levied on the gross amoun^R cover wastage); the 
weit'hts would then have been convertible to general use, whereas 
now they are conhned to one specilic purpose.

I.—THE CALENDAR, and its SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 


The divisions of time, such as tlipy ure presented in the Culcndar, are com* 
posed of days, weeks, ?nontlis, and years The modes of determining these divi¬ 
sions, have been various ninoiigst the nations of antiquity, and there are still varia¬ 
tions in these inodes in the modern world. 

The manner of reckoning the u\Ys liy the ancient Jews, and which subsists 
amongst that people at the present tune, is, to commence the day at n certain hour 
of the evening, and to tinisli it on the next evening at the same hour. Thus their 
sabbath begins on the iiflernitiin of Ti iday, and is completed on the afternoon of 
.S.itiiiday. 'I'lie Koman Catholic (hiirdi .dHO commences its festivals in the even¬ 
ing; and this ciistniii is Ictaiiicd aiiKingst ourselves in some of our popular obser¬ 
vances, such as tlie eve of .St. Joliii, and Christinas eve 

'I'he civil day now commences at \'J o’clock at midnight, and lasts till the same 
hour of the following night. The civil day is disliiigmslicd from the astronomical 
day. vvliich begins at nooii, and is counted a|i to‘Jt Itoiirs, terminating at the suc¬ 
ceeding noon. This mode of n-i koiiing I ho day, is that used in llic Nautical Alma- 

II ic, and it sometimes leads to mistakes with iieisons not familiar witli this manner 
ol computation: a little eoiiMileiatioii will obviate the dilllcuity. Thus, January 
1(1, fifteen hours in astronomical time, is .l.imiary li. 3 in the morning, civil time. 

III I'laiice, and in most of the states of Euro|ie, as with ns, the hours are counted 
up to "2. from iiiidiiight till noon, and IVoin noon till midnight. In [lart.s of Italy, 
and of lierm.inv, the day is held to cuinmenee about sun-set, and the hours are 
counted on till the neict sun-set This mode is very inconvenient to travellers, as 
the noon of the Italian hours” at the siiiuiiier solstice is 16 o’clock, and 19 o’clock 
at the winter .solstice. 


The English names of the days of the WEEK are derived from the Saxons; and 
they pailly adopted these names from the mure, civilised nations of antiquity. The 
following ingenious origin of the .incieiit naines has been suggested in connexion 
with astroiiomic.il science. The planetary arrungement of Etoieiny was thus I, 
Maliiro; 3, Jupiter; 3, Mars; 4, the Sun; 5, Venus; 6, Mercury; 7, the Moon. 
Kuril of these planets was supposed to pre.side, successively, over each hour of the 
I'd of each day, in the order above given. In this way Saturn would preside over 
the first hour of the first day ; Jupiter over the second hour; Mam over the third; 
the ^u^ over tlie fourth, and .so on. Thus the Sun presiding over the fourth, 
eleventh, and eighteenth hours of the first day, would preside over the first hour of 
the second d.iy, and carrying on the series, the Moon would preside over the first 
hour of the third day, Mars over the first hour of the fourth day. Mercury over 
the fir.sl hour of the fifth day, Jupiter over the first hour of the sixth day, and Ve¬ 
nus over the first hour of the seventh ilay. Hence, the names of the days yet 
used in the learned professions throughout Europe. The present English names 
are derived from the Saxon :—

AIinoNt alJ nations h»ve repilated their months, in a jfrent degree, by the rev<>- 
Intlon of the moon- Some h>j\e endeavoured to unite this division with the anmnil 
conrse of the snn, by an angiiieiitatnm of days at tin; end of each year, or by ad¬ 
ding a thirteenth morith at the end of every third vear. The Jews and the Allie- 
niati.s followed this latter method ; the Maredonians, and some nations of Asia, 
nssigni’d their months .TO iin<l T1 dajs; the Tmks and the Arabs have 23 and 3!) 
days; the months of Hie Anglo-Saxons were g<tvernc‘d by the revolutions of the 
inooii, 'I'heir common year consisted of t vv «'lv e lunar months, three months being 
Hppropri.ded to each of the lour seasons ; but every third year eonfained an addi¬ 
tional lun-ir month, which was given to tho Hiiiinner season The names of their 
lunar months, either had reference to their religious ceicimmieH, or to the natural 
ujiprai anres of the ymr. 

A eonsiderable variation prevailed, generally, aiunngst the nations of antiquity, 
aiirl still partially prevails, with regard to the cuiiiiiieiieeiiient of fie- ykar. '1'Iip 
Jews dated Ihe liegini'ing of the sar red year in the month of Marrli; the Athe¬ 
nians in thi-month of J me ; the IMareiloiiiHiis on the 24tli September; the Chris- 
tiaiis of Kgyjit and Ktliiopia on the 29th or Tdtli of August, and the Persians and .Ar¬ 
menians on tin; 11th of August. The Jewish civil ye-ar begins on the first day of 
the uinntii Ttsri, which year, corresponds w ilhour 9th of iSeplemher; the Malio- 
medan’s begins of the first i.f the iiionth WoAfflrew, which year, coi responds with 
our l4tli of July. Nearly all the nafions of the Chiistiiin world now, commence 
the year on the Ist of January ; Imt as recently as l7o“2, even in England, the year 
did not legally and generally commi-nce till the 2.>th of March. In .Scotland, at 
that period, tlie yi-ar began on tlie first of Jiinnary. The di Terence caused great 
practical incoiiveniunces, and .lannary and F> b- u i ’v, and part of 'larch, sometimes 
bore two d.ltes, as we often find in old rt cords, .is 1711-I'J This pr.ictic.e often 
lends to chronological mistakes ; for inst.mce, we pupiilariy .say, ‘‘The Kevoliition 
of 1688,” that great event happening in I'Vbruary of the year lO'KS. according to the 
then mode of compntafinn; hut if the year wen- held to begin, as it does now, on 
the Isl of .laminry, it would he “ I'he Kesoliition of 1689’^. In tin- anniversaries 
given in the X/OT««rtc, the alterations of style, made in 17o2, have not 

been followed, ns any correction of date would have embarrassed tiie reader in his¬ 
torical and biographical references. 

The year, properly so c.illed, is the solar year or the period of time in which 
the sun pusses through the twelve signs of the Zodiac. The peiii d comprises TOO 
days. .5 hours, nod 4B minutes, Ol seconds, 0 decimals, and is called the astronomi¬ 
cal year. 

The Calendar is □ table of the days of tlie year, arranged to assist the dis¬ 
tribution of time, tiiid to indicate remarkable dav-.s connected with devotion or busi¬ 
ness. If every nation had adopted the same division of time, and a unii'oim cnieii- 
dar liad been genvrul throughout civilized state.-, history would present much 
fewer dillicnlties and contradictions. The progress of astronomical science lias 
necessarily produced great changes in the luaimer of dividing time ; and thus, whilst 
some nations have been ready to give their calendar every po.s.sible advantage of 
a scientific construclion, the prejudices of other.s have reiiaeri-d them unwilling to 
depart from tlieir accustomed mode, however inaccurate. It may be curious and 
instriitivu to trace, very biielly, the changes of the calendar, ordinarily called, the 
changes of style. 

. The Uoinans called the first days of each month, Calends, from a word which 
signified Cfl/Jetf,’ because the Pontitfs, on those days, called the people together, 
to apprise them of the days of festiv.al in that inonlh. Hence we|perive the name 
of Calendar. 

The Homan Calendar, vyliich has, in great part, been adopted by almost all na¬ 
tions, is stated to Lave been introduced by Romulus, the founder of this city. He 
dn ided the year into fell mouths only; Mars, Aprilis, Mains, Jnnius, Quintilis, 
(afterwards culled Julius.) ivextilis, (nlterwards called Ai^nstiis.) September, 
October, November, December, May, Maine, Qiiintius, and October, contained 31 
^ays. and each of the six oilier montlis 30 days, so that the ten months cuinpri.sed 
Sol d.iy.s. The year of Romulus was, tlierefore, of 60 days’ less duration than the 
timar year, and of 61 days less than the solar year; and its commencement, of course, 
dll! not currespotul w'ith any fixed season. Noma Pompilios, correct^ this calen¬ 
dar, hy adding two months, Jannarius, and Februarius, which be placed befbre 
Mars. Julius Ctesar, being desirous to render the edendar still more correct. 
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oonsnlted the nstronnini‘r<i ol' his time, who lixed the solar year as 36.) day.s, G hours, 
coojorisinfT, as they ll.o f!ie (o riod from one vernal etiiiiiiot to another. The 
sit hours were set astdi*, mul, at tin* end of four years, forming a day. the fourth 
\ ear was imtle to ronsisl of 3:35 daj, s, Tiie day thus added, was calletl Interrulary, 
and was added to the. inontli of I'Vbruary, by doubKn? the ‘24th of that month, or 
aerordinif to their way of reokouin^, the sixth of the calends of hlaiTh. lienee 
the year was called bissextile. This aluioat perfect urranpiinent, which was deno¬ 
minated the Julian style, prevailed cenerally tliroujvhout the Christian vvoild, lilt 
the time of Pope Orejjory Xfll. Th>) Calendar of.liiliiis Ciesar «a.s defective 
in this o.irlicular; that the solar year, coiiaistinjt of 3o5 days,.5 hnurs, and 49 mi¬ 
nutes, juid not of day.s. 6 hours, n.s was supposed in the time of .liilitu Ctesor, 
til ere was a dideienoe between the apjiarent year and the real year, of eleven mi¬ 
nutes. Tlii.s dilference at the time of ('rei'ory XIII., had atiioiiiited to ten entire 
d.iy s. the \ern,d equinox tallinsr on the lltli iukead of the ‘ilsl of Mnreli, at which 
fmriod it fell eorreclly at the time of the Council of Nice, in the year 32). To oh- 
\iite tins i.iconvemeni’p, Gregory oid liiieil. in 1582, tliril tlie l.)tli of Oetolier should 
be counted instead ot tlie.blh. I'or the fiitiire; and to prevent the l•e|■•llrl■eln!l• of this 
error, it was iiirtlier deteriniiK'd, that the ye.ir beginning a eentniv, should not be 
bissextile, svitli the exeeptioii of the beginning of eaeli foiiitli century. Thus, 170't 
iiiid I8<l'i have not been bissextile, nor will ll)i)t) be so; but thu ven ‘2 MK) will be 
bissextile 111 tins III,inner, thiee day.s ari'retrenched in four h indred ye,ns; he,- 
cu'is" the lap.se of the eleven minutes nukes tliree diys in uhout tli.it period. The 
yeai of th(‘ealend.ir is thus made, as iieiirly as possible, to cm respond with the 
true .‘jolnr year, and future errors of chronology are avoided. 

The ad.jp'ioij ol (his ciriuge, u Inch is called the Gregorian, or New .Style, 
(the .(till on heiiig called the OI<I .Style,) was for some time resisted hv states not 
under the autliorily of tlie See of lloiiie. The o'laiige ol the style, in itlnglaiid, was 
established by in .\ct of P nliainmf passed in l^'i'i It was then eimctud, that the 
y‘Mr should (Miinncnce on 111'! bsLof J nmary, instead of .March 2.>lli; and that in 
the year 17.V2, the diys slimild be nu.nhererl ns usual until iScptemlier 24, when the 
d ly folKivving siioiild be .iccoiiiiierl l|ii‘ 1 IDi of iSeptember, omitting 11 day.s.

The llus.si)ms stnl retain tin* Old 
F> V <■• thus crea'iiig an inconvenience in their public and comiiiereia] iritcrcoiir.so 
vm: .I oi|ier nations, which, we tru.st, that thu growing iuteltigoricc of the people 
will eventually correct. 

During the period in which France was a Rnpiihllc, the anthorifie.s introduced 
an eriliie change in tlie calendar, which vvas in existence more than twelve yenr.s ; 
and is important to be noticed, us ail tlie public acts of the Pi each nation were 
limed according to this altered style. The National Convention, 1*7 a ilecrep of the 
5th October, 179.3. established a new Fra, which was culled, in tlie place of the 
Cliristiiin ei_a, the era of the French. 'J'hc cnminencement of each year, or the first 
“ V^eailimiaire,” was fixed at the iiiidiiigiit coniinenciog the day, on which the 
auttiinii.il e(|(iinox fell, as determined at tlie observatory at Paris. Taia era com¬ 
menced on tlie 22iid of .September, 1792 of being the epoch of the foundation oftho 
Uepublic ; but its establishment was not decreed till the 4th “ Frinioire” of the 
ye,ir II. ( 4tii November, 1793). Two days afterwards the miblic acts were thus 
I c^endar existed till the loih “ Nivoseyear XIV. (the 3lst Decem¬ 

ber, ISOo,} uiiea tlie Gregorian mode of compntitioa was restored.

7. The Roman Indiction. The cycle of indiclion has no connection with tlio 
motions of the Sun and Moon, further than its consisting of 15 years. It was esta¬ 
blished by the Emperor Constantine, in the year 312, to regulate ccitain paymenls 
by the subjects of the empire ; therefore, to find it for any year, siibstract 312 from 
the date, divide by 15, and the remainder is the ludiction ; as truni 1828, substisict

feiist III tlie vear 813. The {iiiiiiitive Clirisliniis celebrated the Feast of the Na¬ 
tivity lor twelve «lnys, oliserriiig the iirst and last with the greatest solemnity. 
Fiom the eircumstaiiee of thi.s festival being twelve iKiys after Christman, it is 
vnlgaily Crdled “Twelfth day” 

y Piomjh Mondatj is the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received 
this npiiellatioM from il.s liav iiig been fiKod upon by our forefatliers, as the period 
when tliey returned to the duties of agricultme, after the festivities of Christmas. 

29. Septuat/eshiin >S’M»r/r/»/. - Septnagesima Sunday is a Sunday dependent 
upon IjCiit, as that season is upon Ea.ster. It is to be con-lidered as the |ircpur.itiuii 
for the fast oi lo ut. Its observation was instituted by Pope Gregory the Ureal, 
The name of the lust Siimbiy in Lent having been distinguished by the appellation 
of (Juudragesimu, and the three weeks piecedingJiaving been appiopriated to the 
gradual intruduetnm of the Lent Fast, the three iSumliys of these \veek.s were call¬ 
ed by names sigiiilicHiit of tlieir sitimtioii; and reckoning by Dccrtilctt (ienth.s) the 
Miiiulay preceding Qiiudragesinui, reeieved its present title of Quinqiiagesima. the 
second Sexagi'siina, mid the third SeptiiageMiiiii. 

30. hntff C/tarleh the fir^Va Martyrilum.~'V\w death of Charlc.s 1, is ce¬ 
lebrated as a fast of the Church. 

FEBRUAHV. 

2, Purificat-on .—This dav is kept in the reformed riinreh, ns a solemn fes¬ 
tival, in memory of the piirdicatum of the Virgin Mary wlio submitted to the in- 
Innetimi ol tlie law, under which she lived, and pre.seiileil the iiifunt Jesus in the 
Temple. 'I’lie festival was celebrated in the Cliiisli.m eliiiiches with an abundance 
of light, and was oilgiiiallv called “ Cuudlemas |),iy,” as well as the Day id’ Ptiri- 
(icatioii. The practice of liglitiiig the ('liiirches has been diseontinued in tliis coun¬ 
try siiiee the second year of Edward tlie VI. In the lloniisli Church, the original 
name and all its attend,mt cereinuriie.s, arc still retained. 

7. S/irorc Titesdaii .—.After the people had made the rnnfe.ssinq| required at 
this season, by tin' iliseipline of the ancient Chin eh. they were permitted to indulge 
ill festive amusemeiils, idliiougdi not allow ed to part.ike ot any repast beyond the 
iiHiinl .substitutes for Ib'sh ; and hence arose the cuslom, yet preserved, of eating 
pniieakes and fritters at .Shrovetide.

Pope Felix 111, in the year 
487, first added the four diiy.s preceding the old Lent Sniiday, to complete the 
number of fasting tluvs to forty. Gregory the (jjeat introduced tlie spriDkliK of 
ashes on the first nf the four additional days, which give it the name of (A'ne- 
rwm, or Ash Wfdnesdiiv. At the lleformatioa, this practice was ahohaheijl^**BS 
being a mere shadow, or vain show.” 

12^ Quadrayessima, or first Sunday in Lent.—J&rcoiabvrt, Kinjjr of Kent, 
first appointed the fast of Lent in this country, in the year 641; sncceedinf geaem- 
tloii.s marked the distinctions between the various foods. We find fiesh lo have 
been earlv proliibited during Lent. Uiough Henry VIII, published a proclamation, 
in 15(3, iillowing the use of white meats, with continued in force nntil, by procla¬ 
mations of Jnmes I. in 1619 and 1625, and by Charles 1, in 1627 and 1631, flesh was 
afain wholly forbidden.

It i.s impossible for any one, learned, or unlearned, to live through the year; nr 
even through the months, or the day, vvitiiniit noticing the iiillueuce which the 
changing positions of the heavenly bodies, have upon his own comfort, and upon the 
state (it all things around him I'liis is the hook of wonder, which, at the first 
dawning of reason, both individuals and nations, attempt to read. It i8||[|ways 
open; no perceptiuii is so dull as not to be able to trace its greater lines j an*from 
the magnitude of these, and the iiiierriiig certainty of their recurrence at their re¬ 
gular times, and the clmnge.s which .they produce upon every tjimg that grows or 
lives, it is diflicult to iin.igjne the existence of u mind, so incurious as not to from to 
itself some theory of their nature and causes. ^ 

In a country like Eu,gland, vvliere the changes are so frecpient, and the contrast 
so Rtiiking, the subject is constantly before every Imdy ; and, be it in idty or on 
roiiiiuou, in hall or lu hut. the sea.son, the day, and the w«;uther, are among the viTy 
first topics of conversation If even, in the centre of a crowded city, vvln-rc nature 
is, as it wheie, excluded, and man and art rule sitpreiue,—if there, amid all the dis¬ 
plays of maiiufaclure. all the bustle and occurrences of .society, and ail the uewa 
of nations, the plienoinena of the day and the year can olaiiii tlie utlciition,—how 
much more must they do this, to the people who are scattered over the country, and 
upend most of their time in the open air ? To all these, that volume, of which the 
Almanac is the. index, is a daily book to man; and especially to those who have not 
had the advantages of education, it is thoouly book, 

A subject, the appearance of which force themselves upon the notice of all, 
but of which the philosophy lies io the depths of science, must be the means either 
of great or of great evilfor, iijwn any subject that interests the mind power¬ 
fully, if knowledge be not pUated, superstition is sure to spring ap of its own 
accord.

When snpeisfitioii had Unis- destroyed both the intellect and the morals of man- 
kirid, the absurdities info wliieli if led them were endless; and as any subject m 
order to be vvouden’d at, requires only to be ineniiiprel’.ensible. the delnsion became 
very general. Nor is it . et eriulieated Laiigaage cmjtribiites a little to this: even 
the Well Inlpnned talk aFwut ‘‘stars” ami “destinies.” and those who have little 
inforumliob believe that these words have a literal signitieation. The dispositiou 
wiiK.li all people liave to pry into the future also lends to perpetuate this supersti¬ 
tion The proper key to the I'ufuK is indiu iinn fn.in the past; but the proper sii«* 
of thill sHppo.ses habits of ob«ervII.g mid reie^oning wliirh cannot yet be regarded 
asgeiieial .nnnng the people of any eoinitiy: so. (hey who cannot anticipate the fu¬ 
ture, bv eoimeelmt; it with the present and the past, still follow after the delusion 
iibl only of .istrologerf niooii-and-star men,--but fortune-telling impostors of all 
sorts; and the dcliisioii' is lielped to be pei^ietuated by those publicutioos in whiclx 
the nonsense of astrology is still retailed to the public. 
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Thi'M circuimtanoes ri'mler it \ that Hit' piuMurjiciiu of tbc yt'nr tthoiiiij

The iiiotiiea of theae liaie, in f.u l, nn inoie inlluetice iipnii tlie 
coudnet and the destinies of mankind tli.in tlu' motion of n river towards the sen, 
or the fall of a stone to the j'ronnd, when it is not borne up by snir.e thiiifir that can 
supfsirt its weiirht; and it would he just as riilioiiul to niletiliite the nativity of a 
man fioin the mot ion of the Th.lines towards the sea nn from tlin motion of the 
moon or the planets Nay. the roidution of a eo.irli-wheel ii|>on the rmid has Just 
us mueh to do with Iiiiiimii desimv a^ the motion of the heavenly bodit's, mid when, 
in its reiolutioii upon the cli.d, i!i ■ minute bund of a clock piMses o\er the lioiir* 
hand, tliut has just as iincli iiillueiice upon tlie fate of nations or iiidividirils ns uu 
eelips uf the suii nr the moon 

itli the exet p'ion of til- Ii”lit iirid heat jirodiici'd tiy the sun, and the liffht 
of the moon, and still triiriter illiiiiiiniitioii of the .stars, there is no reason to infer 
that the celestial liodies . \.erl iiiiN iiilliieiK c, otlmr than that uf ^rravitntiori, upon 
the earth itself: iind as tlimr iiitlucnce is m holly of'a physical iiulnre, it can havn 
no efleet whalei( r iioaii the minds or condiirt of men nny timie than can lie pro¬ 
duced by ihi* iiHioi.d oi .iiiitii i.d iiioiion ot iiiiy olber snbstniices. >S<i far us th>' In- 
lomai e's make iiK'ii mo:e oi b'.ss Comfortable ut tbe time, they have an iufliiiiniie — 
as the ;;cniiil leoipeiat i; c of the dnv raises the spirits in the same way, and to the 
saint; extent that they ,ire laised h\ .1 siinilur tciii|ieratnie ol a cntniiinn fire, i»r the 
li','l)t of the muon enulilcs a iiiun (o lind his way nl ni^'ni ,,|iist in the saiiie way a.s ho 
would liiul it liy the same de^iee of lamp li'dit- but beyond tliese pliisical ollmis, 
there is, and there e m lie, imtliint'. If the luminary is at the same distaiic.e, sliiiies 
for tile same li'ni;lh of -time at the same heiuht above thu horixou, it matters 
not in what si“u oi tlie/odiac, or in what pai t of the he.ii'eus it niiiy luuki* its ap- 
pe-irance, any rn lie than it si^iiilics whether the tire by which one is warmed, or 
the lamp by which one is li‘.,diLcd, is one of the east or the west of St. I’.ini's; and 
it would he just as philosophical to calculate the iiiture destiny of a inim fioiii the 
Imiiiie’' in which he happened to lie born, as from the “ hnosc” of (In- pl.inets at 
the lime of Ins bit til Indeed it would be iniieli more so ; for intfUn/ttiirii and 
Hood Ht'tise happen to bo /ordv of the ast'enUmU in the house of the parniit, they 
are vei y rational i;roiinds for predictin;.' tlie future welfaie of tlm cinid; and so, 
ai.su. iirnorance, dissipation, and vice in (he parent are far more iii ilii^naiit espects 
for the infant tliat bas tlm nii.sinrtniie to he born under them, than any cnnii/'uratioii 
which either the stars, or any tiling else out of the family can assume. 

Tliere xvas a lime when, not tlie people merely tmt the tilled and the lenmerf, 
w’ere (iirnw n into (he )Treiitc.st ronstern.itioii by an s.'clifise of the sun or rtiocuk ‘W 
the appearance of a comet or the iiiiroiu borealis. And why ( Ueraiise they mc of 
csmiparativciy rare occiirranres and when rnatikind do not kiiow tlm rational cniise 
of any Ihififf, tiiey always from to theniselvep a siipeistitious one. *.\ candle is to 
the inmates of n room alniKlit what the sun is to (lie inlialiitaiits of tJie (;iirl]| du¬ 
ring the day ; it ('ives them lidd. and. if tlm flame be large eimiigh it gives them 
heat [f, t«Ki. theie be a mirror upon the wall and the candle be so placed as (hat 
the light rellerted by tin* iiiii-ior is throne into a room which the candle does not 
illnininate, tlie minor will give a sort of moonlight to any one who hufipens to ho 
there Now, li one of the faiiiily were to stand between another of the family 
and the candle, the caudle -their sun for the lime —would be just as innch cch(i.seu 
to the one from whose sight it were hidden, ns the .siin of the world is when tlio 
moon conies between it and the earth; and so also, if any one placed himself in 
.sur.h manner, as tliiit his slndow fell npon the mirror, that mirror—tlie tenifiorarjr 
innoD of thoae in the dark chamber—would fie just as much eclipsed, as the iQooo, 
of the xvorld is when the earth comes between it and Uie siiu, depiivcs it of the 
light of that luiiiinary, and prevents it from redrcliiig tliat light to the* earth. Well, 
is there any person in his senc^i^s tliiXt would say, that because one of a family bad 
come imtween au-ither and the caiulle, or between tlie candle and the looking glass, 
that .some direful calamity would befal the failiily, or that they would inevitably 
liave a brawl or u law-soit with the folks at the next cotti^e? axd ^et the conse- 
qnence.s just nieiilioned are precisely of the same nature with the eclipses of tlm sigi 
and mocNi; and from their nearness tJhW, Imve much mure cilVct on the inhabitants' 
of the cottage (ban the celestial onen'^W have upon (he iuhabitauts of (he eartlk 
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A tempornr^ want of light u th«« wbolu efft'ct m both ca4ii« ; and as that of the 
ceh'Ntial i-clij)se u* MVer ho caiii)>lBtt; na in thu of the candle and the^l^ror, 
it IH, fxrt'pt an n ni^tor of curiuNity, or hi llxiu;; h |iuiiit of time, of much 4|P oou- 
Nei|ii<-nr,f than the other. , 

With rei;ard, again, to a comet, it is rn'irh the aime a« if one xvnre to come into 
the room willi n burning torch or taper nnd tlten go out again , an orrurrence w'hich 
enuld do no liarni, iiiilesH the hi a'-er of (he (o'cii were to run against somebody or 
Het (ire to the hou.se So also, if the comet he n solid siibslnnce. and if the light 
which It emits be of the burning knui. (for comets are ho distant, and i-ontinue so 
abort n time, that we are uuahle to be ceit.iio .ibout llteir iiutiiie,] it might, if it 
came in contact with the e.irth, shatter it as a c.innon lifill shatters a house, or bom 
it as a re'l-hot sliort or a aliell does; but as long as we are out of its way. we are 
just ns Side (iom harin as we would lie if we slooii on a high cliif and .sa« rockets 
let oil' ten miles at sea A rocket let off in Vauxii.ill Gardens hns just as much in- 
(liience on the late of nutions iiiid individuals u.s all the coniits that ever appeared ; 
und if tlie hIicL of the locket happened to full upon tiny body, it would have a good 
deal more. 

There was a time when the “ Jack-o’-the-laiitern” -innani'ii ible air over a 
fen, a piece of rotten wood or a fnitiid fisli - hotii of which* in a certain state of 
rottenness give out u gas which berornes lummoiis. was accounted as Noinething 
uliirniing; but as every bungler in clieimstrv caii now produce the .same appearance.s 
whenever be pli uses, they have ceased to b» leg.vrded with any degree of nppre- 
hen.sioii. 

All these follies, w'ltli which people wasted their time distiirhcd (heir iiriagina< 
tioiia, and nude themselves uiiemsy. rl■sllUed fiom the want of a little-a very little 
— sober and iiidcjii'inleut Ibiiiking Kft'ect.s must be siinilnr to their causes; and 
s'Very snigect w Inch is mutter e.uiinot alfect the mind in any other way than by af¬ 
fecting the (sidy. The aiscnic which lies buried a mile under ground, nr that which 
IS contained in the stores of the .kpulhecuries’ Compan}' is just as deadly in its 
nature as that winch has. by accident, rriiiio. or mildness, got into the human sto- 
much Kilt while it I em.<iiis lliete it poisons iiohody ; and though, by continually 
ulariiiing hiuistdl about it, a man of weak mind might, in lime, bring biinself to ho 
lieve that it would, und tlioiigh thi.s should iuj ire his hcalh, or even frighten him 
to death till* arsenic would be (piitc innocent of the mittei What would even the 
most ignorant man now living think, if ha were told, that it a pinch of giiriiHiwdcr 
were to be stolen from the stores of the Or.ind Sigiiioi, bioiight to Tiondon, and 
burned .icrnribng to the rules of art, it would iiistaiitlv blow np all the mugu/incs 
in Turkey Well, there was a time when the belief of such an indiiimce in puwdor 
was far more provident thau that of the iiilliience of tlic uppeuidiices of the year 
upon humiin life and fortune i.s now. 

The sun, and moon, nnd the planets and stars, are iiiendy masses of matter — 
inanimate, and, of course, wiihoul any power of thinking and acting as wlioiv.s — 
though the> may havi' dilUrent classes of glowing and living hcings upon them, ia 
the same Way that the e,11 ill has, ,iiid it may be, th.il while we are frightening 
ourselves with the changing phases of the moon the people on that luminary are in 
the same aliirni at our pliiiiet. Uiit bodies pi,iced at so gieat a distance from each 
other, us the pbniets uiid stars are, can have no inllueiice upon each other, 
saving that of giavitalion, mid light and heat, wliich will, ol coiiise, change with 
every ohimgt' of position and distunce As, if the moon be far north in the sky, 
it will be longer “up,” or above the horizou. to us in ihfse northern latitndea; 
if it be near to tbe sun, on the eastern side, it will shine in the early ivort of the 
night; if it be near, on (he western side, it will shine in the latter part of the night; 
if it be directly opposite to the sun, it will, if just as far north in the «ky, rise at 
sunset and set at sunrise; il it lie farther noith, it w ill rise b<>fore the sun sets, 
and .set iitler tlie sun rises; it south ol thi^ sun. ii will rise after sunset, and set 
before sunrise nnd, if it bo in llie same piirt of tlm sky with respect to east and 
west, us the sun. it will rise and set at the name tiWic with tliat luiuinary, and not 
Jy seen, unless it be also in the same part of the sky with regard to north andsouUi; 
jjpd in that case it will come, in w'hoie or in pint, between the earth and the sun, 
according as their places are exactly or. only neuily the same, and occasiun a total 
or a partial eclipse of the siin. .All the ol||i^esnr the moon, with regard to shape 
and time ot appearance, take place in cvctJ Innur month, from one new moon to 
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nnolhM". 411 thi* ▼nriatinns oppearanres. prlinsi*'*, ami oth**r phetiomi'da. rpcMf 
in a pOMpd nf about nioetoon years ; nnil any of them may be foEe tol<l by one >vlio 
has s Wnwiedffe of astronomy. 

There are some other partienlars in the moon's npne.ar.inee, upon xvbieli super¬ 
stition is still apt to lay hold, and predirt, if not soinethinir ns to humnn life nt lenst 
Homethini!' nhonl the Weather ivhie.h is a ferlde siihjeet for iiii|>ostiire. One of them 
is the position of the riisps. or points, of the new moon wlien first seen. These 
are .always l>oth .at ei|mil dist.mees from the snn, and, of course their standiii); 
straijrht, or leiinitiir hack .Mods, or forwards, defieiids nnoii tlie distanee that th« 
moon IS north or i,otifh of the sun. Aiiv one e.an see this li\ ,i \crv simple experi¬ 
ment. Take nn oranire or an apple, or liny thitiq- round, and hold it in your left 
hnnd between yon nnd the candle, only ns far to the left as that the lii^ht will sliinn 
on ajiarl of it, in the shape of n nevirmoon This moon non he mueli narniwer or 
broaner. iierordiii,'' as von hold it nearer or farther tiom tin- lim- between you and 
the rnndle if von hold it just as hinh as the caudle, the line of the points will bo 
upright; if yon move i( hidier the rnndle, the line will le.iii hnekwards. more 
and more as it is laiseil, and if yon move it down lower thiin llie r.indie, the line 
will lean forward, mote and more ns it i.s lovvered. 

Two other fieriili.irities of the moon, (hat onension .a stood de.il of Mpreiilatioii 
anioD^ those vv ho aie i^’'iior.mt of tlie muses .ne. “the harvest moon.” in Seplein- 
Imt, and “ th" iMinter's moon,” in Match { the former of whirli. w Inm near the full, 
rises for sever.il nights at nearly (lie same hour, and the lettei, at tlie same n^e, i.9 
equally renr-irk.ihle for tin-dilVeu nee betvveen the times of its risimr. 'I'lie moon 
moves iieailv to the same dislanre fiom tlie son every dav, hut it moves in a path, 
(he one-liali o( w liich is much neiirer (lie north than the other ; nnd this is the rasn 
nUo with the apoaieiit uiinnal path of the siin ; that liiininary aptientirii; tniich iienr* 
er to the 1101 til 111 siiinmer tliiin in winter. Thus, when the moon is inoviiift north¬ 
ward at the most rapid rate, it escapes from the horizon northward, and rise» 
earlier; and when it moves southward at the most rapid rate, it approaches tu tha 
horizon, and sets earlier. The fall moon cun he in the former nositinn only in 'Sep¬ 
tember or October, and in the latter in .March or April; and tlms the harvest and 
hunter’s moons are occasioned. 

Snell are the principal rhanges in the moon’.s appearance ; they are all to be- 
explained upon the siniole facts of the motions of the moon and the earth ; and, 
therefore, they neither have, nor can have, any of those itifluiMiees which supersti¬ 
tion, the child of ignorance, ascribes (o tlierii. 

The planets being all much more remote from the earth than the moon is, and 
having little dilFerence in their aopearanceN, s.iving what arises from their own mo¬ 
tions and that of the earth round the siin, have little aliout them that claims atten-. 
tion. as connected with the apfiearances of the year. Influence upon the earth, 
upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way alTects the com¬ 
fort or the ordinary pursuits of mankind, they have none whatever ^ and, therefore, 
the explanations of their appearances«nd motions may very properly be left to the 
study of astronomy. 

Thu8,th® only thing that remains in order to complete this simple notice of the 
phenomena of the year, is Bome account of the annual appearances of the sun — 
that grand source of light, and life, and enjoyment, to all the animal and vegetable 
tribes. 

In order that the whole may be clearly under.stood by tho.se who have not much 
knowledge of geography and astronhmy, it may not be improper to hegiti with the 
apparent revolution of the heavens, every day, as arising from the real rotation of 
the earth When a round body, such as an orange, or a billiard ball, is made to 
whirl round in the same place upon the table, by spinning it, .ilthongli there may 
be no mark upon it, one can easily perceive that there is one point in the middle of 
the upper part of it, round which all the re.st turns, jnst as a wheel turns npon an 
axle; and if one could see it ffftm below, there would be found a similar point in 
the middle of the under uart, round which the whole would be seen to turn. These 
t^o fixed points would be the poles of the ball or orange ; and if wi imagine a line 
drawn from the one,^rough the centre to the other, that line would be the axie of 
rotation. The earth turns round from west to east every tweniy-foor hours, in the. 
v^ same manner: only, instead of supported upon any thing like rite bidl 
nr the orange, it is kept in iU place bf^tne mutual attraction between it and the 
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Mtin If wf nmkf it iitte mark nny whf-re npon the bail, and imagine narsekea (o 
lie living there, theatnndle which Htandii Rtill iifjon the table would appeaa to move 
in the contrary ilirertiun to tiuit of the ball, y' the candle be held junt aa^Kgh (tn 
the jiiiildleor the ball, the riiai k, wherever we place it. (sav in the iioper part, half 
way to the centre or pule.) will pasa oiie halfcif iti revolution tiiroiigo the light of 
till't .'Oldie, and the other li.ilf not.

We iinve only to imagine a level plane, or even Hate surface, to pass through 
the centre of the sail; that the exis upon which the earth turns round is always 
nprtijht to that place; that the oi hit, or path, which the earth moves in during the 

J omr, lies, oiK--h,ili of it above the plane and tlnv other below ; nnd that this orbit 
niH an inriinatioii, or//i/’/f-eA no anijle of about twenty three degiees and a half 
with the plane each way ; then if we fillllier imagme. Ih.tt the noiiii pole of the 
earth is iippeiiiim>t and that the«.n(ii, in :no\iiv' lound the oibit west tu east, 
performs ns m>niy rotations ,IS there ,lie d-iv H 111 a year, we shell li,r><i the whole 
iuenns of explaining the cliiiuges of the seasons. 

If we imagine that the point at wliii li tlie earth i.s highest above the level plane 
passing thiongh the centre of tin* sun, i< iiiiincdialely Ii.-tnr'' ns and nearest to ns; 
tlioii tlie point at whieii it meets the level jil-nie, in descending, will be the one far¬ 
thest to the right of the siin ; that where the mirth is farliiest below the level plane 
will be the uuv iit the gieute.sL disfanee, aad light h.-loie iis ; and that at whicti tho 
earth meets the level nl.me in iisceiulitig towards ns, will he the one most leinote 
irom the sun on oiir left hand. 

The first of these points will be the .shortest day to those in tlie northern he¬ 
misphere; nnd for the vpiurler of a y (Mr from that to the .second point,.the day 
itierc, will olvvays be less than twelve hours, and tlie night more.. 

The second point will he the vernal equinox,—erpial day and night in the 
spring: mul in the vpiarter liuiii theiiee to the third point, tlie days in tlie nortliern 
hemisphere will uivvuys he more than twelve hours, and the nights less. 

The third point will be the midsummer, «r longest day, in the northern hemis¬ 
phere; Hud ill the <|imrter from that to tiie fourth point, the day will be again more 
than twelve hoius, and the night |es.s. 

The fourth point w ill be the autumnal equinox,—equal day and night in autumn ; 
nnd in tlih qmirter from thence to the point at which w e .supposed the earth to set 
out, the day will be, as in tim quarter first noticed, less than twelve hours, and the 
night more. 

It is evident, that on the half of the .snrfnca which is round the other, or south 
pole, the appearances of the seasons will be quite reversed. 

Thus, iu the whole of the half that lies above the level plane, the day will be 
shorter tlian the night: it will decrease during the first part of that half, and 
lengthen again, at the same rate, during the second. Also, in the whole half be¬ 
low the plane, the day will be longer than the night. It will lengthen during the 
first part, and shorten at the same rate during the second. 

On the earth, the motbn which causes the leogthening and shortening of Ibe 
day is not seen, except by all the stars (hat are round the heavens coming to the 
•loath in succession at midnight; and the snn being farther north at risiag and set¬ 
ting, and'higher at mid-dqy wben the day lengthens,—qnd the reverse when it 
shortens.

Now, ifany one t.-ikc two rim's or h<Hi|>A uf nuy kind, nnd put the oiia 
m’loss the ri'otre of (he otlier, .1 little ob1i(|iirly, he will aee that thoy recede from 
each other most rapidly at the two points wheie they cross and that, mid way bo- 
tvyeeii these points, there is a ('unsiiierni>ie space where they are nearly nt the same 
distance '1‘herefore, the davs must lengthen and shorten most rii))idly at the 
erpiinoves, nnd be for some little time of nearly equal len((ths nt inid siiiiiinvr and 
mid winter* 

'file diriiTent duration of tlie day, nnd the different heii'ht of tl>e .sun, are the 
causes of those variations of tiuliiral heal which so iHruutifully diversify the year. 


V—THE TIDES. 

1. CAITSKS AND OENEIIAL APPEARANCES, 

Those swollini's and siihHidiiiea of the wnferBof the ocean, by which a portion 
of the shore is alterii.itely Hooded and li<ft dry, nnd to wliicii wc p,ive the nntnc* of 
<>dr.s'{-, are to the inhnl>itants of roosts the must interestiiiK, to sea-faring, people 
the most useful aod to the ii'imrant the most inexplicable, of all the every-day uc- 
eurrenees of nature. 'I'lie appeal which Canute made to the certain nnd irre.sistible 
flow of till' sen when he nieaiit to rebuke bis llalteiin? eniirliers, is proof that, at 
II very eaily peiiod of Ens'lish history, tlie tides liad drawn ailetifion ; and ns no¬ 
body c.in iiotii c the tides for any lent^lh of time witlinnt perceivimj (hat. on the same 
d i) s ot the moon’s ajre, they liapei), at the .same place, nt very nearly the sainu 
hour'- of tlie iliy, a i imiiexioii between them and the moon could not fail to bo traced. 
Hot as the cause ol (bat eonnevioii do<-s not n[ipear from (lie connexion itself, (he 
umnfoimud liave re|.'nrded it as pait of that snper.stitions iiiducnce, whicii the cclea- 
tial bodies have over (be earfli and ifs inhabitants, 

Instend, however of tlieie bein'.,'any tliini; mysterious in the matter, it is tli« 
most simple (hat c,III lie; and depends upon (hat universal law of gravitation, io 
rimse((iii‘nce of winch a stone fdl.s to the ground, or water runs down a slope. 

The I'ctieial conditions of the law of grm ilation nre these. Everv body, or 
picre of nutter j'l'ai il.ites (owanU any other piece, direelly as (be qiianlity of innt- 
tei in that piece, and inversely, as the sqoare of its distance, the distance being cs-

Thus, for instance, n weight of 4 pounds at (he siirfaro of the enrth, which w 
ahniit 4(lllU miles distant from the centre, gravitates towards tlu* eiirih, that is, 
presses upon that which supports it. counterpoUes nn equal weight in a balance, or 
lulls if it lias no su[i|iort, with a force of four pounds. 

lint if the same weight were raised to a height of 4000 miles, or placed at 
tw ice the distance from the centre, its weight would be diminished inversely as 
the s(|u,ire of the distance, or would he to 4 pounds os the square of I to the sqiiiirn 
of '2,—that is, ii would be one-fuurth of what it formerly was or one poimri. 'J bis 
ili-cicasc wo'dil not, however. bi‘ pointed out by a common scab" Ivani, lecanse (he 
V. eigids ill Iwjlli scales would be diminished at the same rate; and thus, if they ba- 
l,mce ( icli other at the surface of the enrth. they would do the same at any weight 
wl.atcv nr It might, however, be measured by the flexure of a spring. 

I’lom this 'hniinuf ion. which takes place in thf* action of graiifntion as the dis¬ 
tance beioiic s greater, it is quite evideut (hat, in large mas.ses of matter, such aa tlw

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etrth. Ibe mn, and the moon the gravitation towards eiseh other frill, at the points 
where they are nearest, be greater than the average, or that at thier centres. As 
fbr instance, a quantity of water placed on that point of the earth’s surface, to 
which the moon is directly over head, will gravitate more toward the moon than an 
oqtial quantity placed 90 degrees from the ^rmer, or at a point where the moon is 
in the noriaon. But water is retained upon the surface of the earth by its weight 
or gravitation towards the mass of the earth, and the perfect freedom with which 
water moves, allows it always to form itself in perfect accordance with the law of 
gravitation. Now, the gravitation toward the moon, or the sun. acts in the opposite 
direction to the weight j and, therefore, by whatever pni tioii that gravitation is in- 
nrsased above the average, the weight must be dimiiiisned, and the water must rise 
up there till the excess of height balance the loss of weight and an equilibrium be 
every where established, in those parts that are covered with water, and have a 
free coromunicatiun with each other. 

Toward every celestial body the variation must he the same ^ kind; but 
son, in consequence of its great mass of matter, and the moon, in consequence of 
its Dearness to the earth, are the only ones of which the etfects are perceptible. 

The whole gravitation toward the sun is murh greater than that toward the 
moon; but (he mean distance of tlie sun is about *24,tl^O times the half diameter of 
the earth, while that of the moon is only 6U times; and as the distuibing forces aie 
to the whole gravitations inversely ns the cubes nf those iiuiiibeis, (tiiey entering 
the proporlinii tArse time,a as fdctura,) the disturbing force of the moon, that is, the 
force by which the water becomes lighter when the uionn is o\er bead, is about '2^ 
liiiiea that of the sun. 

It w'onld be out of pbice here to insert the calculations, which are long, thongh 
Pnmple. But the leanlt, stated in round niiinhers, is, that if the e.irth were all cover* 
«d by the same depth of water, a tide nf two fet-t would be raised at the point 
where the sun is directly over head, and a tide of firr feel w here the moon is so. — 
that is, the water at each of those points would he higher by too feet in the case 
of Uie sun, and five feet in the case of the moon, than at the circumstance of the 
hemispheres, of which those points wore respectively the centres. 

The tide that happens at the point nearest to any of the luminaries, or where 
that luminary is above the horizon is called the upper tide, niid the opposite one 
is called the under tide. The under tide is produced in the same m.inner as the 
apper, expect that is the diminution, and not the increase of the moon’s action 
which causes it. 

If the earth were wholly covered with water, if the snn and moon were always 
at the same distances from it. and if (he three bodies remained in the .same places 
without motion, the two high waters pf each luminary would remain at the same 
Joints, and the low water of each would be the circnmference dividing the two 
hemisplieves, of which the point nearest the Inminary and the point most remote 
IWiiint Were the centres; and as the gravitation towards the earth u'ouId be the 
same ateieiy point, there would be no means of discovering the diflerenee of ele- 
YaUnn. Not one of those r.ircumstannes holds^ however ; and therefore the want 
«f each of them gives a different moditication to the tides. 

1. 'I he retil motion of the earth from west to east every 24 hours causes the 
.high and low water of the .solar tide to perform a complete revolution from east to 
weal in twenty-four hours aNo 

3. The same motions of the earth, with the moon's motion round the earth 
from west to east also, in about *29^ days, canses a complete revolution of ihe lunar 
tides feom east to westio one solar day and two fifty-ninths, or in about 34 hours 
48j| minutes. 

As the action of the Inminaty takes some time to produce its effect the high 
water at any point does not take place tilt an hour or t^o after the luminary has 
been vertical. 


3. When the snn hnd moon ara on the same points of the compass, or on op ■ 
Msite points, then if they be so situated with renrd to north and soath as that a 
sbaight line passing through both their centres wonid pass through the centre of the 
earth, the hiffh wrters will fall on tlie sanm, points, and the low waters on tine r 
eircuBiference, midway bhtWeta those points. 
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In these cases, the hi^ ifalbes will be the sqm ef the eletalieM, and ,tlie hiv 
wnt^rthe sQpi of the depresaions. These are called sprtnp tide'a. lifleeidaiil 
that thini most happen at every new moon, by the coincidence of both d|i|wr Mod 
nnder tides ; nt every JttH moon, by the coincidence of the upper tide of eatjh lo* 
mioary with the under tide of the other, and that they oan hapj^b at no otlMf tiuea. 

The same cause which makes the hi^fh water of each laminar^ ti&e plane later 
than th* time that Inminary is vertical, makes the highest apring tide to beppen a 
little after the new or full moon. 

4. As time is reckoned by the apparent motion of the aun, the aolar hig^ 
water olways happens at the sunit; hour at the same place, but as the lunar Mq 
W ater, which is the greater, and gives a character to the whole, happens about 48f 
minutes later every day, it must sejtarate eastward from the solar high Water a' 
that rate, and gradually became lower and lower till at the end of Uic first and 
third quarters of the moon, it full on thei same place with the low water of the solar 
tide. Then the ^evation of the high water, and the depression of the low, will bo 
both, only the difference of the solar and lunar tides, and the tides will be neap. 

During the first pnd third quarters of the moon, the tidrq w'ill fall efT from 
the spring to the oean. and diirmg the second and fourth qimrteri they will grow 
from the neap to the spring. 

5. The obliquity of the earth’s annnal path round the ann eanses the sun, in 
summer, to appear over our latitudes, nearly 47 degrees farther north than in winter*: 
and the obliquity of the moon’s monthly path may make the new moon about & de¬ 
grees more either north or south of the ann ; and also vary the full moon to the same 
number of degrees from the point opfiosite to the sun. Those changes produce 
what may be called the seasonal variations of the tides. They take place thus 

a. About the equinoxes, in March and September, the snn is near the Equa¬ 
tor, and the moon, at the time of the spring tides, cannot be many degrees from it: 
tberetore, the tides are then highest and most uniform in both hemispheres; highest, 
of course, at the Kquator, where the points of high water of both liiminariea are, 
and gradually diminishing toward the poles, where, if the earth were unifbrmlf 
covered with water, there would be continual low water at those seasons. 

h. About midsummer, in the northern hemisphere, the snn is swrtical about 
9*2 degis'es north of the Equator; and the new moon is. on the avenge, the same'; 
but Uie full moon is. on the average, as far on the south side of the junior There¬ 
fore. about mid summer, the spring tides at new moon, will be highest in the nor¬ 
thern hemisphere ; and those at full moon in the southern. 

c. About mid-winter, the circumstances mentioned in the last article will be 
reversed- 


6. The paths, or orbits, of the earth and moon are not circles, bat eclipses or 
ovals: and, therefore, the sun and moon must be both nearer to the earth at some 
times than at others. The {mint where the earth is nearest to the sun in called its 
perihelion, and the point where the moon is nearest to the earth is called its 
perigee. The earth being in its perihilion, causes an increase of the solar tide and 
the mimn being in its perigee, causes an increase of the lunar; because the disturbing 
force increases inversely as the cube of the distance. 

The perihelion takes place in a revolotion of 365} days, and the perigee in one 
days ; therefore, they sometimes coincide, and sometimes not; and when 
they do coincide it may be at any time of the moon's age. The calculation, from 
the enequntities of motion and distance, especially of the moon is intricate; bet 
the cesnit is. that when they coincide at a spring tide, they may augment it about one- 
aeventb; while, when the laminaries are at their greatest distance at a spring Udo, 
it may be diminished about oue-seventh. 


7. It is only on wide oceans that the regnlar motion of the tides from east to 
west can take place; fur the shores of the land throw them into so many irregnlari- 
ties, that at some places there are no tides at others they rise to a great height: 
aametimes there are double tides; and sometimes only one in twenty four boura, So 
that the time of high-water spring tides at any place must be foniia by ofaserTation ; 
and io rivers and narrow seas, lli^s and storms may very moch alter bodithe time 
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low water, is abont twelve' bours/twenty-four minutes: and that Drom high to 
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low, or low’ to high. *ix bonr/i. twelvp miniitei; hot when n rwrr^nt eitlier i*f the 
urn or a river, tett one way with the tide, the way that it aets ia alwnya of the 
longest duration. 

It ninst he homo in mind that, leaving thn ohstnictions of the land out of the 
arc-ount, the high waters, iM)th of the snn and tlif iiioun, are points, and that the 
low water of each is a rircmiiferencp of the earth. From Ihis it iv evident that, if 
both liiminaries sire over the Ef|’intor, flie high waters of both will l>e on the Eijiia- 
tor, whatever may he their dislstiice eastward or westward tas arising from tlie 
moon's age, or distiince from the sun), and that the low waters of both will pass 
through the |)olr's, at wliirli there will, of course, he no tides At those times 
there will he iin extreme, or top of high w'uter only at the Equator; and thus the 
two luminaries, acting directly together at .spiing tides, and directly opposite at 
neap tides, w ill canso the former to be higher ami the latter lower tliau at times 
when one nr both of the luiuinaries have declination from the Equator When 
either of the Iiiminiirie.s hus declination either nortli or south of the Equator the 
upper high water of that luminary must decline as tunny degrees to the same side 
of the Equator, mid the under high water tlie same niiiither of degree.sto the other 
side III these cases there will he two latitudes on opposite sides of the Equator, 
each disiant from Hint hv ttie declination and distant from each otln r by twico 
the dcclinalton lound which the top ofliigh water will revolve. \t those times too, 
the low water of encli luminary will fall ns nianv rl* grees ns the declination heyond 
the pole toward which the iiitiiinnry declines, and fall Mie same number of degrre.s 
abort of the ot lie I pole. By iliese means (he whole (id<‘ will he lower when the 
Inininnrics have dill'ercnt decliuiitioiis because e.irh will diuiiiiish the high wnter of 
the other in tiu'diieotinn of north and south ; and the tide.s will be liighe.-t 

at new moon, and the under tides at fall Thest; diHewiues will iiicrca.se, both 
with tlie declination and tlic latitude. At mid-.siimnier iiid inid-winter they will li.iiu 
arrived lit their inaximuiii, and at (he distance froiii tlie poles equal to the mean 
declination of the sun and moon, there w ill be only one Itiuh w filer in n lunar d.iy, 
tbut IS, (he high waters w ill be about 21 hours J iniinite.. as under. ^ 

The motion of the tide is not nccompnnied by an artiMl transfer of the whole 
wnter ; for that Would produce, nt the Equator. ,a cm rent of about one thousand 
miles an hour The wave of tide is snnietime!. mined in one direction, while the 
grent mass of the water is moved in the otiiei liy an iindi'r current; just as one may 
often see the ripple which the wind causes, blown agniiist the current of a river. 

2. COMMON niJEES POU FINDING THE TIME OF HIOH-VVATER. 

To doti nnine this time, these elements are nece.ssary; — 

1. The time of liigh-Wciter at full or change, is found bv ohscrviition . and to 
be accurnte. it must be the mean of uunv i>ln<er\atioutt made at dill'erent tunes of tii« 
year, and in ditferent .sUdes of the vveatfier.

S. The time after noon wIkmi tlie iiukiii shall arrive at the south 

The moon's age is I'oiiml, by adding the epttrf for the year, (the moon's ogr on 
the Istof .Inniiiiry.) to the vfittrt for the month (the age of tlu' moon on the fast of 
the month if it had been new moon on the 1st ef January.) nnd the day ofthi> nvuith.

VI.—TERRESTRIAL LATITUDES AND LONGITUDE-S. 

The following preliaiiiinry definitions will he found useful by thostj who h-ive 
not sttnlied the prinri[>les of iiiatln imilir.al phrenology. 

1. The enrlh is very nearly a globe, having its mean diameter, or menRuro 

through the centre. 7 012 miles, very nearly; nod its mean ctrcwffll/ereMoe, or Iho 
me tsme round it 34.1)7!) miles, or in round iiiimberH 26,000 miles. A degree is tin* 
iiGOth pnrt of a circumference; thriR, a rlegreo of the earth’s rircnniference is GO^ 
miles \fry near). \ degree is understood to be divitlcd into 60 minutes which in 

the earth'.s eirriimfcrenre are culled wimt/'err/or f/eoj;rr//j///ri7/iiiiles ; and the mi¬ 
nute is (lit ided into (it) .seconds For common pnr[io,sf!S. a degree may be culled 70 
English miles, and then a minute will he 2,0.5‘lJ yards and a second 04j| yards. Half 
a circumference or a tie.mirirr/e. i.s of course, IJt') degrees nnd a qimrtor, or quad¬ 
rant 90. All circles whether large or siiialI, are divided into the same number of 
dcgrec.s, minutes, aud seconds. 

2. The earth turns ronnd the same dinineter, at a uniform rate of motion, every 
2i{ hours, 56 minute,s nearly. The extremities of this dianreter, (w’hich though a 
mere imaginary line, is called the axis of ndatiou ) ar** called (lie poles, from a Creek 
word signifying to turn. The daily rotation of the enth from west to east raiises 
an nppnivtit motion of the heavenly bodies Ironi east to west and they nil appear 
to revolve ronnd the poles of the heavens ; tliat is, the points to which the axis of 
the earth is directed, 

.T .\t whatever part of the sea or the land one may bi* a heavy weight so sus¬ 
pended by a string as that it toadies nothing, stretches the string so that the weight 
end points very nearly to the centre of the earth, and the other, or* upper end, to the 
middle of the sky over us. 

4. The Aortson is the circle which, if we be npon perfectly level ground, di¬ 
vides the upper half (or hemisphere) of the sky. which we see. from the under half, 
which we do not see. The Zenith .to'which the upper end of the string puinU. is 
in the centre of the first; and the Nadir, to vvhice the weight end of tlio string 
|ioin(s, is in the centre of the second. 

5. From the zenith to the horizon is 90 degrees ; the measure across the ze¬ 
nith from horizon to horizon is 90 degrees; and the no a.sure from any point in the 
horizon to the oppo.site; point is the same. 

6. Ifonfe stand upon one pole of the earth, that pole of the heavens xvill be 
in the zeuitli and the other one in the nadir, if we sbind at any nnmher of degrees 
distance from a pole of the trarth, that pole of the heavens will he us many dogrgcA 
from the zenith. 

If one .stand midway lietween the poles of the earth, the north pole of the 
heavens W'ill he in the north point of the horizon, nnd the .south p >le of the heavens 
hi the south point —.A circumference of the earth passing thnnigh all the points that 
are equally nistant >rom both poles is called the Equator of the earth; and (he *cir- 
camference of the heavens directly oscr it is called the celestial Equator. The ftrst 
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nt' thenr ilivirfrn thu rartb into two equal hemitphrren, (a north and a MOuth;) and 
(he Itmt liiviilea tlie liPHvenH in thu aame wajr. The correaponding pole ia a th« 
centre ui tlie LeiniNphere, %vbether of the earth op the heavens. 

7. If one stands at any- namber of desrrees dishmre from (he Eqnator, the 
nenresl pole will he that niiinber of dei;ree.i above the horizon, and (he other pole 
the same "number lll■!t»w. Hence every rhsmjfe of place, northward or soathwurd, 
w'ill rniise an allerution in the e/ejv///«a of the pole, with regard to the horixon; 
but no nlterafitMi will be uiude by a change eastward or vvestwurd if the same dis¬ 
tance from the pole (or Equator) be preferred. 

8. A line drawn dtrecllv north and south is callad n meridian line, because 
it points to the place of the huii at I'j nt noon, nr mid-day. ff surh a line were 
supposed to be continued northward and southward to tlie poles, it would he a half 
rirciinireretice of the earth ; the Ecimilor would divide it in the middle, and all the 
points through w liirh it pHxNcd would be directly north and .south of each other. 
If a line were supposed to he drawn, in the heavens, dirrrtly over all the points of 
a meriilian, that Would he the corre.sponding velestinl meridian, and would pass 
th ioiii',li (lie poles of tlie heavens. If (he meridian on earth and the celestial meri¬ 
dian weie both conliiiiied completely round, (hey would be circles; and the former 
would divide the earth, uiid the latter the heavens, into an eastern and a wcstera 
hemisphere. 

0. As the meridians of nil places pass through the poles, and as the poles are 
points, all meiidiuiis iiiiiHt meet one iinutlier in these fiines and circles that meet 
one another a'c said to form un anr/fe. That aimle is the measure of the inclina¬ 
tion of the one to the other. Thus, (he angle which any two meridians make with 
each otliei is iiiensured by that part of the equator that lies between them, and 
counted in degrees, ininiites, &c. 

10. As the whole heavens appear to revolve round the poles in 24 hours near¬ 
ly, a twenty-fourth pait must pass any point, us for iustani'e. the south point, in one 
hour, lJul the twenty-fourth pait of 3(>t) is 15 ; theretore. 15 degrees of the hea¬ 
vens must upimieutly pass the south, or itieridiaii every hour uearly. 

When we rannot see one place from another, or measure the distance between 
them by a rod or-line, we can ileteriiiiiie them In knowing the positinn.s of Imth on 
the eorih's surface. As, for instance, ii iiiaii living iii London wishes to know how 
far it is to Jern.siiicm or Mexico, niid in w Init directions those places lie from I.ion- 
don; or a sailor, in (he middle of the .\tliiiitir. wishes to know how he can find his 
way to the Land's End in Cornwall, or to Kingston in the Island of Jamaico. In 
either c-ise, he can neither see the direction nor measure the distance directly ; and 
thus, if lie had not some means of ascertaining them, travelling aud sailing would 
be at an cud 

When, ns in these eases, we cannot point ont the direction, or men-snre the dis¬ 
tance diiectly, we find how far (he one place is imith nr south of the other, and also 
how fai it is east or west; and when we have once found these, we can ralciilaie 
the ntheis The distimee north or south is found, first finding how far each place is 
noi'lli or south of the Kquiilui',und then taking the sum, if thev are on opposite sides, 
or the diirert iii'c, if they nre on the same side; and tlie (iNtam e cast or west is 
found, by first finding the angle that is iiiiide at tlie pole bv the meridians of two 

C laces, or, which is the same thiug, by finding vvhut poitiuu uf the Equator lies 
etweeu their meridiHius. 

The LATITUDE of any place is its distance from (he Equator; and is north when 
it U nearest the north pole, and >nitfh when it i.s nearest the sonth pole No place 
cun,have more than 90 degrees of latitude; neither can two places lie more than 180 
degrees asonder. 

The lutitnde is easily found by oberving the height of the sun, the moon, or any 
other celestial body, when it is un the meridian. 

The height of the pole above the horizon is equal to the latitude of the place. 
This may be asrerlained by ohserv'iug the greatest and least elevations above tho 
horizon of the pole star, At any other star which never sets. Half the anm of these 
elevations is equal to the height of the pole, or the latitude. 

* When H r take our mensurement of the latitude of any iaiestial body, (which it 
alficted b> means of an instranient which meaanres angle# ) we aua( previaaaiy 
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know h«w fiur th«t ntesttal body ia from tke crleaUal Equator. The cHstmce of tnj 
celcatiai iwdy.i^roiii the oeleatial Equator, ia called ita liec/ination and ia HortA or' 
aouth, according to the aituation of the body. It' the declinntioo be of the aaiiio 
kiod with the latitude, we must aubatract it from the height of the tiody when ou 
the meridian; am) if it bo of the opp(»iti< k.ind, w« niii.<(t udd it; the ditlereuce be¬ 
tween the result and 90 dcgree.s, is the latitude In every method when our obser¬ 
vation requires to lie ai'curuto, we must make other corrections; ns. wc must allow 
for the t/ifi or height we are above the me.in »ui f.tce of the eurih ; for tlie half 
diameter of tlie borly. if we take the out.side oi iiiuf} of it instead of the centre ; 
tor the rrjracttun, or bt'iidiug of the liglit on |iii.ssiiig throui;li the aiiiiiis))here ; and 
for tlio parulittx. or dill’ermi e of )iosilioii in the liody. iis seen from the surfiiee of 
the earth, and from the centre. All these III liters are, howcier. iiicerted and ex¬ 
plained in ihu tables tiial are usetl by seamen and others, who have occasion accu¬ 
rately to tind tlw Utiliidc. 

For common purposes, all degrees oflaliliide may be considered ns of the snmo 
length: but as in reality, the eartli is u litiie llatteni!(i ton aid the imlis it takes ii 
passage over rather u larger space there, to iimke the same angular diHtmieu, 

The LONiiiTi/'DB of a place is iiiueh more diliieiiU to find than the latitude, lie- 
ennse here we h>iieiio point fired bv nature from wliieh to lieKiri. We are, there¬ 
fore, ■ <i to take tlie mei idi.ni of -omi' p.ii ticiilar pliire .is a first meridian; iiml 
the Ion I'll,les of other pliiee.s liy ohservalioii, and count them from that. It is 
indilli I' III what place we take, and, theiolore. Dntish geographers and sailors take 
the liu-ridiaiiof the Royal Dbsenatory, aLtlieenivicIi iVlost other nations reckon 
from their chief city; but it would be much more convenient it the first meridian 
were the same with all; at least it would save the trouble of adding or siibslriict- 
ing the dilVereuoe. Thus, m reducing French longitudes, which are reckoned from 
Paris to English, 2^:2()’ *24”must be added, if tiiey are east; and the same must be 
a iibstractcd if they are west. 

The general method of finding the diffrrance of lontjitutlp. is, in find the 
difference uj tune between the two places, 'i'lie siiii, by the motion of which time 
is usually measuied, appaiently comes Ii am the east Ooiiseqiicutly, if mast be 
noon, or any other hour at the easteriiaiosf place, liefore it is at the westerninost. 
The dilference, as has been slated, is 15 degrees for aa hour, four iiiiiintes of titiis 
fur a degree, tifteeii iniaiites oi longitude toammiitc of lime, or, iindei llic Equator, 
about 5lU yards for a second of tiiii • Thus.* numbers are near enough tor pur¬ 
poses of explanation bat for all purposes of com lututiuri, they rc(|nire to corres¬ 
pond with the accurate period of the revolution of the earth upon its axis. 

When the celestial bodies are visible, it is always easy to find the exact time 
at the place of observation, whetber that place be on land or at sea; and, therefore 
if it were possible to convey the exact tune at the tirst meridian over the worldl 
the longitude would be easily found. 

A watch, or chronometer, as it is called, that goes at a perfectly Diiiform rate, 
may so far answer the purpose, but there i.s no absolute check upon it. If there be 
two or tliice, the average of them is a little more to be depended on, biit oven that 
gives no absolute cerluiuty. 

i'here are several other methods:—the eclipses of the sun, the eclipses of the 
satellites of Jupiter, the distance of the sun and moon and the distance of the 
mooafrom certain known stars. These can all In* tomputed beforehand; and 
they are inserted in.the nautical almanacs, for the b, u^'it of soameu. fiut ecJipsei 
of the sun happen very seldom; the eclipses of the >. i. llitcs of Jupiter cannot ^ 
observed at sea, in consequence of the motion of tio- ship; the method mosnv 
resorted to is derised Iroin observing the distance oi the moon fioni a star. Those 
distances are marked in the nautical almanac, witii the times at Greenwich ' when 
they take place, and by making the proper correcliotis for refraction, paraltaif 
and the other circumstaoces mentioned the longitude may be fonnd by the difference 
betwera the time at wlucb they are observed, and that stated at the fiist meiidiaa 
Thus, if qny position vt the moon and a star be stated in the nau'.iG;^ almaiiac to 
take piece at Oreeowicb at 12 at night, and if, after all correctktne, the name (m 
found to take place at 4 in the morning, the place of observation will be in ^ 
de^es east tongiifide nearly. Such are the principles, but the detuls are

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VIL—VENTILATION & HOUSEHOLD CLEANLINESS. 

We are all thorouEhly aware of the necessity of breathing; and the agreeable 
freshoess and reviving loflnencc of the pure morning air niiiatoonvince ns. that ttie 
breathing a pure atmosphere is conducive to health; yet we as cnrefully exclude 
the air from oar houses as if its approach were, noxious Intending to shut out 
the inclemencies of the weather only, in our care to guard niirsehea from the ex¬ 
ternal air. we hinder that renewal of the atmosphere which is necessary to prevent 
its becoming stagnant and unfit to support animal life. 

Few persons are aware how i cry iieces.sary a tlirniiirh ventilation is to the 
preservation of hcnhlt. We preserve life without food for a considerable lime, 
nut keep us without air for a very few uiinutes and we cease to exist. It is not 
enough that we have air, we must liave/rcsVii air : for the piincipie by which life 
is siip()orted is taken from the air during the act breathing. One fonrth only of 
the atmosphere is capable of Hiipiiortiiig life; the remainder serves to dilute tho 
pure vital air, and render it more lit to he respired. A full grown man takes into 
nis longs nearly a pint of air each time he breathes; and when at rest, he makes 
about twenty iiis|iiratiniis in a minute. In the lungs, hy nii nppropriate apparatus, 
the air is exposed to the iic.tiou of (he hluod. which clianges its purer part, the vital 
nir, (iixvgeti gus.l into fixed iiir, (niihonii' <m id gos.) which is not only unfit to sup¬ 
port annual life, iiut is absolutely destiiu ii\g ol' it. An admirable provi.sion of tho 
Great Author of uatnre is here \i.silile. to pie\enl this exhausted and now poisonous 
air from being breathed a seeniid timew 111ie in the lungs, the air receives so 
much heat as makes it specilically lighter than the pure atmosphere; it consequently 
rises ahovc onr heads during (he short pause between throwing out the breath and 
drawing it in again, and thus seeiires to u.s a pure draught. By the care we take to 
shut out the external air from our houses, we prevent the escape of the deteriorated 
air, and condemn ourselves to. breathe again and again the same contaminated, 
iinrefreshiiig ntmospliere. 

Who (lint has ever felt tho refreslimg elTccts of the morning nir can wonder ot 
the Inssituile and disease that follow iRe continued hrciilhing of the pestiferous 
atmosphere of crowded or illventilated npartiiient ! It is only necessary to observe 
the coiinteDaiices of tho.sc who inhabit close rooms and houses, the H(|ualid hue of 
their skins, their sunken eyes, and their languid loovenicuts, to be sensible of the 
bad ellects of shutting out the cxterual nir 

Besides the contanilnalinn of the air from being breathed, there are other mat¬ 
ters which tend to depreciate its purity ; these aie the effluvia constantly passing 
oiTfrom (he surface of animal bodies, and the coinbiistion of candle.s and other 
burning substances. On going into a bed room in a morning, soon ofU'r the occupant 
has left his bed. though he be in fierfect health, and habitually cleanly in his person, 
the sense of smelling neter fiils to be offended with the odour of nniiiial efflnvi.i 
with which the atmosphere is ehnrgcd. There is aiintlier cause, perhaps, still more 
striking when a person, fresh Irorii the morning uir inters a cnanli, in which several 
persons have been close-stowed during a long night. He who has once made the 
experiment will never voluntarily repent it. The simple, expedient of keeping 
down both windows but a single half-inch would prevent many of the colds, and 
even fevers, which this injurious mode of travelling often produces. Outside pas¬ 
sengers, tliougli they may suffer a little more from cold and wet. generally escape 
these every-day complaints of those who pay donhle their fare. If under where 
the windows are immoveable, and the door is never opened hut while snine one is 
passing through it! On entering such a denof tilth, the nose is saluted iiy u slenrii 
so horrible, as to make anv person, unused to if, recoil and pause hefure he ventures 
in; but the wretched inhabitant has his sense of smelling so hlanled fhat he does 
not perceive that which every breath be takes, be inhales a poiMin, which is sapping 
the rigour of his body, and destroying the energies of his mind. # 

Can we vionder that, with such absolute neglect, all the disenses of persons so 
situated should be of a daugerous character ? or timttlie mind .•diduld he dimiirited, 
and that (be iiian sliuiiM lly toiirarus for relief from the burthen wliicli be liuJa to 
be weighing him down ? 

It may be taken as a wholesome general rule, that whatever produces a disa. 
greeable impression on the sense of smelling, is niiravoraliie to health. That sense 
was doubtiess intended to guard us against the dangers to which we are liable (roin 
vitktiou of the atmosphere. If we liave, by the same means, a high sence of 
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gratiricalioD from other mihjecU, it ought to excite our admiration of the beneficence 
of Ihe Deity, in thiiH iiiakiiie our senoes serve the double pnrfiose of aflordiog us 
|ileasiirr; uiul secarity ; for the latter end might just as efTectnally have been answer* 
i-d by our bring only susceptible of painful impressions. 

To keep the ntino,sphere of oiir houses free from contamination, if is not snflici- 
ent that we seriire a fretiiient renewal of tlie air—all matters which can injure its 
piiritv must ho cat efiilly remoter] The linen of beds should not be allowed to 
remuiii uaclianged till it has lust all amiearaiice of evnr hating been white, or of 
ever bating liarl any ur-qiniiiilance witli tlie w'nsliing tab. The contents of chamber 
tessi'ls shoulil not lie left in the bouse an instant, if it be possible, anr] certainly not 
ill the room uf a sick person: every moment they rein.iiii they fill the air with a 
liltby odour, wliicli is little less than poisonous to all who breathe it. 

Those who have but one apartment in which they must, of necessity, perform 
nil the donieatie duties, Nhoiild be careful to reimive all matters that arc olVeosite 
in smell; as cubbage water, dirty soiipsiids, tkc ; they sliniild indeed, if possible, 
nvuiil wusbing in the room tliey live in. For the same reason, drying clothes in¬ 
doors shoiilrl be avoided. 

Flowers, ill w'ater, nnd living plants, in pots, greatly injure (he parity of the 
air during the night, by giving out bir"i' <)nniitities of an air, (rnrbotiic arid ) similar 
lo that whicli is separated lioiii (In' linii’v by breafbiiig, which us before staled, is 
highly niixiuns. On tliis account flaw slnmid never be kept in bed rooms: there 
are instances of persons, who Inn e ineiiiitioiisly gone to sleep in a close room, in 
which there has been a large growing plant, having been found di'ud in the morning, 
ns elfentiially suffocaled as if there lunl been u charcoal stove in tlie room. 

A constant renewal of the air is absolutely necessary toils purity: for in all 
siliiutions it is siiU'ering, eitlier by its vital |inrt being ubsorved, or by impure 
vapours iaaiig disengaged and disperMul through it. Ventilatioa, therefore, re* 
tfo/C'CA' tluclf mlo the t>ernrin>j a conelunt sup/tlrf of frei,h air. 

In the const) iK'lion of houses especiuHv in (hose b>iill fur (be poor, this gre.it 
object lias hi-eii ton generally overlooked. W'lien, liy II little contrivance in the ar¬ 
rangement of wiiniuws iiml doors, .1 cum cut of air might, at any lime la* made to 

I iervade eveiy ruoni of a house of any diinensioiis. llnoins cannot be well veriti- 
ated linit Iniie no outlets tor the air ; for tins leiison there slionld be a chiniiic) to 
every nportmi lit. The vv indow s should be c.ipable of being opened, and they should, 
if pu.ssible, be situated on the side of the room opposite to, and furthest from the 
tire-place, that the uir miiy traverse the whole space of the apartment in its way 
to the chimney. 

Fire places in l»ed-ronms should not be stopped np with chimney-hoanls. The 
windows should be thrown open for some hours every day, to earr} nlf the nniioal 
effluvia which ure necessarily separating from the bed clothes, and which should be 
assisted in their escape liy the bed being shaken up. and the clothes spread abroad, 
in which slate they should I email) as long as possible; this is the reverse of the 
usual practici' of inaking tin* lied, ns it is culled, in the morning, and tucking it np 
close, as if with the deteriuinutinn of preventing any purification from taking place. 
AtteuUuu to this direction, with regard to ailing the bed clothes and lied after being 
slept in,is of the greale.st importance to persons of weak health. Instances have 
been known in which restlessness and an iiiubility to find refreshment from sleep 
would come on in auch individuals when the linen of their beds had iieen iiocbanged 
for eight or ten d.ijs. In one ease of a gentleman, of a very irritable habit, 
who aiiffered from exi-essive perspiration during the night, and wlio had taken mncii 
medicine without relief, In' observ'ed that, for two or three nights after he had fresh 
Hbect.s put upon his bed be h.id no sweating; and that, uAer that time be never 
iiwake, but (nat be was lilernlly swimming, and that the sweats seemed to increase 
with the length of time he slept in the same sheets. By twit permitting him to sleep 
in (In siinic sheets or niglitelothes more than twice vvitliuiit their being washed, he 
instantly lost this debilitating nflcction. 

Various means are hud recourse to at times, with the intention of correcUog 
disugieeable smells, nnd of pnritviiig the uir of sick rooms. Diltiising tlie vapour 
of viuegai through the uir,by plunging a hut poker into a vessel containing it; burn¬ 
ing aromulic vegetables, smoking tobacco and exploding guniiowder are the means 
iiailally employed All these are useless The explosion of gunpowder may, in- 
dsed, do something, by dispUcing the an within the reach of its influence; bot 
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UDibrtnnntely, u air ia pradnced by its combustion, thnt is as ofiVnsirc, and 
equally unCt to snpimrt litc as any air it can be used to remove. IHiese «x|iedients 
only serve to disguise the really oirensive condition of the atmosphere. I’he only 
certain means of purifying the air of a chamber whirh is actually occupied by a 
HieV person, is by changing it in such a manner that the patient shall not be directly 
exposed to the draughts or currents. 

Chemistry lias furnished the means of finrifying the air of rliaiiihers in which 
persons have been contined uith contagious diseases, so as to destroy the noxious 
power of the effluvia generated in siicli sitiiutions, and lluis of preventing the dis¬ 
ease from extending. This will be nccouiplished by attending caiefully to the 
fuilowing directions:— 

Close on the windows and doors of the room intended to he piirilied, except 
the one by which you propose (0 retreat, and make up tlie aperture of (he chimney 
or tire>place, except for ahnnt an inch or two at the hottoin, ilaving put three 
table spoonsful of common salt, {mvriaie of sotla,) rubbed tine, into n sluillow dish, 

f ilace it upon the floor of the apartment,—if with a few' hot ciiidei.s beneath it, the 
letter; and than pour, at once, upon the salt, n quarter ol a pint of strong nil of 
\it\\a\ {iinlphtinc acid); rcliie, and close (lie room for forty-eight liniirs. Imme¬ 
diately the acid is poured upon the suit a pungent vapour, {rhlortne,) is given out 
freely, which is extremely iiiipleasunt to hiealhe, and very desliuctivu to most 
metallic surfaces. It is on this account that the operator should ieuve the apartment 
quickly, and that all the iron and hniss fuiiiiture should lie previously removed. 
Tins vapour continues forming for many iioiirs, and dill'iisiiig itself conipli'tely tliroiigli 
all parts of the room, effectually destioys llie matter on wliicli infection depends ; 
at the expiration of about forty-eight hoars, the room may he entered, the doors and 
windows thrown open, and a lire made in the cliiinney, in order that the apartment 
rnay^ perfectly ventilated. It may then be safely occimied. The above quantity 
of salt, he. is quite sufficient for a chamber of the usual size; for a much larger 
room, double the quantity, divided iuto two ves.sels, should be used. The merely 
oflcDsive odour of sick rooms, or of any ytlier apaitincnts, may be readily correct¬ 
ed, by placing in (licin plates contmniiig the chlorosudiac solution nf Labaraque, 
which is now well known in this country. 

But no fiimigatinn will be of any avail In pin ifying stagnant air, or uir (hut lin.s 
been breathed till it has hceii deprived of it.s \iful part; such air iiiiist be diivea 
out, when its place should be iiiiniediately supplied by the fresh, pure almnsphore. 
The readiest means of changing the air of HU apartment is by lighting a fire in it, 
and then throwing open the door and w'inilow.s; this will net the air in motion, by 
establishing a current up the chimney. The air which has been altered by being 
breathed is ussential to vegetable life; and plants, aided by the rays of the sun, ^ve 
tiie power to ah.sorb it, wliile, they themselves, at the same time give out pure vital 
air. The process, going on by day the reverse of that described before, os taking 
place daring the night, is cnnliiiiially in operation, so that the purification of the 
atmospheie can only be prevented by iLs being preserved in a stagnant state. 

In the country, there are other circumstances which require to be attended to 
besides cleanliness in the house, and the free admission of the air into it at all 
times. Care onght to be taken that nothing be allowed to exist very near the house 
that can injure the parity of, or produce humidify in, the atmosphere: heaps of 
putrifyiog vef^tables, dunghiils, pools a.iil ditches of stagnant water, privies and 
open drains, furnish a constant supply of the exhalations which produce fever. In 
hot scasous, especially, every breeze in such iieighboiirlioods must carry poison with 
it. These things are much too common before the doors of cottnges. iitid even of 
large hotiiws. 'J'hose who build houses for the poor would do well to choose situ¬ 
ations Biiffli'iently elevated to allow the waters to be drained off with facility: with* 
out this, tliey Dkast stagnate and putrify to the danger of the health of the 
inhabitants 


VIII.—NATURE AND USE OF CHRONOLOGY. 

The term Chroholoct is made np of two Creek words. Ckronen, ** time,” 
and Lopos, literally “ word.” or “ description;” so that the simplest definition of 
its meaning is, ttie stort op time,— or tiie narrative of the succr-ssion of recorded 
events, in their proper order, noticing the portkms of time tiiat elapse between 
(hem. 
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Aa thf pnHt is our only safe f^uide for the present, and onr only naefnl key to 
the future the story of tune, or the consideration of events, in the order in which 
they hnpptMj, biTouies a matter of th» utmost importance. Even to our merely his< 
I'lririil llridwled'^e, that is, our knowledge of the events themselves, and without 
uiiy reference to flic comparison of tliom together, chrorology isimportant; becanse. 
without that, our knowledge is not correct. But when we wish to turn onr his- 
torie.H) knowledge to n pr>ictic,'il use hy reilei ting upon tlie causes and ro-sults of 
hniiiin actions, elironulogy hecornes iiidispoiis.'tlile. The great practical use of past 
events is the effects that the rtM/ccei 4 ’a# event has upon the consequent; M 
we mistake the order of succession, fund where we nave no infurnmtion we are 
more liki-ly to he wrong than right ) we are in a worse condition than if we hnd no 
inforniatioii whatever,—we are in a similar cnudilnm fn a niiii traielling along the 
road from London to Dover, in order to arrive (it Liverpool, —farther from the 
object we w'isli to arrive at, thun if wc had not moved at all. 

Now, men seldom take the first step in any art or science, until they arc 
goaded on liy uece.ssity : niid as the use of chronology is philo.sophical. and thus 
does not anpc.'ir till men begin to c.impare the foriii'-r events with the latter, and 
draw coaciiisioiis it csimot li • known iiinuag very illiteiate nitimis, and could not 
he knovvii in till* early ages of tlu'world Tiie nimnoiics of the inhal>itinl.a of the 
Sosilli Sea Isl,mils d> not evtend huckw.'iids iihove an age nr two; and cv mi then 
they aie V,ague. not agreed ah ml the events themselves or informed ns to the 
intervals between them. Of tlie recnrdeil ev.mts of the early ages, of the world, 
the iiifiMmitlun is so very imrertiiiii that the mist acute and luborious inquirers 
into the huhjecl are at variance. ; 

Bi“fore the story of time can he known vve nmstknovv something of time itself 
we must kriovv how to comoare two )>oi lions or peiiods of it, so ns to be able to 
sav either, that they are of equal lengtli, or that the one is longer than the other, 
and how inneh longer it is In older to do this we niust fix upon some standard 
of wliicii the length is known ; and as wo raiinnt keep a portion of time hy 
us to apply to olln r portions as vve do a standard pound for vveiglit, or a staadard 
bushel lordly measuie, we must have recourse to some event wliie.h we havi* lea- 
Hon for believing does not t.ike up a longer period at one time, than nt aiiotlier,— 
such us the rot.ilioii of ilie eaitii iiooii its axis, tlie revolution of the muon round the 
earth or that oftlii earth round tlie .son Of the alisoliite equality of any two 
portions of time, vv !i ilev iir ai ty lie the event hy vvliieli they are measured, wt ne¬ 
ver cun he ci*rtaiii, because vve e uiiiot li > in possession of two of thmn at once so as 
to coiiqiare them together. If \v<> can Dm I no other diirerenee between the events, 
we have no reason to believe that tlm times in which they happen are of dillVrent 
lengths; mid this negative proof is iid that we can get. Inusiiig the mensures of tiiiio 
vve observe the same metliod us with other iiieasiire.s. If tlie period he less than a 
day. vve iiieiitinii the nuiaher of lioiii's or piirts of an hour, tint are in it; if it lie of 
tiiodv'rulc length, such ns the life of a in.m, we count it in cars ; and if it be long, 
we count it in eenttiries or hundieds of ears- 

Though to all intioiis. the various lengths of the d.xv, ns arising from the rota¬ 
tion of the earth ; of the maiitli, as arising from the ievolution of the moon; and of 
the year, a.s ausiiig from the revolution of the earth, be each dependent upon the 
same can.se'• and though as tli • o(h»T circumi'anees of those causes—the spaces 
over which th'ise Iv.idies pass, d > not veiy mueli the same, d.iy,or month, or year, 
still tiicy must b * of tlie same length to the peo;>le of all nitions, and there cannol 
be nmeh dilleronce between one and another; yet diderent nations have had dill'er- 
erit modes of reckoning them. Some of these diJereuces are pointed out in Art. I- 
“ On the Calendar.” 

When a nation came to such a degree of informition and imporbinre, as that it 
felt:» desire of recording the events ol’ its ovvn history, it generally began with 
some great event, a.s a lived point or upocH, for wlneli it counted the liitv or succes¬ 
sion of portions of time, all presumed to lie equal, iiul each eipinl to that which the 
nation happened to lake for a standard. Tin day being th * portion with which peo¬ 
ple are most familiar, and also tlie one of whieii the appearance is the most striking 
—light and darkness lieing the greatest of all coutnist-most nations made the day 
the absolute meiisiire; but as the day is ratlmr short for measiiriug long intervals, 
they generally hml pviriuds of so nuiiy days, and of so many times these again, cor- 
respoiidiDg w ith, or rather having some resomblauce to, our weeks, mouths, and 
years. 
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As no exact nnmber of times of tlie rotatUai of the eHttli is not contained in 
tlie revolufion of the iiHKin, and as an exact number of times of either this rotation 
or tliis revolution is not contained in the revolution nf the earth, was which are 
reckoned in terms of either of these fixed periods, do not aeree with each other, In^ 
other words, ns days, lunar mouths, and year, are not e«eu parts or ronUiplies of 
each other, two eras which are counted, one in so ninny times of one of these, nnd 
the other in so many times of unotiier. cannot be made to aui ee. so ns to (mint out the 
time at which any event iiappens, without mnkiii)' eoireelion for the frnetiuniil diil'er* 
ences. Tlie period of time in \\liich those iractioiiiil didereiicfs niiiuimt to un unit 
of the shorter measure, is culli'd a cycle.—See Art. II. 

Those nations nnionK whom the Christian religion hns been dis.si-min,')tod. have, 
eversince its introdiictioii, abandoned all eras save tiint m liu li la pun at the birth 
of our ,Saviour. Tiiis is called the CmhistUN lilliA ; and alien the (/I'z/c oi vumher 
of the yeur i.s spoken of in a solemn or Ibiiual manner, the woids Juiio Howtni, 
or the contraction A. D., meaning “ the year of the Lord” are (rrefixefl to the mini- 
her, to distinguish it from other eras. VVheii we count from the birth of oiir Savi¬ 
our b.aek\varu, we either put U C.. “before Christ," or Anno nnlr Christum^ 
A. A. C , which is the Siaine. Events me sometimes dated from the crentiuii of tlin 
world ; and the term Anno Miiiidi, A M., tliiit is. “ year of the w'orld,” prefixed 
to the d.ite ; but as opinion is divided a.s to the precise date of the creation, in terriiH 
of the Christian efa, tlie commencemeut of that era is considered as the preferable 
epoch. 

To find the distance of nny event—if it be before the birth of oiir Suvionr, add 
the date of it to the date of tlio year ; if after, siibstract; the sum in the first 
rase, ns the difference in the second, is the time from the present date, or the 
distance of the event. 

As the eras of the nations of antiquity have become obsolete, and as the prin¬ 
cipal events in their histories have been rednesd to the respective years of tbo 
Cliristian era, either before or ufter the birth of onr Saviour, those eras arc needed 
only by those who read the waitings of antiquity; and, therefore, it is not neces¬ 
sary, in the present en.se, to detail, them There is, however, one era which is used 
by a very large portion of the moderns, the Hrjira, or era commences nt the epoch 
of the flight of Mahomet from the city of Mecca to that of Median, which took 
place in the G22d year of the Christian era. The Muhoaietan yeai is regulated by 
this event. 

PRINCIPAL ERAS. 

Creation of wror/r/.—There have been as ntany as one hundred and forty opinions 
on the distance of time between this event and the birth of onr Saviour^. 
.Some iiinke it us small us venrs, nnd some ns great aii^4tI4. The chrono¬ 
logy which is usually given with the authorized version of the Bible, places 
the event in the 4U04th year before the comiuenoemeut of the common era. 

The Olympiads.—Tha first year of the first Olympiad benns in the snmmer of the 
77Cth year before the common era ,* the first year 6f the second Olympiad, in 
the summer of the 773d year, and so on. • 

The foundation of Aome.—-The 753d year before the coinmeocement of the com¬ 
mon era according to the calculation usually adopted. 

The Birth of Christ .—^Tbis is probably to be dated in the 4th year before the 
commencement of the oommon era. 

The ffiyiVa.—Commencing on the 16th of July, in the 922d ycur after the com¬ 
mon era.

CHBONOLOGICAL ACCOUNT OF CONNEXION 


April 13: Warren Hastin?;! snccecds Mr. Cartier as Gorernor of Bengal. 
The Company who h-'id held the Dewtuince for seven years, but exerris* 
ing the fiinclions in the name of the Subaiidar, now declare themselves tlie 
Kereivers of Revenues. 

July: Malirnttns make peace with Hydrr Ali Company’s Funds deranged. 

July 8: A deficiency of above 1,000,00!)/. declared, 

July 16 : A Loan from the Bank of 400,000/. 

July 29: an additional Loan of 200,000/. 

August 10 : State of the Company's riOinrs laid before Government, repre¬ 
senting the necessity of a loan of 1.000,000/ at len.st. 

December 22; MnhratU«s enter Delhi, and force the Emperor to cede to 
' them Allahabad and Corah, which states were, however delivered by his 
deputy into the hands of the English. 

1773 Rohilciind ravaged by the Matiruttas, and defended by the English and the 

Nabob of Onde 

September: Nabob of Onde agrees with Mr. Hastings to pay forty lacks, 
and a monthly allowance for the English troops, on cundiiion of receiving 
aid to exle.rminate the Uohillas, and to unriex their territories to his. Al- 
luliabad and Corah sold to the Nabob of Oude for fifty larks. Payment 
of his ])ensiou of twenty-six lacks withheld from Shah Alnin, in conse¬ 
quence of hi.s being under Mahratta protection. 

W ar declared again with Tanjore, at the request of the Nabob of Arcot. 
Tanjore taken and the Rajaii dethroned- Diich expelled from Negapet- 
nam, which was theirs by purchase from tl>e Rajah of Tanjore. 

Two Arts of Pjirlianient were pa.sscd in .Tune, one lendiitg the Company 
1,400,000/. at 4 tier cent, restricting the dividend to 6 per cent, foregoing 
the anniial (laynient of 400,000/. until the debt be discharged, and continu¬ 
ing the retention of territorial possessions until the expiration of the 
Cliarter. 

By the other Act the Constitution of the Company was entirely changed, 
and fixed mainly as at present. By the former Constitution every proprie¬ 
tor of Stock had the right of voting in General Courts; this .Act disqua¬ 
lified all persons whose Stock was below 500/,; made no change in the 
right of holders nf Stock from ,600/ to 1000/ ; gave an additional vot6 
to oropiietors of from 1000/. to 3000/.; two additional fioinS'iOO/. to6000/., 
ana three fioin 6000/. to 10,001)1, instead of re electing the whole niiiiiber 
of Directors every year, six only w ent out by rotation, in lieu of whom 
others were elected. 

A Goveruor General was appointed to reside in Rengal, and the other Pre- 
sideiieies were made siiboidinate to Bengal. The tir.<!t Governor-General 
(Mr Hastings) was nominated by the Act to preside for five years 'J'lie 
uomination was to be subsequently in the Directors, subject to the approba¬ 
tion of the Govornment. A Supreme Court of Judicature was iu-slitiited 
at Calcutta, with .Tndges appointed by the Crown. AH territorial corres¬ 
pondence to be laid before tue Ministry 

1774 April 23: the English, in execution of tlie bargifin with the Nahab of Onde, 

attnek and defeat the Koliilla army The Nabob, who had kept out of the 
battle, plundered their camp, and butchered all who could be fouiul: the 
country laid wn.ste, villages burned, and People massacred, for three days, 
without effectual opposition from the English. 

December 12 : A force left Bombay, with the intention of taking possession 
of Salsette and Bessein. which was effected on the 2.'ltlr. 

1776 March ,6; Treaty between the Presidency of Bomb<ty and Ragoba. a deposed 
Peiahwa of the Mahrattus, by which Ragoba agreed to cede Salsette and 
Bassein, and the Mahratta share in the Revenues of Broach and other 
places; tlie English agreed to aid Ragoba in the recovery of his antliority. 

May : An army sent to aid Ragoba, w Inch gains con.siderable advantages. 
Supreme Government (at Bengal) dis.ipprove the negotiation with Ragoba, 
ana order the treaty to be cancelled. Ragoba, abandoned, retreats almost 
alone to Surat. The Supreme Goverument endeavour to make the same 
stipulation at Ponnah (the Mahratta capital), which they had condemned 
at Bombay, but after a long interval (3d June, 1776), succeed in obtaining 
Salsette only. At the same time letter.s were received from the Court, 
ronnnanding the Supreme Government to co-operate with the Government 
of Bombay, and applauding the treaty with Ragoba. 
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May 21: Treaty with the new Subahdar of Onde. Asof ad Dnwia (aon of 
Siijiili Dowla, who died in January), guaranteeing to him the posaesHiun of 
Corah and Allahabad; the Subohdar gives up the territory of IJeuares to 
the Company. 

May 30 : Warren Hastings accused of receiving large bribes; omontf others, 
one from Manny Uegain, a concubine of tlie late Mir Jnifier, who had been 
appointed gum dian to Mubarekad Uowla, in preference to others whose 
<'laims were more forcible- The guardianship taken from the Begum. 

December 11 : Lord Pigot fakes the office of LJovernor of Madras. 

177G blarclt 11: Warren Hastings ac(Mi.sed by Rajah Niindcoinur, the Ponjtlar of 
Hoogly, of receiving biibes to a vast amount. Nundromar proseented by 
Ha.stings and Mr. Yaiisittart for a conspiracy to force a native to write a 
petition against them; the conspiracy was not proved. A few days alter, 
Nandcornar was accused of forgery, coiuh'ainerl, and (Angust 5) banged, 
amidst the tears and shrieks of liis countryinen; forgery not being a capital 
oU'enee by the law.s of India. 

April H; Restoration of the Rajali of Taiijore proclaimed at Madras. 

August 22; Lord Pigot saspends’two Members of Council, in conaeqoence 
of violent dispiite.s as to the person to whom the charge of restoring the 
Rajah should be entru.sted. 

August : The suspended Members, with some others, declare themselves 
the Govcnmieiit, and protest against the Acts of Lord Pigot. Lord Pigot 
suspends all those who .signed tlie piotest. 

August 21 : The .suspended Members arrest Lord Pigot, and commit him to 
pri.son, where he died (April 17lli, 1777) 

1777 Mr. [Ia8tiiig.s, by an aiitborizt^d agent, tenders his re.signation of the Govern- 

innnt. The Court of Directors accept his resignation, and choosu Mr. 
Wheler to succeed him. 

June 19: Intelligence of,Ha.slings's resignation reaches Calcutta, where 
great confusion arises from Ha.stiiigs’s disavowal of his resignation. Nu- 
preme L'oiirt support Ha.stings in Ins re.soliition to retain the Govermiient. 

November: In consequence of great complaints from Bengal, of the en¬ 
croachments of the Supreme Court, who endeavoured to extend their 
jurisdiction over all classes of natives, though legally restricted to the ser¬ 
vants of the Company, the Directors appeal to tile- Ministers for relief. 

1778 Hastings procures the re-appointment of Al imny Begum to the gnardmuship 

of Mubnrek ud Dowla, which was, however, again rescinded by order of 
Court, the following February. 

July: Inconsequence of intelligence reaching India of the war between 
Frauce and England, Chanderuugure, Masulipatain, and Carical were taken 
from the French. 

August 8 : Preparntion.s made to attack Pondicherry by land and sea. An- 
giist 10, Combat between French and English fleets, in which the former 
were defeated, and compelled (Augu.st 21) to leave to coast. 

October: Pondicherry surrendered, and the fortilicattons demolished. 

1779 January 4: A body of English march towards Poouah, in pursuance of a 

treaty (November 1771) with Ragoba, with the intention of 8ii[ipmliDg 
Itagoba. The expedition put under the coiamand of a ez2;/7 committee, 
who W'ere soon circumvented by the Muhcatlas, and forced to sign a treaty, 
by which they agreed to deliver up Ragoba, and to relinquish all the ac¬ 
quisitions made since 1756. 

January 30: An English detachment from Bengal, under General Goddard, 
arrives at Burhampoor, after a journey of nearly ten months ; leaves Bar- 
hampoor on the titn February, and arrives at Surat on tlie iJiirtietit. God- 
darcl in vain endeavours to negotiate with the Mahratta Government. 

The Government of Bengal notity to the Zemindars, &c. that they are not 
subject the jurisdiction of the Supreme Couit; and forbid the Provincial 
Chiefs to aid roost with military force. 

1780 January 2: Goddard crosses theTapti and takes Dobfaoy (January 20), and 

Afamedabad (Febrnary 16), the capital of Guzerat. 

April 3: Goddard defeats Scindiab, the Mahratta Chief, and take# posses* 
sion of a great part of the country. 

• June; Intelligence received at Madras, of the warlike preparations' of Hy- 
der All, who exasperated at the deinolitioo of Mahe (a post ia possessfon 
of the French, within his dominions, taken March I^ 1^9), tmd mnde an 
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flilinnce with the Mahrattas, ami asaemblvil a lar^e armjr, officered by 
Freochroen, and provided with arms from Europe, 

Aiij^iist 25: Enprlish army, nnder Sir Hector Maoro, inarch from Madras 
, to oppose Hyder Ali. 

1781 September lO; A detachment, nnder tiie command of Colonel Baillie, attack* 

ed and taken prisoners bv Hyder. 

September II: The English retreat, and arrive at Madras on the thirteenth. 

October 31; Hyder Ali takes Arcot. 

Novembers: Sir Eyre Coote, with a detachment of infantry and artillery, 
arrives at Madras. 

January 17; Army march nnder Sir Eyre Coote. After several months’ 
inactivity he defeats Hyder Ali near Forto Novo (July 1), and returns to 
Madras in November. 

February 20: Establishment of the Board of Revenne. 

June 22: Lord .Macartney arrives as Governor at Madras. Sadras, Pulicat 
and Negapatnam taken from the Dutch. 

July 7; Warren Hastings sets out on a tour to the Northern Provinces. 

August 14 : Hastings arrives at Benares, where he puts the Rajah Cheyto 
Sing nnder arrest, for alleged delay in the payment of large and irreguLir 
demands made upon him by Hnstin|Ts. The Rajah is defended by his sub- 
jects; a skirmish ensues and the Rajah esr.ape8. 

Cheyte Sing formally deposed, his nephew, a minor, placed on the mus- 
niid, and tiie adniimstrution of the country taken into the hands of the 
English. 

September 19: Treaty of Chnnar signed between the Snbalidar of Onde and 
Governor Hastings; by which llie Nabob was relieved of all his debts 
to the Company, on condition of his seizing the property of the liegiims, 
hi.s mutlierand grandmother, and delivering it up to the English: this 
trimty enabled the Subuhdar take possession of the lands of Fyzoolla 
Khan, It Kohilla chief, who bad escaped the massacre, andwho liad .set¬ 
tled at Ilampoor. under guarantee of the English. On this occnsiou the 
Nabob made present to Mr. Hastings of 100,000/. 

October 24: Ofliee of Judge of Sndder Dewannee Adawlut (Court of \ppeal) 
olferert by Hiwtings to the Chief Judge of the Supreme Court (.Sir Elijah 
Impey). with a saliiry of <)<>,000 rupees per annum. .4ftpr this, we hear 
of DO more disputes between tlw Supreme Court and the Company’s Go¬ 
vernment. The Hon.se of Coinmons recall Sir E. Impey, in May following. 

November 9: UiJgegur, where the family of the Rajah of Benares resided, 
taken by capitulation; the capitulation violated by the English aud the 
Princesses of the Rajah's family ill treateiK 

December 2: The Revenue’s of the Nabob of the Carnatic assigned to the 
Company for five years, with the reserve of a sixth for his private expenses. 
Tlie Company to recognise his independence as Nalmb, and to aid him io 
recovering a portion of his territories in the possession of Hyder All 

The Charter was renewed tliis year by Act 21, Geo. III. o. 66, to continue un¬ 
til March, 1794. The Company to pay down 400,000/., and to be allowed 
a dir idend of 8 per cent ; three-fourths of any surplus to be paid to the 
Government. All political dispatches to be first comninnicutea to Minis¬ 
ters ; who are. to decide in all questions relative to peace ond war. 

1782 Jaminry?: Major Abington, besieged at Tellicherry by a very superior 

DumMf of Hyder’s army, makes a sally and drives away tho besiegers 

Jtmoary 12; Nabob of Oude, after much reluctance, with the aid of English 
troops, takes possession of the Begums’ palace. Trvo old domestics of 
the Begums tortured, to induce the Begums to part with their money. 
Above 500,000/. paid, but the ill treatment continued, with the hope of 
eliciting more money, until December, when it being ibond imavailing, the 
servants were set at liberty. 

February 11: An English fleet, nnder the command of Admiral Hughes, ar¬ 
rives at Madras, alter taking Trincomalee; is followed by a Freaeh fleet 
under Admiral Sufl'rein, with whom he has a short conflict on the 17th. 

February 12, Calicut taken. 

February 16 and 18; Colonel Braithwute, with an army of less than 
. men, of whom 100 only were English, attacked on the Coleroon, by Tip- 
poo. at the head of 20,000 men, aided by Lally with 4000 Boropeaas. 

, Brnthwite defeated, Tippoo treaU his prisooers with great hnnauty.

February 19; French fleet lands 2000 men for the asBistaQce of Tippoo^ 
who take Cuddnlore, 3fl April. 

April 12: A severe but indecisive combat between the two fleets. ^ 

May 17: Treaty between the Supreme Co^erniiieiit and the Mahrattas, by 
which Basseiti. Ahmedabad. and the other acc|iiisitions were ceded to the 
Mahrattas, who agreed to nilow no nation but the English to have inter¬ 
course with them. 

1782 Way 23; A Report received from the Select Committee of the House of 

f Commons, to wliom the Petitions from Bengal against the preteu.sions of 
he Supreme Coiirt^ had been referred ; in pursuance of which a Bill 
passed the House, exempting the Cioveriior nnd Council, us well ns the 
Zemindars, and all revenue matters, from its j urisdictiun.

Giivernment, and leaves the army. 

October 15: Admiral Hughes, notwithstanding necessity for his aid, leaves 
the coast, abandoning Madras to famine. Twelve hundred persons weekly 
die at Madras, for several weeks, 

December: Death of llyder Aii. Tippoo Snib establishes himself on the throne 
of Mysore evacuates Arcot, and retires from the Carnatic, to settle I he 
afl'airs of his kingdom, and to resist an invasion of the Maiubur coast by 
General Matthews. 

1783 General Matthews takes Bednore. Annnpore, Onore, and Mangalore, witli 
a vast treasure, which he retused to divide, notwithstanding the distresft 
of the army from want of pay.

BLircIi Bossy, at tlie liead of a French detachment lands, at Ciiddalore (on 
tlic Coromandel coa.st1 General Stuarl, who succeeded Sir Eyie (.'note 
ns commander, being ordered lo march to Cuddalore (200 miles), reliises 
to obey until the 2lst of April, when he sets ontat the rate of two miles 
and a half per day. He arrives at Cuddalore about the beginqing of June, 
attacks the place on the 13th, and is repulsed by the French .with very 
great loss. The Madras government soon after arrest General Stuart for 
repeated acts of disohedience, and send him to England.

WiiniFAS, by an act passed in the thirtceen year of the leipn of 
hit .Majetiy King Gnorge the Third, intituled an act for t^tahlish- 
tnjf cfitatH regulations for the better management of the AJfiiirs of 
the East India Company, a3 well in India as in Eiiroj)e,it is, 
among otlier things, enacted, that all ofTonces and mi'-demeanora 
wliicli fchall be laid, tried, and tnquiied of in the Supreme Court 
III .fudicniure at Fort William in Bengal, shall be tried by a jury 
of Biitish subjects, resident in the town of Calcutta, and not 
otherwi'e ; and whereas it is expedient, that the tight and duty of 
seiviog on juries within the limits of tlie local |itiii«diction of the 
several Supreme Courts at Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, should 
be further extended, be it enacted by the King's most excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiri¬ 
tual and 'I'empornl, and Commons, in this present Parliament as¬ 
sembled, and by the authority of the same, that all good an>l suffi¬ 
cient persons resident u‘ilhin the limits of the several towns of

Whereas some doubt has arisen wUetlicr, and to what eaient, 
the real estates of British subjects nnd others, (not being Ma* 
hommedans or Gentoos) situate within, or being under the juris¬ 
diction of his Majesty’s Supreme Courts of Judicature in India, 
are liable, as assets in the hands of Erecutors and Adminis¬ 
trators, to the payment of the debt^ of their deceased owners, 
and uliercas it is expedient that such doubts should be removed ; 
be It thciefore, and it is hereby, declared and^enacted by the 
King’a inotit excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and commons, 
in the present Pailiainent assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, iliat whenever any Uiitisli subject shall die seized of 
or entitled to any real estate, in houses, lands, or hereditaments, 
situate within, or being under the general civil jurisdiction of

1. Civil Servants procoedin,' to thn Cape of Good Hope, 
Mauritius pr the Island of .Sl Ibdcna.or to any place within the 
limits of the East India Company's charter, witb leave grimed 
by the Governments to which they are respectively attached, 
under medical certicates, couiiierwigned by a Member of the Me*

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ID such casM, take cfTeci fram the date of leaving their preti* 
dency, coniequenily, the allevancea of oflice that nay have 
been drawn by theraaelvet or by their agents aAer their departure, 
must, in that raiic, be re>ailjusted, and the difleienre re*ruaaed. 

5. Civil Servants desiring to avail themselves of the benefit 
of the act above referred to, and to dtaw their allowances while 
absent on arcount of sickness under the above rules, will be 
required lo give security in such amount at may be required by 
the Government for the ro-fond of any excess that may bediawii. 
cither by agents at the presidency or by themselves, in case of 
their proceeding to Kurope on furlough, or otherwise, coming 
under retrenchment. 

6. No second leave will be granted to any Civil Servant who 
has been absent beyond sea for two years, until three years aftiMr 
the date of return from sea ; but if a Civil Servant u conipelied by 
sickness to proceed lo sea again wiihto this period, after havijig 
been absent less than two years, he will be allowed to complete 
(hat period, drawing (he proportion of salary allowed for the re* 
maimng time, as if the leave bad b«en continuous, 

UILITAIU OVtlCi.HS IIOIDINC. CIVIt. SITUATIONS. 

7. Military officers employed in the civil departments and 
drawing a civil allowance, are entitled, in common with officers 
holding staff situations in the military department, to draw (he 
military pay and allowances of their rank while absent at sea, on 
leave under medicial ceriiHcate, and likewise one^helf of the 
difference between sucli allowances and the civil or stafTpay of 
the offices to winch they stand appointed. 

8. The above allowances are to be drawn fur a total period 
not exceeding two years from the date when the vessel m which 
such officers embaik may leave the presidency or other port of 
departurei and the civil situation held by any officer who shall 
not return within that (veriod, shall be considered vacant. 

9. The rules for furniMliiog medical ceilificatea and for re* 
gulating the loima and manner of drawing military allowances 
during absence on leave, have been laid down in General Orders 
in the Military Department. 

10. The C ivil Auditor will pass the bills of officers on leave 
beyond sea under medical certificate, for the portion of their civil 
salary which they are permitted to draw by those rules, in like 
manoer, as IS provided for Civil Servants proceeding lo tea on* 
medicial certificate. Hut it is hereby provided, that civil allow¬ 
ances shall not be drawn by a military officer under this rule, 
after the date of departure beyond tea, unless security shall have 
been previouily given in aucb amount as may be filed by Go¬ 
vern meat. 

XrXLUlAITICAL DEFARTMtNT. 

11 Chaplains proceeding to any place beyond sea for the 
benefit of their health under the roles prescribed for officers of the 
Kcclcsiastical Department, shall, in respect to the proportion of 
allowances to be drawn during the period of absence, as also in 
respect to the conditions and period for which such allowances 
are to be drawn, and likewise in respect to the allowances to be 
drawn in case of their not returning within two years, be subject 
to the same precise rules as Civil Servants proceediog to any 
place beyond iiea on iick leave* 
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MLOTI. 

12. The follomog rulei have been eitablnhed for memberi of 
the Pilot Setvice, uadet the noclioD of the Honorable Court of 
Direclori: — 

13. Memben of the Pilot Service, whose state of health may 
require a voyage toeea or who may on that account deaire to leave 
the presidency, shall lubmit application for the same ihrou|;h 
the Master Attendant to the Marine Hoard, forwarding with the 
application a certificate from the Maiine Surgeon, or A»Mstaiit* 
Suigeon,the Marine Board may giant leave for any period not 
ciceediiig three months, and the party availing himself of it, may 
draw, while absent on such leave, his entire pay and allowances 
without deduction. If the leave solicited, exceed the period of 
three months, the medical certificate must be countersigned by a 
Member of the Medicial Board, and the sanction of Government 
will he required to enable the Pilot to pioceed to the Cape or 
elsewhere, under the following rules 

14. Branch Pilots, Master Pilots, Mates and Volunteeri, 
rompelled by sickness, duly certified to proceed to the Cape or 
elsewhere beyond sea, within the limits of the Hon’hle Company’s 
charter, shall he entitled to draw the reduced allowances, and 
to receive the paisage-mooey allotted to them in the following

Any member of the Pilot service who shall be absent be¬ 
yond sea fora period exceeding two years, shall, from tliudate of 
the expiraiiuu of the (wo years, be consideted as suspended fioiii 
the service. It will remain to be decided upon Ins return at any 
sub<.equent dale, wbetlier he shall be restored or not, accoidiug- 
ly as he shill be able to salisiy the Marine Board and Govern¬ 
ment, that be used all possible eierlions lo return wi'liin the lime 
bxed, but failed to do so from causes beyond his control. 

19, Under ihe authority of the provisions conlatncd in the 
latter part of clause 1. Actl. Victoria, cap. 47, it is further 
provided, in respect to all the above classes of ofiicers, that if 
they embark with the permission of Government, at any other 
presidency than their own, or at any other place or port in India, 
provided, that it be not more diatant from tlieir station than the 
ports of their own presidency, the dale for the coiniitencemenl of 
the operation of the above rules for sick leave beyond sea, shall 
be that of actual embarkation at such place or port, and not that 
of leaving the frontier of their own respective presidency, and lha 
same privilege in respect to the dale of leaving India, will he 
granted to officers of the several services referred to embarking 
at other presidencies or places in India not more ilisiaiit from 
their station than the ports of their own presidency, with the leave 
of Government previously obtained for the purpose of proceeding 
to Kurope on furlough, or of retiring from the service sitogether. 

20. In the above rules no provision is made for the case of 
servaotsof the classes mentioned resigning the service after iepv- 
log their presidency with the permission of the Goverornent in 
consequence of sickness. Tlie case of such {>ersons has been con¬ 
sidered by tbo President in Council,to require a new rule, which 
under the terms of the act requires to be submitted for the coo- 
hrmation of the Hon'hie the Court of Directors before it can take 
effect. It is accordingly declared, that the security to be given 
by servants as the condition of iheir drawing allowances while ab¬ 
sent from their presulency, must provide ror the case of such ro- 
tiremeot, and iheservaou must bmd themselves to re-fund the 
whole of the allowances so drawn, in ease of tbeir rcsiguatioo and 
‘departure for Europe, without previous return to tbeir presidency, 
provided, that ibe new rules to be established, should require 
such re-fund.

CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

Act No. I., Datio Janvakt 3, 1838. 

I. It i» hereby enacied, that from the 1st February, 1638, all Regulaiiona of 
the Bombay Code, pa»^e)l bolure iho ye^r 8271 and now lu force, with ilte 
exception of Sections I., II., and 111 , Regulation VI., 1827, and ot Clause 2, 
Section VII., Regulation l.\., IK(K), and of Secitona .\IV., WII., X.\.,XXI., 
and X.W ., Kegulation I., of 1805, and of the whole of Regulations 11., I8|() 
and VI., 1814,shall be repealed. And it is fuiibcr enacted, that Act No. II. of 
183G, shall likewise be repealed, except in so tar as it repeals any Kegiilaliun of 
the Bombay Code. il. And it is hereby enacted, that Chapters 1., II., IV., 
VI, VIH.,and IX., of Regulation X.\., 1827 of the said Code, together witli 
the Appendices A, li, C, K, 1, II, .1, K, of that Regulation, also Regulation II., 
1831, Regulation .\11I., 1831, Regulation 1., 1832, Regulation IV., 1833 and 
Regulation IV., 1834 of the said Code, and all such parts of any Regulatious of 
the said Code as prescribe the levy of Transit or inland Customs Duties, or as 
Tei|uire the payment of any fee whatever on account of any vessel which may 
enter any port in the territories subject to the Bombay Presidency, and likewise 
the provisions of any kind contained in tbose or in any other Regiilalioiis, for 
filing the amount of duty to be levied on goods imported or exfiorted by sea at 
any place within the limits of the Bombay Presidency, or the drawback payable 
on the same, shall be repealed. 

111. Provided always, that nothing conl.ained in the two preceeding Sections 
of Ibis Act, shall be construed to prevent the levy of any Town Duty, or of 
any Municipal tax, or of any toll on any bridge, road, canal, or causeway, for 
repair and iiiaintenance of the same; or of any tee for the ereciion and maintenance 
of light houses. 

1\\ And it is hereby enacted, that Duties of Customs shall be Invied on 
gooda imported by sea into any place in the ternlones sebordiiiati’ to iliu 
government of the Presidency of Bombay, after the said 16tii of January nexi, 
accoiding to the rates specihed in Schedule A annexed to this Act, and with 
the exceptions specified therein, and the said Schedule with the notes attached 
thereto, shill be taken to be a part of Ibis Act. 

V. And it is hereby further enacted, that duties of Cuslorns sh.ill he levied 
upon country goods exported by sea from any ports of the Bombay i’lesulcncy 
alter the said 15th January next, according to the rates specified in Schedule B, 
annexed to this Act, with the exceptions therein specified, and the said Schedule 
With the notes auached thereto shall also be taken to be a part of this Act. 

VI. provided, however, that the ships of any European nation having 
firman privileges in the port of Surat, ahall not be subject to further duties of 
import or export than may be presevibed by their firmans respectively, anything 
ia the scbedulei or in this Act Botwithstaoding,

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NEW SALT REGULATION. 

Act No. XXIX. Dmo Not. It. 

I. It» herebjr onarted, that from the flnt day of December 189S^ Sedieie 
LIX.. LX. and LXI. Kegulatioo X. 1619, of the Beagal Code, ahall be 
repealed, 

II. And It IS hereby enacted, that when information ahall be gives to anjr 
Salt Agent or Superintendent of salt chokies, that contraband salt hae 
stored in any warehouse, dwelling house, or other place-nitaated is the 
tract of country in Bengal or Orissa within which the transportatioa 
of salt without ruwana is not lawful, and such Salt Agent or Superintendaot 
of salt chokies shall deem the information credible, and desire to act lbereop> 
on, he shall require the same to be given to him in writing, or shall take the da* 
pO'itioD of the inforinant, as may be moat convenient, so that the following partica> 
lars shall be placed on record in his oflice. Fiist, the name, profesiion end place 
of residence of the informaat. Second, the place, that is the name of the town or 
village, and description of the house, warehouse or other place where the salt 
may be stated to be in store. Thirdly, the name of the person to whom the houae, 
warehouse, or other place belongs, or on account of, or by, whom the salt Is there 
siuied. Fourthly, the quantity and descripiioa of the aalt, and the ground! for 
believing the same to be contraband. 

III. And It IS hereby enacted, that if the contraband salt an stated to beinstora, 
exceed in quantity one maund or Indian mun,it shall be liable to leieurein man- ' 
uer following ; that is to say, the Salt Agent or Superintendent of chokies, having 
before him the written statement or deposition of an informar, given in or taken 
down as above prescribed, shall, provide the place of such store be not too dis« 
lent, proceed in person, together with the informant, summoning by written notion 
the nearest police daroglia or other officer in charge of the police thana or station, 
to attend likewise, and'witness the pioceeding.

V. And It is hereby enacted, that if the salt agent or superintendent shall not 
be able to proceed in person to make a seizure of salt, in manner above provided, ho 
shall tend along with the informer one or more confideniial officers of his publiceste* 
blishment, not being under the rank of a jemadar of peons, giving to such officer or 
officers his warrant ordering and authorizing the seizure, and sending notice as above 
prescribed, for the police daroglia or other police officer to attend; and the officer 
M deputed, shall have power to act in like manner as is provided.for the agent or 
Buperioteiideot in person ; provided that the door of no house, warehouse or other 
place, shall be broken open to make a seizure of salt except in the presence of n 
salt agent or superinten^nt of chokies, or of an officer so racially deputed, and of 
aq officer of police. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to the head officer 
of any salt ebokee or aurnng for the maoufactnn of salt, and for any assisunt to a 
salt agent or superintendent to receive iuformaiton of seh exceeding one mund in 
quantity being in store in a honae, warebouse or other place in the manner prescrib¬ 
ed in section 11., end to act theieapoa as provided in sections III. and IV. of this 
Act for tbe salt agent and seperiiUendeot, provided that the place of store describ¬ 
ed in such infonnatien be aiiiuted at a' d^nce of Bore than three kos from tbe 
station of a salt agent or superiqlendent of chokies, or from the place where the 
salt aceot or luperiniendent may be. 

VU. And it is hereby enacted, that If the darogha or person incherge ef any 
pohee thus or Bation, neeiving nntiee le nitendAt a aeimie ef salt in etore, tatt 
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above preicribed, shall ootMUsodi or atieodiog shall refuse to act io aid ol the 
•eisure, orfliiall in any way wilfully frustrate the object of the search aod seiture, 
such darogita or other officer sliall, on represcDtatiun of the facts by the officers of 
the salt department, and on conviction of tlie same before the Magistrate of the 
district, besides being dismissed from office, be liable to a fine equal to the amount 
of tine thit would have been leviable on the owners of the salt, if it had been 
seized according to the information laid. 

Vi II. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever it shall be necessary to break 
open any house, warehouse or other place to effect a seizure of salt, the rules and 
precautions prescribed in regulation XX. of 1817, and section X. regulation Vll. 
of 1799, of the Hengal Code, for breaking into a house for execution of process of 
distraint, shall always be observed by the police officers in attendance ; provided, 
‘ however, that the responsibilhy for the Act, and the determination whetlier tore* 
ouire the door to be broken open or not shall rest wiih the officers of the salt 
department only. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever a seizure of salt in any store 
in any house, warehouse or other place shall bs made by a salt agent or superio* 
tendent of chokies, the circumstances whicli attended the seizure shall be recorded 
in ao official proceeding to be placed on record in the office. 

X. And it is liercby enacted, that if liie seizure be made by an officer of the 
lalt department, Ollier than an agent or superintendent of chokies, such officer 
abnll report the c-ircuinstiDces within twenty-four hours to his official superior; 
and the police officer iu atiendance shall likewise report the occurrences at the tune 
of seizure to hm official suiienor. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that nosalt found in store in any house or ware* 
house, shall be deemed to be cootrahand, or shall be liable to seizure, unless, when 
the search is made, there shall be lound more thereof athaii one mound or Indian 
nun, and the owner or person in charge shall be unable to account satisfactorily 
for the manner of its being in his possession. 

XII. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever salt shall be seized as contra* 
band, because ifnaccumpanied by any ruwana or other protecting document, the 
person or persons conveying, or having in charge the same, shall be apprehended ; 
end all officers who are empowered to seize salt under the provisions of regulation 
X. 1819 of the Bengal code, shall likewise be competent lo arrest the parties found 
with or having the salt in possession. 

XIII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful 'for the salt agent and 
Buperiotendenta of cbokies, and other officers who may be duly empowered to sieze 
■alt, to slop and search any boats or vessels of a build adapted for sea navigation, 
that may be found withiu the limits described in section XX.X 111, of this Act; 
and if salt shall be found thereon, not accompanied by the necessary ruwana or 
other protecting document, to detain the vessel with the crew thereof, and to take 
them for adjudication of the case to the nearest accessible station of an officer em> 
powered to adjudicate cases of contravention of the salt law. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, in modification of section XXXVI. regulation 
X. of 1819 of the Bengal Code, that if any person shall be found in the Act of 
conveying salt without ruwana, or other protecting document, exceeding in quan¬ 
tity five seers of 80 tolahs to the seer, within the tract of country in Bengal or 
Orissawhereinibe transporation of salt is prohibited unless so protected, or if 
several peraoDS be found carrying salt so unprotected, in gangs or companies, 
which salt shill exceed in the whole quantity five seers (or each person in such 
gang or cotr^aoy, every such person shall be subject to the penalties prescribed by 
reguUtioo X. of 1819 aforesaid, and by this Act, for the illegal possession and 
transportation of salt. 

XV. Aod it is hereby enaeted, in modification of section CXXl. of Regula¬ 
tion X. 1819 eforesud, that any^ person of persons, who may be convict^ of 
MsoggliDg nit withpiit rowtna, nngly oi in gang, and lenteoctd to pay n fino* to 
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Govefoment on necount of mU Momuggfed or nltomptotf fo be- iniQxifled, tboH, 
if the fine be not paid, be liable to impriaonmeot in the criminal or Foujdaree jail, 
for a peiiod not exceediog; six months, in commutation of such finea. 

XVT. And it hereby enacted, in further modification of aectioo CXXf, of 
regulation X. 1RI9 aforesaid, that any person, who may be lentenced under iec> 
tinns XXXI., LXVIll. and LXX. of the aaid regulation, to imprisonment in 
addition to fine, for the oflences descrilied in those sections respectively, shell itt 
like manner he liable, as above provided for persons convicted of gang smuggling, 
to undergo sucli punishment in the foujdaree jail : and cases of the kind describ¬ 
ed in the said «ertlons, shall be adjudicated, in tike manner as cases in which 
fine only is adjudged : and the warrant of the officer, adjudicating any case under 
this or the preceding section of this Act, shaibbe authority for the magistrate, or 
Ollier person in charge of ihe foujdaree jail, to hold the person described tliereia 
in confinement in such jail, as may lie specified and required in the said warrant. 

X VH- And It is hereby enacted, that svhen any person shall be convicted of 
gang smuggling, or of any oi the offences described in sections XXXI., and 
LXX. of regulation X. ol IHI9 aforesaid, after having been previously convicted 
of a like offence, be shall be sentenced. Ill addition to the penalty attaching to 
such offence, to nnpn-oninant in the foujdaree jail fora period of six mouths, and 
a like punishment of six months imprisonment shall be incurred, in addition to iho 
puni'hment which may be inflicted for a first ofTaace, upon every subsequent con¬ 
viction after the second. 

XVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for any aalt agent to 
proceed for the recovery of any bahince that maybe due to Government within 
the year, upon any contract made for the manufacture of salt in the limita ofhia 
agency, by the processor distraint; and for the demand and levy of the sume, to 
exercise the powers vested by the regulations and Acts of the Government in 
zemindars and sunder farmers, being subject to like restrictions, and with the liko 
remedies to any parties aggrieved thereby. 

XIX. And it is hereby enacted, that if any person shall, by threala or by vio¬ 
lence, prevent the lawful arrest of any person by an officer duly authorised to seize 
salt, or shall procure his release after arrest, or if the party found with the salt in 
possession, or any other persons, resist any such officers, (bey shall severally and 
respectively be liable to Ihe punishment prescribed in section LVl. of regulation 
X. 1819 of the Bengal Code. 

XX. And itis hereby enacted, that if any officer making an arrastupon account 
of salt smuggling shall neglect to carry the person arrested to the proper officer of 
the salt department, or shall delay to report the arrest to his superior, or shall release 
or connive at the escape oi the person arrested, every such officer Bball,on convic¬ 
tion of any one of the above offences, besides dismissal from office, be liable to be 
sentenced for the same to a fine not exceeding 200 rupees, anihto imprisonment 
not exceeding three months ; and the sentence may be adjudged by any oflicec 
competent to adjudicate a forfeiture of contraband salt, and, in case of non>pay3 
ment of the fine, to a further impiisooment not exceeding three months, at the dis* 
cretinu of the officer deciding the case. 

XXL And It is hereby enacted, fhat whenever any person ma y be arrested by 
an officer of the salt department, or by any other officer of other departments, duly 
empowered to make a seizure of salt, the person making the arrest shall be bound 
to carry the party arrested direct to the officer of the salt department, who may be 
competent to try the case; and no person so arrested shall be released, untif ibe 
ease shall have been brought to judgment io the manner provided by law. 

XXI1. And it is hereby enacted, that if aoy officer of the salt departmotit.be 
convicted before the Magistrate of any district, of haviog vexatiously and uooeeee* 
sarily seized the goods of any person on the pretence of seizing or searcltlbg for 
aalt, or of having vexatiously and ntiMceamriiy arrest^ any person, or of busing 
slopped and detained any boat noaeceiaartly aM without anlbority, or of baving 
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ntetirtry ibrths psrpoMof ■Mroli,aver 5 »M«li 
o&er ilullt bwtdM dtnyoMd, b* paowh^ with iiapriioonMat oot eiceediu^ sii 
months. and with fins not eienadinjf 200 nipeei, eommatable, if not paid, to a 
further iropritooincat not ckcecdiog nx months, 

XXllL Anditis hortby enaetod, in modification of section CXXII. regula¬ 
tion X. of 1819 aforesaid, that if any person shall wilfuly and tnalicioasly give 
false information in respect to there being illicit salt in store in any house or ware- 
home, and so procure that such house or wareltonse shall be searched to the iojury 
or vexation of the owners tliereof, or of any other person or persons whatsoever, 
auch false informer shall, on conviction of the ofienco before any Magistrate, bo 
liable to imprisouraeot for two years, and to fine not exceediog 500 rupees, at the 
discretion of aoy Magistrate by whomtlie case may be ined, and, in case of the 
■oD'peymeat of the fine, toimprisonmeat for a farther period of six months. 

XaIV. And it is hereby enacted, that wlien parties shall be convicted of ihe 
illegal poMiMion ortransportationof salt, and shall be liable to the penalty office 
rupees per maund as prescribed in section XXXVI. regulation X. ol 1819 of the 
Bengal Code, the fine shall be at the said rate according to the quantity of salt seiz* 
•d, whether less or more than one mauiid, and each one of the smugglers in com¬ 
pany, or partiea to the fraud on the revenue, shall be liable to the whole 
fine. 

XXV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to the Governor 
or Dupety Governor of Bengal, to vest with the power of adjudicating rases of con¬ 
travention of the laws for protection of the Revenue derived from salt, any assis¬ 
tant to a salt agent, or uucovenanted supeiinieodent ol salt cliokies, wlio may 
team to him qualified; and such ofticers, when invested with such powers, shall 
•lerciM them subject to the same rules and restrictions at covenanted salt agents 
and superintendents of chokies ; provided that no officer adjudicationg cases of 
contravention ol the salt Rovenoe laws, shall receive any part of the rewards that 
may be decreed or otherwise beoefit directly by the adjudication of such 
rates. 

XXVI. And it is hereby enacted, that cases arising out of this Act, shall be 
tried in the same maimer as U prescribed III regulation X. of 1819 of the Bengal 
Code for other cases of contravention of the laws lor the protection of the Revenue 
derived from salt i and the officer .adjudicaiiog ilio case shall be guided by the 
provisions of sections C. to CXVl. of that regulation ; and the Judge ofthe city 
or zillah shall be bound to proceed in respect to persons sentenced to any fine or 
other penalty under the provisions of this Act, in the same manner, subject totho 
luodifications and addittoos hereinafter provided, as is presciiUed in respect to 
persons convicterl of the offences and tried before the authorities specified and pro¬ 
vided by the said regulation. 

XXVil. And it is hereby enacted, in modification of clanies XXXK. and 
XXXlll. of regulation X. 1819 ofthe Bengal Code, that ii shall be the doty of 
•v«ry party under direct engagements with Government for the land revenoe, 
either as a proprietor or farmer, and of every proprietor of lakhiraj lands upon whose 
xeiniodaree, farm or lakhiraj estate there shall be aoy works producing salt, other¬ 
wise than under contract with a salt agent or oo account of Government, to give 
notice of the same to writing to the nearest public officer of police or land Revenue 
or ofthe salt department, within ten days trom the date on which the works were 
first prepared { and in like manner it shall be the duty of every person employed 
in the eolleclioQ of the land revenne of any muhal on the part of Goveroment, or 
of the Court of wards, or of joint proprietors, to give like notice in respect to celt 
manufactured on the lands under their management; and every such proprietor, 
farmer, proprietor of lakhiraj estate or manager, who shall knowingly omit to give 
such nonet, shall be liable on convictioo before the Judge of any xillah or city to a 
fine of 500 rupees, for fi?ery khaliiree or salt work estabiuhed on bts lauds and 
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sneb knowledfse shall not be requited io be cWahKfhwHi^iretft hi 

ieferred fron circumstances at the disoreiiou of the Jed|^'decwHnif ihi MSe ; tad 
any fine that may be adjudj^d under thn sectio^, thaU be rBcevettble by distress 
and sale of the goods and chatties of the offender, or by proi^ of exeeblten Utken 
outby any saltanentorsupeitatendeat of chokies in the imnnerprovkledfbr'de* 
erees of the civil court. ' " 

XX VIM. And It is hereby enacted, in modifieation of section LX(V< refu- 
latioD X, of 1819 dforesaul, and in addition thereto, that when there may be no 
direct proof of the unauthorized removal of salt from any golah or place of Go* 
vernment store, sufficient to convict the parties concerned therein of theft within ibe 
provisions of the said section, the officer or officeis wlio may have been entrusted 
wiili the cliarge of such golah, or pUce of GiArument store, shall, nevertheless, bd 
liable tor the offence ofembezzling thesalt of any store in their custody, ilie outturn 
of wliich shall, according to the accounts kept of receipts and deliveries, exhibit 
a deficiency for which be or they may not duly account. And the officer in charge 
of any golah or salt store shall, in like iiianiier, be deemed guilty of embezzlement 
if he has made away with, or shall not produce the true account of such store ; and 
any per-ion against whom ihn offence of einbezzleinenl shall be established under 
this section, .shall be liable, on couinction before the M.igistrAle of the city ordis> 
trict, to ho punisheil hv fine and imprisonment under the general powers vested in 
thezillah and city Magistrates. 

XXIX. And it is hereby enacted, in addition to the rules contained in aectiotia 
CXI., exit, and CXMl. ol regulation X 1819 of the Bengal Code, lor theaiU 
judication ut cases of contravention of the laws enacted for the protection of the 
revenue deiived from salt, that if the attendance of the parties charged with such 
offences cannot be obtained by reason of their failure to attend in person or by 
vakeel, after being served with a suintnons, or liy reason of iheir evading process, 
the officer adjudicating any such case shall i«8tte notice lor the attendance of the 
parlies accused in the manner prescribed in section Cll. of the said regulation ; 
and if the paities do not attend in person or by vakeel within the time fixed by such 
notice, the officer adjudicating the case shall pass judgment thereon, under the said 
last mentioned section, in like manner as if the parlies accused were picsent; and 
the officer HO adjudicating any case exparte, may, at any time after such judgment, 
is-suehis warrant for the apprehen-ion of the persons convicted for execution of llio 
sentence, in the manner provided in regulation X. of 1819 of the Bengal Code, and 
in this Act, for ca-ies in which the parties were present ; and further may at any 
time sue out process for levying the amount of fine aujiidged, from any Civil Court 
competent to execute its own decrees in the manner and from prescribeil for the ex* 
ecution of the decrees of such civil court under section XXX. of this Act. 

XXX. And it is hereby enacted, that when the officer holding proceedings in 
any case exparte, as above provided, siiall refer the case to Ih^Judgeof any city 
or xillah, in consequence of tlie amount of fine being such as the said officer is nut 
competent finally to adjudge, the judge of the city or zillah, to whom such case 
may be referred, shall issue such orders and institute such* proceedings as arc aii> 
thorized by sections CXI. to CXill. of regulation X. of 1819 of the Bengal 
Code, in like manner as if the ofleuders were sent over with the case or were pre¬ 
sent to be heard to their defence ; and whenever any fine may be adjudged by the 
zillah or city judge, the same may be levied on the application of ihe salt agent 
or superintendent of aalt chtritieB, under the rules in force (or the execution of the 
decrees of civil coarts. 

X XXI. And M is hereby enacted, in modification of the rules contained in sec¬ 
tions CtX. and CXIl. of regulation X, of 1819 of the Bengal Code, whereby th« 
power of final adjudication by salt agents or saperintendents of chokies, in cases 
of the contravention of the laws enacted for the protection of the salt Uevenuo, la 
rastricted to cases in which the quantity ofsalt proponed to be confiscated shall not 
aaceed twenty laaantls, or the fine adjudicated shall ooi exceed 50 rupees, that 
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itW faiiSMirat of tny Mlt ifMitor tiiperiaittiidetit of cboktot* or of tof other oflSeer 
v««ied by Gorernnwet witit like jmitdictioo in such ceimi ■hall be Heel le all cite* 
wheretA ihtt tait edjadgetliu be eoofiteatod thiili not exceed eighty maunda^iad the 
fitto impoaed apon the^defendtet, •ball not exceed 400 rupee*. Provided how- 
ever*thaterery •Itch^dgmeot may, underaeLiioQ ('XVII. of the Kiid regulation, 
be brought by pciKiotl before the Hoard of Cuatoms, Salt and Opium, and be rever- 
iod or amended by that eutboriiy. 


XXXir. And It it hereby enacted, in modification of Mciion CXIV, regula¬ 
tion X 1619 of tlio Bengal ('ode, that the »(iah and city judgea Rhiill pa** final 
judgment in all caiea referred to them for adjudication, when tliu (]u-iniilyofiiali to

eating with the lny ol Bengnla* t.iken at spring tides in the drv season , nor east- 
ward uf the Megna, north of the river Ooomice , nor westward of the river Hooglily, 
livyond a line diawn from a point on ili it iiver, distant one mile from the nyrihern 
end ofthe town ol Nyasurai, ail I to tlu nonh thereof, to a like point distant one

X.\X\'. And It IS hereby enacted, that the viord " property” shall through¬

*' ciiatiel, money, or valuable Becuniy" in the said Statute made and paaied in 
tke QiQih year ol the reign of hu Uie Majeity King George 4 ih aforeiuil; 
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that the terra dwelling house shall have the same constroctio# U 'fal thtaald 
statute. 

XXXVI. And It is hereby enaried, that in the cnse ofevery felony punish¬ 
able under this Art. every pnncuial in ihe ««toiiiI ilcciee, and every aecaSssry 
be^>re tliefcirt, sliall be pum-liable Muh <le«tili or oiliemi-e, lo the same manner* 
as 'he prmf'i|>al 1(^*1'^ fi'*' de^iee i<i by this Act punn-hable. And every accea 
ta V niter the lii< t, lo any lelony piinn-hable under this Art (eKcef.! only a re- 
ce ver of htolen pioperiy) shall, on coovicliun, be liable to be imprisoned for any 
ter *1 not eNceedinr; l»o years. 

X X \ \' 11. And it is hereby enacted, that where any person shall be ooovic* 
ted 'iniler this Art for any offence punisliable under tins Act for which imprison¬ 
ment niay be awarded, it sliall be lawful for the Court to senieiice the ofleiider 
to be nni'ri'oned -iiiil kept to liar.I labor, and aI*o lo direct that the prisoner bn 
kept in solitary confinement for such a period or periods of the imprisonment, as to 
the Court in its discretion shall seem meet, not eaceediDg one mouth at a time, or 
three months in any one year.

Hast Indies, and not born of Kuropean paranla, to 
the Eastern Coastof New South Wales, or any oi the lalaoda adjacent thoroto. 


POWER OF JUSTICES IN CRIMINAL CASES. 


Act No. XXXII., Dateo Decbhber, 10. 

I. It is hereby enactc'l and declared, that all powers whatever in criminal 
cases, which by virtue of any law now in force, may be CBercised by two 
Justices of the Peace within and for the provinces, districts, and countries of 
Denial, Hehar, and Ottssn, and witlim and for the Presidency of Fort William 
in Bengal, and places thereto subordinate, may bo exercised by one such 
Justice. 

II. And It is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for any one such juatiee 
to issue a warrant ol distress for the recovery of arrears of assessment accruing 
under the Act of Pailiainent 33 George 111. Cap. 52, and every auch warrant 
shall have the same force aa if It w^e under the hands and aeaU of two auch 
Justices. 

HI. And It is hereby enacted and declared, that all auch (fowara heratoforn 
exercised and warrants i^sued by one such Justices of the Peace, ahall bo 
deemed legal and valid as if tiie same bad been cxeictaed or laauod by two 
*uch Justices.

Ihm rule, however, la nut to apply lo Zillah or City Registers, or to other in¬ 
dividuals whose allowances may not exceed 600 rupees per mensem. Jtisoot 
intended lo make any deduction Irom the salaries oi ciril servants holding such 
appointments, when absent from their stations, on account of bad health. 

In cases in which the salaries, or authorized emoluments, of tivil servants, oi<

CIVIL SERVICE ALLOWANCES. 

The Resolution of Government, of the I7th February, 1829, reduced the allow- 
anret aitncbed to the severe) officee held by covenanted civil servants ; but tlie 
Court of Directors resolved, that the allowances of none of their civil aervants, 
under the rank of Members of Council, (with the exceptions of the Political Ue- 
eideots at foreign Courts, the Juilges of the SudHer Adawlul, the < hief Secretary 
to the Government, and Senior Members of the Revi inie I'oirds and the Hoard of 
Trade,) ought to exceed Rs. 50,0o0 per annum, and they directed, that this may, 
fiom and after the receipt of this letter, (viz. 20th October, 11J29,) be regarded as 
the established maximum to which (excepting in the oihccs above enumerated,) 
the total personal allowances of civil servant, whether nnploved in the Territorial 
or Commercial departments, ami wiiether paid by a fixed bulary or by commission, 
ahall, in ail cases, be invariably restricted.

this head ; and that the cases in which pensions and allowances may be recom¬ 
mend to us to be graninl to officers, shall be limited to wounds ami injinies re¬ 
ceived in acliou and s|i,til be established by the production of such ceriificalet 
and reports of Medical Hoards, as shall be required bv our secretary at War.

1 St. If a« officer shall receive a wound in action, which shall occasion the 
loss of an eye, or a limb, or the toul use of a limb, or shall receive bmlity in¬ 
jury fully equal to the loss of a limb, he may be eligible to receive a gratuity W 
inouey of one year’s full pay of the regimental rank, or siafTappointmeot, bela by 
Inin at the lime he was wounded. 

2nd. If an officer shall be wounded in action, and it shall appear upon an 
inspection made of hun by a fioudof Ajrmy medical officers, assembled by order of 
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the wcretary at War, that aoch officir hta in cootequenei of bit arooild, loatm 
limb or an eye, or ba^ totally lost tlio tiao of a limb, or that ho hia auatained 0 
aevere injury in action, fully equal in every respect to the loas of i limb, he iniy 
be recominenrfed to His Majesty for a pension at the rate filed in the anneaeo 
scale, for the rank held by bun when he was wounded, and cominencinj on€ 
year after the wtiuntl was received ;tlie conlinuiiire of which shall depend upon 
subsequeni eaaininations liefore the Military Medical Hoard, 

3rd. If the officer shall have lo«l moie than one limb or eye, he mey be re¬ 
commended for penoion for each limb or eve so lost in action. 

4ih. If ihe wound received by an officer in acuoii shall be so severe in its 
permanent effects as to be nearly equal but not fully equal to the loss of a limb, 
such officer m.iy be recommended fin a pratuity of eighteen months' full pay of 
bis regimental rank, or staff appoinlmeot, held by hiiii when woumled ; in which 
case no pension shall at any subsequent time be granted to Inin under this re¬ 
gulation. 

5th. If any wound received in action shall be certified to be severe anddan* 
reruns, but in its permanent efforts not equal to the loss of a limb, the otlicer 
peceiving such wound may, m consideratiou. of^ the expense attending tin* cure 
thereof, receive a graiuiiy, varying according to the iinturo of the case, of from 
three to twelve months’ full pay of the regimental rank, or staff appointiueot held 
by him ai the time he was wounded. 

6ih. If an otKcsr shall have ludd a pension for a wound received in action 
for a term of five years, and shall have been examined, twice at tlm least, before 
a Board of Army Medical Officers,he may be recommended for the permanent 
rnntinuanceof such pension ; but if the officer, before llie cxpiraiion ol the term 
of five years, shall have ro lai recovcreiUUiat Ins wound or injury is not fully 
equal to the loss of a limb, then he shall cease to receive such pension, and shall 
have a gratuity of full pay according Id the degree of his injury, as laid down in 
article 5. 

7ih. If within Ihe periofl of five ycais after a wound has been received, an 
officer does not apply for the pension, or applying for it, the wound shall nut 
have been proved to be fully and permanently eijual to the loss oi a Itmh, such 
officer’s claim to a pension xlialI not at any subsequent peiiod be enterlsined. 

Sill. No gratuity or allowance fur any wound shnll be granted after the 
lapse of five years from the time the wound was received. 

9ih. No pension lor the loss of one eye, from a wound received in action, shall 
be granted, unless the actual loas of vision shall have occurred within five years 
after the wound was received, and be solely attributable to such wound. 

lOlh. As a general rule, the pension shall be granted according to regimen¬ 
tal rank ; but in cases in which officers with Brevet rank shall have been employ¬ 
ed at the time they were wounded, in discharge of dutie* supeiiorto iliose attach* 
cd to their regiiueutal commissions, the pensions shall be given accoidiug to the 
Brevet rank. 

llih. These pensions being granted as a compensation for the permanent dis¬ 
ability sustained by wounds leceived in action, maj^ be held togeihei wiih any 
other pay and allowance to which an officer may be entitled, without any de¬ 
duction on accouut thereof.

ORDER AGAINST DRAWING BAYONETS. 

General Order, Horse*Guardi, 18(5 June, 1835, No. 520 

Some cases having lately occurred, in which soldiers have draw’n their bay¬ 
onets upon each other, and also upon other persons who happened to come in 
contact with them, whilst quarrelling in the streets and in public houses. The 
GeneraUcommanding-in-cliief desires, that the soldiers of the array may here- 
minded, that they are armed for the protection of their King and eountrv, and for 
the support and exrculion of the laws, when lawfully called out for these pur¬ 
poses ; that they wear their side arms as an honourable distinction of the pro¬ 
fession to which tliey belong ; that they are not tu uae them in private broili, 
or even for their own personal defence upon such occasions; and, that it is the 
duty of the soldiers to avoid resorting to places in which such broils are likely lo 
take place, more particulaily when dressed as soldiers with their side arms. 

The General commandiog-in-ciiief is determined to put in effectual stop to 
•0 dangerous and disgraceful on offence, by the punishment and degradation of 
every soldier who shall, hereafter, be convicted ol it. 

To this end Loro Hill desires, that commanding officers of regiment depAts, 
will bring to summary trial, for unsoldier-like and disgraceful conduct, every 
man who shall be repotted to have drawn, pr attempted to draw, his bayonet for 
the purpose of using it against another person in any case of dispute, affray, or 
inlerferenca. 

His Lordship further desires, that every soldier convicted before ■ court- 
martial of having u-ed, or attempted to use, his side arms, in any of the cases 
herein contemplated, may, in addition to the punishment awarded by the court, 
be degraded on the public paiade, in front of the regiment ordepAtto which he 
belongs, by being there stripped of his bayonet, and bayonet belt, and proclaim- 
ed by the commanding officers as a man unworthy to be entrusted with the care 
of hit bayonet expect in the ranks, under the view and command of bis officer, 

luall such cases, the offender shall be stripped of his side arms by the pio- 
neera, in order to enhance bis degradation. He who is thus degraded, shall not 
b« suffered to wear his bayonet or bayonet belt, expect upon duty, for one year 
from that date of his degradabon ; during which time be shall be denied every in- 
dulgence to which the good soldier is entitled, and shall march to church, in the 
ranks, without side arms. His name shall, moreover, be posted up in some con¬ 
spicuous place in the Barrack room of the company to which lie belongs, on the 
Barrack gate, and on the doors of the Guard House, and Canteen. 

The General Commanding, in-chief feels confident, that these measures will 
with the lealoiis co-operation of all classes of officers, and the vigilance of the 
Non-coniinis.»ioned officers, soon rescue the army from the stigma which a few 
unworthy individuals would attach to it, by resorting (oa base and unmanly ex¬ 
pedient, buratofore unknown amongst British soldiers.

STANDING ORDERS. 

FOR THE BENGAL NATIVE INFANTRY. 


I-DUTY OF OFFICERS IN COMMAND AND CHARGE OF 

COMPANIES. 

1. It ifl OD the officer! holding the comtoend and charge of contpaniei. that 
the coti'iuct, effiriency, and character of a native corps mainly depend ; and 
It will be generally found, that in corps where there is a pioper and high seoee of 
duly in the officers of tins rank., iho men are well behaved, amart, and soldierdikei 
whether on oi off duty. But to ensure this feeling, or to give rise to it, whether 
it IS wanting, the officers commanding companies must be vested with sufficient 
authority, tn encourage merit and ciieck irregularities, without being under the 
neressiiy of referring on every trifling occasion, to the commanding officers. 

2. Officers commanding companies, may grant indulgence to deserving men 
of their companies, to a certain extent; they may grant leave for one or two daye 
excepting at rouMer; but this leave ia on no account to extend to a later hour tbaa 
tatoio-beating. All applicaiions for the indulgence of leave to a greater extent, 
will require the sanction of the commanding officer, and must be made through 
the officers in charge of companies, 

3. Officers in command of companiea, are responsible for the general appear* 
ance and cleanliness of their companies; and to enable them to aseertaiQ that 
tbeir orders on this subject are attended to, there will be a private parade of com* 
paoies once a week,at BUO'ser. Ttiii parade ia solely for the inspeeiioo of the 
officer commanding companies. All deficiencies in the appointment, or clothing 
of the men, with the causes that led to them, be reported, fortheeommandiog 
officer’s information, through the quarter^master. 

4. Companies are to be permanently divided into four sections, with a proper 
proportion of non-commissioned officers to each ; and the European officers will 
endeavour to form a chain of lesponsibility throughout the whole, causing the 
coramanderaof section! constantly to bear in mind, that their credit, as smart 
officers, worthy of further advancement, will depend on the soldier-like appear¬ 
ance of their section. To carry this into effect, in roost native corps, will require 
time and much attention ; but when once effected, it will be nroductive of the 
best resulu. An officer, however, roust not rest satisfied that his orders are st- 
tended to, merely because he has given them ; he will have many obstacles to 
overcome in introducing this regulation,and he should make it a point of seeing 
bn sections paraded occasionally, under their non-commissioned officers, before 
falling in u a company. A roll of each section it to be kept by the non-com* 
miMtoned officer, and no alteration to bo Dido in it, without an order from tho 
officer in command ol tho company. 
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5. The officers commending companies, ere responsible for the pafieeBt of 
their companies for the eloltnng, arms, accoutremenis end regimental nppoiet* 
nients in use, and for tlio repair of arms. 

6. 'I'liey are authorised to enforce the eiecutionof all orders and regulations, 
relating to the inteiior discipline and economy of their companies, by ordering 
those men, who neglect or disobey them, extra duly, or pumshment drill not ex¬ 
ceeding four days' guard, or ten dajs’ drill, 

7. i liey will occasionally visit the men of their companies, who may be in 
hospital, and ascciiam, by personal iii(|uiiy, il they are fun^hed sviih eveiy tiling 
necessary lor suk men, tins essential )iari of an oliicer's duty, Khould be particu¬ 
larly attended to, in unheallliy Miuntions; nothing being so giatiiying to the na¬ 
tive soldier, as to perceive that Ins olticer is interested in his weltaie- 

8. 'Che following books lire to he kept in each company. 

One for copies ul muster rules and pay abstacts. 

One buok lor (amily remittance lulls, 

A toil of native odicers and men, with a list of their nearest relations in the 
order of succesMon, oppoaite each man’s name. 

One for the long toll of the company. Tins book is to lie made out in strict 
confoiinity with uriliograpliy used in the general roll of the bailaiion. 

A rcgistei of geneial leave. A register, containing distinct aiateinents of the 
pioceeds of < states of deceased non-commissiooed officers and sepoys, i'liise regts* 
ters arc to be made up on the Jlst of December ol each year, when copies 
are to be sent to the regimental office, for the purpose lanl down in general 
orders of the 19th May, 13U7, 

A book for entering the date and subject of all orders, affecting their duty. ai 
officers comttianding companies. 

A chanicter book. This book will be confined to the naicks, drumers, and 
privates of the company, and it will he the duty of the othcei comnianding ihe 
company, to enter in it, every incedent calculated to make known the geuetal 
character of individuals belonging to his company. 

9. The character of the native dilfsrs so materially from that of the European, 
that it lequires time, and aiteniive ob^eivation ot the mu',! minute cncum. 
stances, connected with the behaviour ol the men, on all occassions, and in all 
situations, to enable the European officers to form a coi reel opinion of tlieir fitness 
for pioniolion; but by stiicl attention to every part nt their conduct, and a care¬ 
ful entry ol every particular of a lavorable or unfavorable nature, in tho behavi¬ 
our ul indiviJunls in this buok, it will become a pulilic leconi ol the greatest use- 
111 preventing the promotion of unworthy indivniuals, and in encouraging the 
exeiiioos ul the active, intelligent, and deserving soldier. 

)0. Wiiliuutsome record of this kind, an officer, who has not been long in 
command of a company, and who is called upon to recommend a naick, or a 
private for promoliun, has seldom the meaos ol ascertaining ilie character of hie 
men; he is under tlie necessity of applying to the native officers, or pay havii- 
dtr, a niodeol obtaining the required infurmaiion, which is considered calculated 
to produced pernicious consequences. 

11. It will be the commaniog officer’s duty to pay and to exact attention to 
these records, and to have every particular of a man's conduct so fully inserted 
as tq leave little room for doubt or dispute. 

12. These books will be inspected by the commandiDg officers, on the Ist of 
Way, Augbsi, Noveinbv% and February. 

13. Any injury that may occur lo the arms, accoutrements, or appointments, 
of companies, or any deficiency in them, with all ihe information the officer may 
be able to obtuin of the cause of losr or injury, is to be immediately reported to 
the quarter ma-ter, for the commanding ufficer’a information,' to enable him to 
comply *^’th the directions coniaiued m general orders. 

14. Officers commanding companies will personally disbnrae the pay at aoon 
aa practicable after the receipt of It i aiidjor this purpoae,\hey will have Ibeir 
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compEoies marehid to thnr’quarter*, io their ODiform oud ude aioif, lEd agiiu 
taken back to the line*, by the senior Dative otfiocr present. 

15. The men on Kuard are to be paid by their ufiicais when releired ; knd 
excepting in cases of extreme urgency, the otlicers are expected lu aee every inaa 
in then cnmpaoias receive hia pny in their presence. 

16. Whenever a casualty may occur, the coal and pantaloons in wear, are to 
be <eut into store, to be agaiu issued, under the orders of the commanding oiBcor, 
to recruits. 

II.-GENERAL REMARKS FOR THE EUIlOrE.YN OFFICER.S. 

1. A ready and clieerlul ohedieiicu lo all orders liom superior uiKcers is the 
first principle of military discipline; if, llierefurc, a suballerii should chancn to 
command on any parade, or dulv, nil |iiiiior utficers employed on the same duty, 
are expected to pay as much ilvierence lo Ins orders, ns if they iveru acting 
uniter a Field Otficer. Subaltern Otiiccis com man ding platoons at drill or ex* 
erctse, may oider extradiill not exceeding four d.i>s. to any man of their pl,iiouii, 
who is awkward or inattentive ; and when inspecting guaid«, may oidcr any man 
who is duty, one ilay'sextra guard ; but it they tlunk nioie llian four days'extrn drill, 
or one davs’s guard, necessary, they will report ilie circuniiiauce, lor the iiitonna* 
ton and orders of the commanding otficer, 

2. In reprimanding men, for any iiregularity, all passionate or abusive terms 
are to be avoided. 

3. Every otficer is excepted to attend to the dress, appearance, and behaviouT 
of the men ol the corps on or oflf duty ; and whether their they belogg lo tiis own 
company or not 

4. Officers shall also lake notice of all gu.irds and sentries of the regiment, 
and report any neglect that comes under their ob-ervaiion; they should be eijuaU 
ly ready to bring into notice any remarkable instance ut attention; they should 
watch over the general Character of the corps, and embrace every oppuiliiniiy of 
evincing the interest they lake in its repuiatmn, by checking irregularity and 
neglec, and encouraging diligence and attention to duty, in the individuals be* 
longing to it. 

5. They should endeavour lo become acquainted with the character and ge< 
neral behaviour on duty, ol the native cominissMuncd, iion>commis*ioned officers 
and privates of the corps, but particularly of tlieir own companies. The frequency 
of commands and escorts, under European officers, affords many opportunities of 
acquiring this information. 

6. They should themaelves, allend to the complaints of tlje men, and not 
allow this duty to devolve on a native officer, a liavildiir, or a servant. The offi* 
car, who permits this part of ins duly to be performed by auotlier, deprives himself 
of lh« best opportunity of securing the respect and atiacliinent of the;native soldier, 

7. It should be impressed on the young officer, that grievance*, which to him 
may ap|>ear frivolous, are of serious tniport, when connected with t|ie religious 
prejudices of the men ; and that, even when the redress of such grievances is 
impracticable, it is still in his power to li'ien with patience >0 the soldier’s state* 
roent, aod lo convince him, that his feelings have not been disregarded. 

8* Alt officers, on returning from detached duty, are to make a general report 
of the conduct of the native commis«iuned officers and haviidars belonging to 
their detachment; and in case of having any neglect, or any nnsoldn-rdike con* 
duct to notice, a full detail of every particular, connected with the ladividual’a 
behaviour, is to be entered into. 

9. There are aUo many point* in the performance of a non-commissioned 
officer’s duty, which show attention andsmarlneH ; this will be noted, in a gene* 
ral way, in this report. 

10. All young officers, on first joining a corps, are to attend tbe drill, until 
peifnctly acquainted with tbe drill of the recruit end company, moiintiog guard, 
manual aud plioleoo ixerciaea, marching and standing salute wiu a sword. An 
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officer'! fitnfeii for jcnpiog ihe renici of bit regimenr, is to be atcerteine^ by hu 
drilling and cominanding a platooo io his commandiog officer's preseBco. 

11. They tlioulil be posted, at first, to the company of some old officer, who 
Will take every occa-iion to point out to them, ihe manner in which the interior 
du^ of a company is conducted, and explain to them the nature and use of the 
different hooks which are kept, and of the reports which are required. They 
will also, after they have been dismissed the drill, he sent on command, under 
anoiliur officer, to learn that part of their duly, i-'or two years after they join 
they are to attend all Courts of enquiry, Couits martial, and Committees, which 
may be held in the regiment, to iearn to the manuer lu which those duties are 
conducted. 

12. No officer to liave the command or charge of a rompany, until he shall 
have done regimental duty for two years, and nut then, unless lie has acquired a 
competent knowledge ot 11induostance, without which, his intercourse with the 
native* soldier will he earned on in a manner unsatisfactory to both ; nor will the 
officer acquire over the soldier the influence which it isoi importance he should 
possess. 

I’d. Native commissioned or non-commissioned officers, attending to make 
Iheir reports, are not to be detailed. The hours for making the common reports 
of a coips, aie to be fixed, and all officers are to be ready to receive them at the 
proper lioiir. 

14. Native officers attending at an European officer's quarters, on duty, 
which may require their being detained, aie to he furnished with a chair, and 
treated with Ihe courte'*y dm? to their situations. 

15. No officer should deuin an ordeily uho may be sent to him ; being on 

duty, he is iinnieiliaiely lu be sent back to his post. 

|(>. Othcets allowed ordeilies, arc lu use them on public duty only; what* 
ever duly a soldier is on, he should be stiictly coiiGned to it, and the most scru¬ 
pulous ex-scinc'S dcmaiuled, paiiiculaily from an ordeily. 

17. Officers when sick, aie to be rejioned sick by the suigeon ; and while in 
the sick repoit, are not to appear in puhlic places, or public parties. 

18. Officeis prOi'ecdiiig dii leave, aie to lodge a memorandum of their address 
in the Adjutant's office. , 

19. in closing llte->e general remarks for officers, it may be necessary to im* 
press on the minds ol the young and inexperienced, how much depends in a 
iiaitve corps, on the conduct ol the European officers. An attentive body of 
officers will ensure atteniion from the men ; and indifference of the performauce 
of duty, on the pan of the European officers, wdl be followed by carelesauess and 
negligence, on th.it of the native ol all ranks. 

20. Malteis purely regimental, such as an admonition, or a reprimand given 
to an officer, or punishment inflicted on men of the corps, ought never to be made 
the subject ol roiiversaiian among strangers, or out of the regiment ; those cou* 
versAtiuns olien give risu to exaggerated mis-suiements, affeuting the characior 
of individuals, and the credit ol the regiment. 


ni._THE ADJUTANT. 

1. It ought to be the anxions wish of every commandant of a regiment, that 
no officer, who has notiiie requisite qualifications, should be recommended forth* 
situniion ol edjutsnt. '1 he officer holdiug this appointment, ought to pfwfsa 
considerable knowledge of the Hindosianee language; to be well arquaintod 
with the habits, customs sod prejudices of th* sepoys ; to have great coiBmand 
of temper; to be completely master of the drill, in all its partt; and, abev* all, 
to leel pleasure in the performance of his duty. 

2. He will reguleto the details of all duties, that they may fall u equally at 
possible upon all. 
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3. The corre«pondeBct'i«1fttive to the liUcipiioo ao«1 organization of Jthe corpa, 
and all standing ordera and instructions, as to the pro(>cr mode uf executing its 
various duiiei, will be aepi in hU office. He ia responsible for the due circulaliba 
of orders of every description. 

4. All official returus and reports, excepting such as appertain particularly 
to the Quarter Master's departmeut, are to be made out umier bis iiispeclioo : 
he IS aUo thd chauoel of commuDicalioa niiU the commanding officer, on all 
points of duty. 

6. When the corps is ordered to he uoiler arms is, lie will have it properly told 
off, and ready at the hour specihed: he is to examine all detachments previously 
to their being delivered over to the officer appointed to command them, and ha 
is responsible for the general cleanliness and appearance of all guaids marched 
off from the battalion parade. 

6. He is to have the particular direction of the duties performed hy the ser> 
jeanUmajor; he is to attend all drill.-, and be particularly careful that there* 
cruits are trained iu strict conformity wiih the reguiaiions. 

7. When recruits are posted, or sepoys transferred to companies, the Adju* 
tent is to send a descriptive roll, carefully copied from the regimental register, to 
the officer commanding the company to which tlie men are posted, 

8. The folluwing books to be kept by ibe Adjutant: 

One hattaliuo register, or long roll. 

Oue register of the estates of ileceased native officers. 

One general register of estates of deceased non-commissioned officers 
and privates. '1 hik register is to contain meiely the name, rank and company, date 
of decease, balance of cash aii<l appropriation of the balance j all other particu* 
lars being in the company registers. 

One book for public leiiers. 

One register of regimental Courts Martial. 

One register of general leave. 

Ooe book fur copies of monthly returns. 

One book for copies of casualty lists, 

Ooe book lor copies of present estates. 0 

A cliaracer book for nauve commissioned officers, and for non-commissioned 
of the rank of bavildar, 

9. He is to submit to the commanding officer daily, a morning report of the 
corps ; also a weekly report of the punHliment drill, specifying the names of 
the men ; the companies to which they belong, by whom iliey were sent, for 
what crime, and fur what period. He will seod all recruits, with a roll, for 
examination by the surgeon, previously to their being enlisted. 

10. The greatest attention is requisite, in keeping the character book of the 
native commiskiooed and noo-cuinmissioaed officeis of the corps. > The nature 
of the entry, when unfavourable, is to be always explained to the individual con* 
cerned. 

IV.-THE INTERPRETER AND QUARTER MASTER. 

1. 1'he Quarter Master is responsible for the stores belonging to the regiment, 
and for the correctness of the returns and reports he may submit for the signature 
of the commanding officer. 

*. He will p>epare indents, survey reports, and all pipers connected with the 
stores of every description, in use with the regiment; and all correspondence on 
these snhjects is to be addressed to him, for the commanding officer’s inforroaiioo. 

3. He Will submit, every 5Iopday, to the commanding officer, a report of 

the clothing,stores, and amrouoition nnder bis charge, accounting for the differ¬ 
ence between the present and ibe last return. ' 

4. He will go through the lines, at least.twiee a week, and see that they are 
keft cleiBf and that m •acrtMchmeiits tue made on the strceti hy the erection of 
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tines, or leraeni of any kind; be will also prevent the CMr^bai from digging 
pits or gaiters in the streets. A place ihould be awigned to these men, in rear 
of each wing of the corps. 

5. Me will lUo direct his serjeaot to go through the lines daily, and tee that 
ordera are strictly attended to. 

6. The following hooks are to be kept by the interpreter and Quarter Master. 

A bonk for copies of all identa, returns and suvey leporia. 

A book for copies of the muster rolls and pay absiracte of liis establishment. 

Ttitiae books are to be suliiriilted quarterly, with the other books of the regi> 
ment for the commanding officer's inspection. 

7. Any deficiency in tlie arms, accoutrements, appointments, ammunition, 
or camp equipage of the corps ; he is to report to the commanding officer, with 
such inrorination as he may have been able to obtain, as to the cause of the loss 
or injorv. 

B. lie is to furnish every officer proceeding on cammaod, with e written 
statement of the public stores of every description, sent with his detachment. 

9. Of the duties of interpreter, the explanation of all orders in plain language, 
is one of the most important. If this be done carelessly, or unintelligibly, the 
veiy object of publisliiiig these orders will be deleated ; for if they ate not 
distinctly undeistoud by the men, they cannot be attended to, or obeyed. 

10. i'he iniepreter will aUo consider it his duly, to make out pennons of all 
kinds fur the men. Any iK-itivu coinmisMoned, noifcoiniiiissinned officer, or se« 
poy, tequiring a petitiun to be prepaied.is to apply to the otfirer coininsnding 
iiis company, who sball give bun a letter to the Interpreter, nieutioning hu re* 
quest. 

The Interpreter is to sign all petitions, as examined, and submit it then to tha 
cniiimandiiig officer, fursigiiiiiure. 

12. All petitions are to be copied into a book, to be kept for the purpose, in 
which the dale ol their dispalch by dawk ts to be marked, 

V.-IHKSIHGKON. 

1. This officer ihould bur m mind, that lie is not less amenable to the orders 
of the officer commanding^lie corps, than any officer in it; and that, although 
any inleiference in his medical ireaiineiii of the sick would be improper, and is 
unauthorised, yet, all other points connected with ilie rules already laid down by 
the regulations ot the service, tor the management of ilie hospitals of native 
corps, qTc cognisable by llie officer ol the head of the regiment, who ts respousi- 
ble lor ilieir due observance by all placed under bisordeis. 

2. The leailiiiess of the men, when sick, to resort to a welbregulited hospi> 
tal. will alFord saii'factory proof of the attention paid to the patients. On the 
oliiei hand, to an liospiul badly managed, or indifferently attended to. the men 
will never willingly go. It is not to the use of Europe medicine (hat llio sepoya 
have any objeciiun; but they are shrewd and observaot, and soon discover 
wheilter they aie prupeily treated, and whether the surgeon U interested in their 
recovery. 

3. Any prinire itiKrfsreiics of the native doetan io the supply of bazar 
ntedirim*. oil, bandages, or any thing used in the hospital, is to beslrietlj 
prohibited. 

4' 'I he establi-hmenis, which are ample, are to be confined to (be hospital 
duties, and are not to be used for private purposes. 

5. A por^on ofthe ifgimenial bearers is to be aiwayain attendance ai the 
hospital, to assist the sick. 

6. An acquaintance with the Hindoostanee, so oeceuary for every officer 
employed with a native corps, » particularly ao for the surgeon; without it, 
it IS impossible for bim to perform his duty in an efficient or saiisfaciory meaner. 

7. A full and ample supply of hospital cost, of the prescribed size,is to be 
always kept toady itt canioiiments ; and when in camp, (he tick are to bo 
lurniihed with a proper quantity of good, dry atraw. 
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8k Hen disehargfrl from Yiospi^I ia t waak Mate, should he teeemmuded to 
tie excised duty, for ar many days as the surgeoa may deem adviahble ; end 
at the expiration of that lime, if not auffieiently recovered, a further exteuioa 
is to be granted, on the surgeon's recommendation. During the time a man 
may thu* be excused doty, be is to be relumed convaleerent. 

9. Tbe Miisulman or Urabmin cooks, allowed by liie Government for the 
sick, are to be of a desciiption of men approved of by the eepoys, and from whoee 
hands tliey will eat. The Hindoo water carrier, should also be a person of the 
same description. 

10. Men sent to the hospital, should be accompenied by the orderly havildar, 
and a note should be sent to the surgeon, by the oiticer commanding tbe com¬ 
pany, in the follSwing form 

Sir,->Be, pleased to receive into the hospital, Anound Sing, sepoy of the** 
company, for the cure of his disorder. 

A. B. Captain, 

[Dote.] Commanding —— - eompauu,'* 

And on the man's discharge, tbe surgeon is to furnish him with a certificate 
to the following clFect : 

" Anound Sing, sepoy of the —— company, is discharged from the hospital, 
the —— of —— 

C. I). Surgeon, 

N. D. He should be excused from duty for —— days. 

VI.—TIIK OFFICER OF THE DAY, 

1. The ofticer of the day has the general charge of the guard, mounted in 
tlie corps, and U the person to be applied to, in tbe first instance, on any occur¬ 
ence in the lines requiring the presence of an Eurepean officer. 

2. He Will march off .the battalion guards in the morning, and visit them 
in the evening, at or before suo'set ; and oay particular atiention to tbe dress 
and appear.ince of the men, and to their conduct while on duty. 

3. He will order the native officer of the day, to vHit them at noon and 
about midnight, and to bo particularly careful to report any neglect. 

4. He will visit tbe hospital, ami see that the men are furnixbeil with proper 
rots; that the hospital and its immediate vicinity are clean, and free from filth 
of any kind. 

5. Oa visiting the hospital, he is to pass leisurely through it, and to ascer¬ 
tain by personal inquiry of the men, whsther they have any (-au«e for complaint 
nr me ID want of any thing. Thm is an important part of bis duty in visiting 
the hospital, whicli is not limited to merely riding up to it, and ascertaining the 
number of sick fiom the non*coniniis«ioned officer on duty. 

(>, A memorandum is to be inserted at tbe foot of tbe officer's report, stating 
the hour at which the hospital was visited, tod that the necessary questions 
were siked, with the complaints, if their be any. 

Thts officer is on no account to quit tbe lines of bis corps,<but to be ready, at 
all limes, to receive reporb, and to proceed to the Hoes wiieoever bis presence 
may be necessary. In ail cases of fire, not only in his own lines but in those of 
any o'.htr corps, he will invariably proceed to the apot, and will be ready to afford 
all ihe asaisiooce in hia power, towards the preservation of public or private 
property. 

VII.—THE SERJEANT MAJOR. 

1. The Sergeant Major ii under the immediate enter of the Adjutant, wboao 
principal assi^Unt he is, and l.> whom alone he is responsible: he is charged, in a 
secondary degree, wilb the reepeosibility wliicb rests npon that officer, in all that 
rtdaies to tbe drill, the examiQaiion of men paraded for duty, and to thedisci- 
piiM, geiis»nliy,<rftb»iutivt§ffiQirsuuiiBpoyt; itU through bin., thattbt 
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Adj uuatgeMralljr convey • to th«corp>,th«v8rbtl tod occuionnl order of tbo 
conaoiinding ofRcer. 

2. All verbal ordere given throngh the Serjeant Major of the repment, are 
to be obeyad ai promptly, as if (hey were circulated in the regimental order 
book. Jfany officers ahall apprehend that there was a mistake in an order tbua 
waned, he is to bring it under the commanding officer's or Adjutant's notice, that 
it may be corrected j but he is not himaeif to stopits execution. On service, it 
may be often necessary to convey to the meu, orders of the greatest consequence 
in this manner. 

3. As this noD’Commissioned officer lives in the lines with the men, he muat 
neceatartly be suooner informed of any irregularities they may commit, than any 
other European in the regiment; he should, therefore, be very etieniive to their 
behaviour, and particniarly so to (bat of the native commisiioned and non*coiD- 
miasiuned officers ; and lie should not fail to report any occwrcnce that may come 
to his nonce, calculated to effect ihe discipline of the corps. 

4. He will parade all guards, and see that they are clean and dressed according 
to order. After guard mounting in the morning, he will attend the drill, aud 
assiat loits aupeiiuieudence. 

5. He will alsio attend drill in the evening, whenever 20 files, or upwarda, of 
old sepoys are at drill. 

6. He will instruct (he young non-commissione^l officers in their duty, and 
take oppartumties of examining the older ones, to ascertain whether they are ae> 
quainted with theirs. 

7. He will be careful that men ordered punishment drill, be not permitted by 
the orderly haviidars lo evade the order. 

8. Ho should invariably wear the uniform furnished by Government; and 
if permitted to wear a rajgy, it should be perfectly plain, with a badge on the 
armor shoulder similar lo lbjt*furnished by Government. 

9. He IS to be sincdy prohibitC'l from receiving presents from the nalivea of 
the corps, st (diiistnias, or at any other holiday. 

10. The Serjeant Major H never to be spoken to harshly before the men: 
if, alter having been once or twice admonished, be should not reform, he is no 
longer fit lor the situation. 

VIII.— THE QUARTER MASTER SERJEANT. 

1. The Quarter Master Serjeant is to assist the Quarter Ma«ier, in the «re of 
the stores; he is to see that iheparaiio is cleared and clean, and the flags for eser* 
cise are always ready, and pitched according to orders. 

2. He will go through the lines, once every twenty-four hours, and see that 
the orders re'-peciiQg them are duly attended to; he will, in tlie first instance, 
point out any deviation from the onlers to the orderly havilder of the company, 
III which It may occur; and if not immediately remedied, he will report it to the 
Quarter Master. 

3. As this non-commissioned officer acts, in some measure, as drill Serjeant, 
he must take an opportunity of performing these duties, at such hours as will not 
interfere with his attendance at drill. 

4. The Quarter Master will never, hut in cases of the moat argent necessity, 
enlploy him dunng^drill hours ; aud whenever such necessity occurs, which can 
be but seldom, it is to be intimated to the Adjutant, 

5 The orders reapt-ciing riress, laid down for the Serjeant Major, are equally 
applicable to the Quarter Master St-rjeaut at well at Ihe prohibition of the use of 
harsh language to him in presence of the men.* 

IX.-NATIVE COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

1. It is to this class of officers, that officers commanding companies mtiit 
look for correct infornation, respecting the conduct of the men in the Kms. 
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2. They trt loonen dctechedi on duty, with mtU ftirUei of riil dhltpt» thet 
much of tUe efficiency of the regimenl will depend on thern^ 

3. They thottld be confined to the doty oi their rnnki in the peifomtiMW ttf 
which, they ehould receive the inoet decided tupport, and their juat nuthork^ 
ihoold be upholdeo by the European officers as much as possible. 

4. It is, however, to be clearly underaioud by all, that the native offieeronVo 
n$ much su^ritioate to the European officer commanding their company, as soy 
men in it; ami tlut they are possessed of no distinct or separate authority, which 
in the ylighiest degree readers them independent of the officer commanding llie 
company. 

5. They should not be permitted to interfere with men, wishing to make any 
complaini or reference to their Europeao officers; they may accompany the men, 
but should not enter into any previous investigation; audit should be fully 
explained to them, that any attempt, on their part, to suppress a complaint, or 
prevent a sepoy from going to his European officer, would be considered aa 
disobedience of orders, and dealt with accordingly. 

6 The privilege of comiiiunicatiiiir the wishes or request of the men to Ilia 
coraminding officer, is to be confirmed to matters connected with their religious 
prejudices aod ceremonies. 

7. '1 he practice of making the native officers the medium of communicating 
orders of (Juvernmeut to the men, is to be strictly prohibited. Any thing to be 
explained to a company, is to be always dune by the officer commandiiig the 
cuiupaiiv, who is the channel of explanation on these occasions. 

8. All meetings of native officers, aod their instituting an investigation 
into alleged complaints, or sending lor and exainining individuals, is to be 
strictly prohibited. Those implicated in such proceedings, are to be brought 
immediately to the notice of the Coramander«ia«(Jhier. 

9. The native officers are to suppress all disorderly conduct, and to report to 
the officers of their complies, any discontents or irregularities that may come to 
their knowledge. 


X.-NATIVE OFFICER OF THE DAY. 

1. The native officer of the davis to visit the guards and hospital of the 
regiment, under the orders of the European officer ot the day. 

3. He is to go througn the lines once during the day, and about half an 
hour after tattoo-beaiing, when he will repress all disorderly conduct, aod dis¬ 
perse any assemblies of men ; taking care to report particularly to the European 
officer, the must tiifling occurrence, in any way anectiog the regularity of the 
corps. 

3. Should any meeting of native officers, or others, for ihe*xIiscu«sioo of 
matters c^nnecied with their duty as soldiers, take place in, or near the lines, he 
will report ii iinmediaiely to the European officer of the day, withsuchcircuin- 
aiancesconnected with the meeiing, as he may he able to learn : any neglect of 
du'y on this head, will bo deem^ a disobedience of orders, and dealt with 
accordingly. 


XI.~N0N.C0MM1SS10N£D OFFICERS. 

1. Non>comm'issioned officeiarank according to the dates of their appoint¬ 
ments. • 

2. Nsicks appointed to act ae-i|Mvildars, are to be ranked above all other 
naicks ; and sepoys appoioted lance naidki in legimeotal orders, are to be obeyed 
as oaicka. 

3. It is desirable that a lance naick be nppoioted to every company, the duty 
being in general very heavy on the oateks; aod this appointment would also be 

he means of diicovoiing i^'u fiinesd (or promotioa to the permaoea; tank. 
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4. NoD*cominiiriooe(l officers oeght to show a good example; to be particular 
in the perfoimaoceof ererydaty. smart aqd clean in their dress, always recollect* 
ingr that upon their conduct and tol(lier*like appearance, much of tte credit of 
the corps will depend. 

5. When on doty, they are not to permit any irregnlarity, neglect, or deviation 
from orders whatever. 

6. They are to exact, when in the execution of lh'“ir duty, the promptest obedi¬ 
ence from inferiors, immediately confining, (when alone on guard or detached.) 
and in other situations, reporting, every man who disputes their‘orders, or who le* 
plies to (hem in a disrespectful manner. 

7. A NoQ'Commissiooed officer who is found to have connived at any irre¬ 
gularity or neglect of duty, can never be considered as tru-it-wortliv ; hi" further 
promotion should, therefore, be stopped, and such other notice taken of the neg* 
lect, os the nature of the case may seem to requird. 

8. Non-commisaioned officers, though not on duty, are to check irregnlariliea 
and neglects whirh are prejudicial to good order and discipline, and to be parti¬ 
cularly careful not to permit any asveniblies of men, in or near the lines, at un- 
aeasonabie hours, or for the discussion of any poinre connected with the service ; 
and should any irregularity of this description, or discontent of any kind, come 
to their knowledge, they are to report it without toss of time, to the officer com¬ 
manding their company. 

9. In whatever company or portion of the corps, the discontent may show 
iielf, on its coming to the knowledge of a non-cominis"ioaed officer, he is to re¬ 
port it immcdinlcly,* 

10. The hnvildars at the head of sections, have a very favourable opportuniry 
of evincing their fiiness for further advancement: no man, wdio may be found 
indifl'erent to his duty, in this, or in any other rank, should ever be promoted. 

XII.-PAY flAVILDARS. 

1. The pay havlhlars are lo assist the officers of companies, in keeping the 
pay accounts; to take charge of the spare arms and accoutrements, or other 
■lores of the company, and to keep them in good order. 

2. 'i'iiey are to take regimental duty, but not to be sent on general duties, or on 
command, unless it be with their companies. 

3. I'hey should not be put on guard a day or two before or after muster, or on 
pay day, or the day after. 

4. The appointment of pay Iiavildar is not confined to havildars or naicks, 
although they should be preferred, when peifectly competent. Hut the nomina¬ 
tion rests with (he officer comthanding the company, who is rcMpoosible for the 
pay of (lie men, and fur the correctness of the accouoi.s ; and wlnxe inierest, as 
well as duty, it will be to take care, that the office is held by an individual, who 
n in all respects qualified and trust-worthy. 

5. The appointment of a pay baviidar it to be notified in regimental orders, 
aod he is not to be removed by ao officer who has the occasional and temporary 
■charge of a company, without the aaoction ofthe commanding officer. 


• Afore.—The arealer anmber sf ooa oomnlssiniied officers have great aversion to msking 
tbeae reports, from an apprehendon, that abooid tbry fail in proving (le facts on wbit-b tbeg 
u're greundsA, they would be punished. It sbouM, therefore, be clearig understood, iJmt if 
tbere eppean^ sufficient grounds for the siupicioB of what waa reported, tiiat it was not 
cetireir without fwuadatioB, Bor the eKct of ibaliceer AiUfi the reporter would bo couai- 
der^ 10 bare done bis dutjr, and to be entitled to c oma e B datloB. 

In native corps, ftom the frequency of detached censaanda and gaards, aea-comm Wooed 
officera are often remnred for weeks, nod even months from all coatroul, or from (be laspec- 
tloD of any superior officer. la an aars ice whatorer does so taach depend aeoatbis clam 
of officera. . 

It is consequently nectMffiiry, that la pramotlH theai, the claim af «Mderit7 shsald aat ha 
oxclusiveljr attend^ la. 
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6. Th 0 paj hivildar will take care that the arma ere ref|;ttlarl/ nariied, and he 
will keep a roll of the company, ikowiajf whet tiHiiilwf hai been allloittd to each 

man injU t t, 4 

7. The arms and accoutrementaofthe different companies, ere to be markka 
wiiha disUoyniaking letter ; A, for the Ui grenadiers, B, for the tat or light com¬ 
pany, C, for the 2d company, and D, E, F, G, H, !• and K, for the otlier aereo 

eempaniea. . ... v • 

ft. Every set of arms and aceontremonts is to be marked wisii a nufaDer^i, s 
3 , Ac.) in addition to the letier. Tlie practice of marking the names of men upon 
thek arms and appointments will thus be rendered uuueceisary, and is to bo pro¬ 
hibited. 


XIII.-ORDERLY IIAVILDARS. 

1. These men to be on duty for a week. 

2. Tiiey will cell the roll ut their cuinpaniea et the paradea, end report the 
namesol all absentees. 

3. J'liey will aUo lell olTtheir companies. sob.(livi<ions, section!, double files 
and threes, taking Ciire that every man knows hi" place and duty ; they will Hien 
examine the dicss ol the men, with iheir arms and accoutienienu, and see that 
everything is dccor.iiog 10 oidei ; alter winch, the company is to be reported to 
the senior native ollicei preseiii, wlio will imiuedutely make his report to tlie Eu¬ 
ropean oBicer. Should the Jailer not be oh the paiade, the native officer will 
proceed to examine the men, ami ascetlaiii that they are properly told off'. This 
U never to be omitted, wheibei the men parade for vxeicise or not. 

4. Tlie uiderly liaviUlais will parade all men furnished fur guards or other 
duties by their re-pective companies, ami luarcli their details tollieparade,deli- 
veiing them over to the Serjeant iMiijur, or the llavildar Major. They will be 
pariiculaily carelul lliat every man is clean, ilie limU properly fixed, and the ain- 
inuniiiun aecutding lu order; any deficiency in this respect, is to be reported at 
the time ol dehvenng the men lo the rierjeaiit Major. 

* 5 riiey will piepare the daily repoits of their companies for the Adjutant, 

and fur ilieir coinpaiiies. They will keepihe rosier ol the men and non-comniig. 
sioned officers ; attend to the arms, accoutreinenis and stores, lodged in the bell 
of arms, and prevent the arms or accoutrements being kept m the huts of the 

man- , , . 

6. They will attend to the streets of their companies, and report any ioettea- 
tion to the orders in toice, 10 their Captaina. 

7. They are 10 take all sick men to the hospital, and on Iheir. admUsioB, report 
to the officer coinmandiog their company : this they will also do, when a man is 
fliscbaiged. 


XIV.—THE HOSPITAL ORDERLY. 

1 . The hospital orderly is to be a havildar, and to be reliaraff weekly •* neg¬ 
ligence and irregularities of ibe worst description, will be the certain consequences 
of permiiiiog a non-commissiooed officer to be on this duty permanently. 

S. It will be the duty of this non commissioned officer to attend generally to 
the sick ; and to see that none quite tlie hospital bat inch aa have the surgeon’a 
permission. 

3. He will alio take care that the hoa|ntal alloiiidatita are present Md ready 

lo afford their assistance to the men in hospital, ' , 

4. He will stnetiy attend to all orders be may leceire from the surgeoncy, Mpon 

to the visiting officer the number of men in the hospital, and any circumetences 
connecud wiib the condition of tbo uck, which may appear to require the notice 
of the cnmmandtDy officer. * 
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XV.-DRUMMERS AND FIFERS. 

The druminerii and fifon, when on general duly, mutt necenarilj be under 
the officer coRimandine ; bat when oflFdury, they are immediately under the 
ordere and authority of the drum or fife major, whichever may be aenior, 

XVI,-Ptt0A10TI0NS. 

1. The numeroua and itnporteni duiicB which fall to the native comminiioned 
end non-cominisNioned oliicers, owing (otlie »mall number of European officers 
usually pieeent wiili a native rorpfi, tender it in<ti<>penBable to the efficiency of 
the native army, that none be advanced to these situations, but men who are in 
every respect i|ualifieiJ for them by superior intelligence, re<pe''iability of cha« 
racier, ami unironn good conduct. Ileadir)e«s in meeting the calls of the ser* 
vice, is to be considered as con'tituiing, in itself, a strong claim to promotion ; 
nor can it be too early imiiicti'ed on llie young anil a-<piring soldier, that he may 
with confidence, rely on his own exeriioos lor the notice of his officer, and for 
advancement in the service. 

2. In esiimanng the comparative merit of native commissioned, non-com* 
ipissioned ofliceis and privates, who may be candidates for advancement, 
reference is to be made to tlie character books. 

3. Wheo two men appear to be ol equal merit, should one of them have 
distinguished himsell in the field, ami the oilier have had no opportuniiy of doiog 
■ 0 . the one who has thus distinguished himself, is to be pieferretl. 

4. When two men appear to be equal in point of merit and 6eld service, the 
oldest soldier nr “eiiior officer, is to have the preference. 

5. No non romnv^'uoncd officer, who is negligent in the efe<'Ufion of his duty, 
or who IS found unequal to his siiuatiou, is to bo recommeuded for promoiioo to 
higher rank. 

O’. A lance naick, who, during his period of trial, does not give satisfaction, 
should not be recommended for piomuiion to the rank of naick ; and if guilty of 
any neglect of duly, he should be at once reduced. 

7. Although the native soliliers aie strangers to intoxication from fermented 
liqiiois, Rtupelacuun from opium or bang, is not uncommon among them. Any 
man addicted to habits leading to this state of mental torpor or imbecility, is to 
be considt red disqualified for promotion, 

8. In some regiments, the recommendation of officers commanding companies 
for promotion to the rank of liavildar and naick, is not sufficiently attended to. 
It IS of importance, that the officer, who has the best means of knowing the 
merit of the men, should be entrusted with some means of lewarding it. The 
officer commanding the company, is to be considered responsible lor the fitness 
of the individual recommended: his recommendation is to be registered, and if 
to be attended to, When the officer commanding the regiment on full enquiry, 
shall not approve of the man recommended, be will return the recommendatory 
roll to the officer coininandiiig the company, with directions to make another 
selection. 

9. When a vacancy occurs in the rank of havildar, the commanding officer 
wjll select a naick to replace him from the general list, referring, before he decides 
on the promotion, to the oliicers commanding companiea, for tbe character of the 
individoal. 

10: Vacancies in the rank of naick, are to be filled up from the most deserving 
sepoys, at the recommendation of officers commanding the companies iu which 
they respectively occur. But where two vacancies occur in the same company, 
within two months, the commanding officer will uke the opportunity of calling 
for rolls from other companies,and will select some deserving man, who has been 
backward in his promotion, for one of the vacancies, 

11 . When any companies sre detached from the regiment, and employed on 
actual service, all the vactneiea which may occur while they are thus delnehed. 
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are to be filled ap bj premotions In the cempaaiea in wbieh they eecnr; and 
they are at the same time, not to be overlooked in any proiuoiions whi^ tB*y 
be made in the regiment 


XVII.-REDRESS OF GRIEVANCES. 

1. When a non<commii»ioDe(i officer or soldier, thinks he has rause of com* 
plaint, he will make his representation in a respecifnl manner, through the officer 
commanding his company; and although, on inquiry, the complaint may prove 
to be groundless, provideti ill^e not also malicious, he is not be rebuked for the 
nii^iake he has committed. Should the compisiot be well founded, no delay is to 
take place in rediessing the grievance complained of. 

2. Suhliors who have any repre‘>entation to make, are to take an opportunity 
of m>king it when they are not on duty; hut any man Who murmiiis, or even 
ept-aks on parade, or at drill, unleAS it be in answer to a question put to biiii by 
asiipermr officer, shall be liable to puni'hment. 

3. If any sepoy or liruinmer considering himself HUtreated by a non com* 
missioned officer, shall in return, make u*e of threatening or provoking words or 
aciiunx, or abusive laugiisge, instead of taking the proper means of obtaining 
reriress, he sliidl be liable to punisiimeot for this breach of di«ci|>line, alibough 
on inquiry It inav appear, that tiie non-comniissioned officer'a conduct was re> 
pieliensible, to the hint instance. Tliisiule is to apply in all (lispulcs between 
any noa-cominissioned officer and another of higher lauk. 


XVIII.—DISCHARGES 

1. Every native soldier, after three years of service, is entitled to his dis* 
charge in time of peace, if bis company is not ten men short of ita complement, 
on making application for it through the prescribed channel. 

2. Thegreate‘>t attention is to be paid to all applications for discharge ; and 
DO man, who shall have comple'ed his conuacied penorJ of *ervice, is ever to be 
refused, excepting while employed on service, or in the case of expected service, 
as hereafter specified, 

3. Applications for discharges, are, in the first instance, to be made to the 
European officer commanding the company, to which the person applying be* 
longs. 

4. The application is to he reported to the commanding officer of the regU 
menl, who, in the case of commisKioneii officers, will transmit it to the Ajutant* 
General ; and in case of iion-comini'Sioned officers and privates, will either grant 
the discharge Immediately, if the orcaaion appear to be urgent, or defer oaltl the 
eapiraiion of two months, from the dale of the- application. 

5. If the corps be on service, or if there be the expeelatlOB of service, he 
Will reject ihe application altogether. 

6. The power of commanding officers to dismiss sepoys, unfit for the service, 
is confined to the rases of men, who from biidify defects, sickness, or accident, 
are incapable of peifomiing Ihe dutiei of a soldier, and who are not entitled to 
the benefit of the invalid establishment. In all such cases, the surgeon is to b^r 
testimony, by hit signature to the disrliitrge, to the unfitness ofthe individual for 
performiog the dut^ of a soldier. The commanding officer mny aKo dismiss, 
withoDi reference, recruits who, from awkwardnesa at the drill, are obviously 
nnlikely to become smart aohliert. 

7. In all otlier cases of nnfitoeas for ilia aevvice, or when the commanding 
officer is desirous to have a sepoy discharged^ application must be made for the 
eanctioo of ComffiaDder>ia«Chief. The applioaiion to the Adjutant Oenerat, 
ia to be aceompanied by the oiiginal procadioga of any Court Martial, or Court 
of Io<{airy, which may have becD held oo the occasion, and by a miaute die* 
criyiiveiolleftbaaepoy.

2. Whenever an oIHcit, seiiioi to tin: officer on duly, may be on parade, the 
guards wdl inareli by, and salute iiini j the beiiior officer on duly taking post, and 
inarching past at tlieir head. 

XX.—CONDUC T OF GUARDS AND SENTRIES. 

1. The conduct of the guards and sentries of a regiment, with their appearance 
in pnintul diess, will always indicate the &Ute of the cuip.s, as to discpliiie ami 
iidi rior economy. 

‘2. 'I'lic n ttive ^mmiiTsioned and nnn*conimi.ssioni(l officeis, when on guard 
inii't tlieicfore pajHlie greatest atteiilton to tlie conduct ol their men, and care* 
fully c.v,i;iiine the diess ot every icbcf, heloro m 'rciiing u tiom the guard-room. 

3. Guaids relieved daily, should never lake off their accoutremCtits, except 
for liie |>ur|i(iso of cooking; and onedMii of the guard only is lojlif petmiltetl to 
be ubsetil lor this purpose, at the saint' iinic. 

4. From the 22d of March to the 23 I of October, all guards lodge their arms, 
between the liuuis of 8 in the ruoiuing and ■'> in ilie afteniuon; and from ilic 22ii 
ol Octolier lo the •2‘3iJ of March, they lodge tlitir arms between the hours ol 10 in 
the riioruing and 4 in the afteinooii, IJetween these hours, they do not turn out 
lo -iny per-oti as a romplimtmt, unless (specially oidcred. 

i he officer rimnnanding the guard, and llie next Kcnior to liim, are never 
to be absent tog>.ilier; every man is to be present when the arms are taken up in 
the aflciDoonand no one is to quit the guard niter sun-eet, except on some 
very urgent occasion, ntiea it is exiHicted, the absence will be as short as pos¬ 
sible. 

G. All guards are to bo ready to turn out and stand to their arms, during the 
night. Gu-irds relieved dady, are exoected to be ready lo do tliis in tlm day time, 

7. T'le leiirf". of uentrits are to Iw :ilviaysma''ched off by a non-i onnnissionpil 
officer, who will be held re-potiMble, that the orders aic exphiined to every man 
and uiidet.'toud by fiiiu, Leto>e he is pooled. ^ 
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&• It ii the duty of all guards to protect, as far ai' may be in their power, the 
•tores and property belougiug to Corernment, although not actually delivered to 
tbeir cbar|^. * 

9, Sentries are never to put down their arms; they are, on no account to 
enter into conversation with passengers or otliers.or to walk about in a sauateriog, 
lounging manner ; their pace should be the usual quick step. 

10 When an oihcer approaches a sentinel, he is to stand steady, facing to 
his proper front ; and will present arms to a field officer, or officer of superior 
rank, wheu he passes in front of him. If he pass in rear, the sentinel will neither 
face about, nor present arms. 

11. After sun-set, gU'iiriN do not turn out as a matter of compliment ; butsen* 
tineis will stand steady, with caini d arms, and facing to their proper front, when 
officers in uniform approach their post until the evening is so far advanced, that 
they begin to challenge. 

12. 'I’liey are to enforce firmly the orders given (othem, witliout distinction of 
persona i the slightest deviation from this injiinciion, will subject ilieni to bevere 
puniNliment. If opposed or resisted, they will call the guatd, or should the occa¬ 
sion be urgent, use their arms, 

13. The orders for each particular guard, and ih^ules respecting the honore 
and compliments to be paid to officers of ditferenl ranks, and to pariie«, under 
arms, are to be written inilie Dvbnngree and Persian characters, anil bung up in 
the guard room The duties of sentries are to be also fully detailed in the same 
manner; and although the commissioned or non-conimisMoned officeis on guard, 
may be unable to lead, they will, in most cases, find some men of the guard 
capable of doing it. 

14. All guards arc to be fiirnislied with a lamp during the night, particularly 
guards entrusted with the charge ot piisoncrs, 

15. Sentries from guards or picijuets are never to challenge, but when they 
see or hear some one approaching their post. The calling out, as is often practised, 
merely because they hear another sentry challuiige, is unmilitary, and should be 
•trictly prohibited. 

16. When any one approaches their post at night, they are to face towards 
him, to stand fiim in a stale of preparation, with ported aims, till they have as¬ 
certained who is coming. 

17. Guards and pinpiets are alw.iys to fall in, in the order in which they were 
marched off from the regimental parade. 

18. Theslighest neglect, on tliepait of a sentry, should I# severely punished. 
It should bo clearly understood, that negligence in the performance of this duty, 
would never be overlooked. All the guards and sentries of a legunent ‘•bould bo 

' occassionally visited at night by an European officer, who will report in writing, 
whether he found them alert and vigilant. 

19. All guards or escoits, iiom wiueli more than one sentry will be required, 
•nd having but one non-commissioned officer, are to have a lance naick attached 
to tliem, wlio will take, in turn with the havildar, the duty of relieving the sen- 
tries. 

20. Sentries are ia the habit, particularly In the cold weather, of wrapping 
,up their beads in cloth ; ibis practice is to be atnctly prohibited. 

XXI.—SKELETON DRILL INSTRUCTIONS OF NON-COMMIS- 

SIGNED OFFICERS. 

1, A regular system of instruction is to be established and persevered in. 

2. As many of the non>rommis.sioued officers of all ranks, as can be con* 
veniently assembled, should be paraded two or three times a week, and instructed 
by the Serjeant Major, under the superintendence of the Adjutant, in taking up 
distances, covering, and giving alignments on distant points. At these drills it 
must be, ascertained that the distance otdered, is correctly taken; if it be not, the 
error is lo be clearly pointed out, and corrected* 
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3. The dtttiei of Ui« couerers, in the diflerent chongei of poiUioB for » 
talioD, as laid down in tho regulations for the field exercise of the artnj^ should 
also be csrefully expiaioeflt and every noo-cominisaioDed officer oeoeskioaity 
examioed, that it may be asscerlained whether he u acquainted with the dttl^ rt« 
quired of him. 

XXII.-CLOTmNG. 

1. It is desirable, that every man ahould have two coats, and tbit a little at 

teotioD will efifert. 

2. The old coat is to be worn on fagging duties, such as commands, guards in 
the wel whether, sod night guards; llie second coat might always be dispensed 
with on maichiiig at a leliel, if the corps moved near the period when fresh 
clothing was due. 

3. The exil'd coat should never be considered an incumbrance, as it enables 
a corps to parade sinaitly dresaed, on occasions on winch mure than ordinary 
aueDuuii is paid to appcdiance ; and it would never ref|Uiro moie than hackeries 
to tiansporithe cojis of ilie whole, ihe expense of which, even if borne by the 
ofiiccis, would be iiiiluig. 

4. To ensiiie, a* I,m asJUS'ihlo, the coats being made up to fit the men, every 
company should lurnish twQuaitcr iNlaster with an indent, detailing the number 
ofcuju, ul the diflL'i«.iit M/i> reijuiicil, this can always be .isceitaiiimt with the 
greatest exacine'S lu a company. From the company tiideuts, the Quarter 
blaster will picpare a gcneial one, for ihc* regiment. 

r>. Uihceis coiiiinaiuling companies, will keep a roll of their men, with the 
size coals rei|uifeil for eaih man, Hpecilied oppo'iiio his name. 

6. On the receipt ol the cluihing, the coiniintiec will caiefully examine it and 
will asceriam wnellier il exactly eonusponds with the indetit; should it notcor« 
respond with tlic iinleut.or should it be, lu other respects, ohjocUonable, a copy 
of thesuivey report is to be lian.sinilled to Head Quartets. 

7. Oil the is<tue of clothini;, a receipt for the number of coats, specifying the 
sizes required for each company, is to be sent to the Quarter Masters, who will 
serve out the coats in cuniMiuty with it; and the roll already referred to, will 
eusuto their btiug given to the proper men. 

8. The woollen trowsers are to be indented for and served out, in the manner 
above dire* ted. 

9. Many men are in the habit of sleeping in the cold weather, when off duty, 
in tneir coau and pantaloons, a praclice which is to be strictly prohibited, 

10. As soon as the white clothing is in use, the best coats and pantaloons in 
wear, are to be neatly packed and lodged in the bells of arms. 'J his precaution 
will secure tiiern iroiii file, and the pay iiavildar should see them opened and 
aired, at least once a month tu the dry season, and every week iu ilih wet season. 

XXIII.-IIALF.MOUNTING. 

1. Commanding officers will consider it tlieir duty to see, that thesepoys and 
recruits are provided with the nece-sary articles of half-mountiDg, through the 
agency of the Quarter>IVlasier of ilie regiment, at the cheapest possible rate, of 
gooii materials and workmanship, and that no more than the actual amount of 
the cost and charges be deducted from them. 

2. Stoppages for half>mountiog, are to he made under the authority ofregi* 
mental onters, and the amount stopped, is to be inserted iu the acquittance roll 
of companies. 

3. Officers commanding companies will inform the Quarter Master, by letter, 
of the amount of monthly deposits with the pay master, on account of balf- 
mouotiog. 

4. W ben a regiment is recruiting, the Adjutant on the l$t of every montb, 
will {ttinisb the Qoarter Master with A memoiaiidaffl of the number oheentiie 
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received, during (he precediog monlb, to enable him to prepare the half-moanting 
rer)uirefl. 

6 . Whenever larbani, great coats, brpHfit-pintPs, or'knapsacks ore reqnirc'I, 
the neceS'Siiry application IS to be ina<lc lor tlie (Vimniauilet-iu-t^bierit eauciiou 
tlirnugli tile (jciicral oibcfr conmunilm;' the ilivtsion. 

6, All iiriicli-s of hair-inoijDiiii;r yre to be ^urvevnl by a ret;iiTiental coramitti'e, 
previously lo tu-mo seivt’ii out ; auJ pioceeJm^s ot the committee are to be trails* 
nutted to the Ailjuiant General. 

7 . Aliy spapen who >.|iall necicet to keep up Ins iialf-mnunliog, is to be put un¬ 
der Rl()])() I'ji '. in rc^'irnent.il orilcfs, not excee'lini; 2 rupee* a luoiilh when sta* 
linnaiy, arnl I iiipce when inarehiii^,ani will be supplied by ibo Quai'ler-41astGr 
with the anick's re(|iiin>i|.

7. A sepoy is to bealloncd wiih the baggage of each company, while march* 
in?, with a non-commUsioued otiicer to supeiinteud the whole : these men are 
to'be relieved weekly. 
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8. Tlie Grnpral is to hc.llie lii^nal for striking tiie aixl loa«!ing llte ba;;* 
(tage; aud full time should be allowed for before the meti are orderud lolall 
in.

14. All oct-iipieis or proprietors of land, suffering injury from the encamp¬ 
ment or maicii ol tionps, should furnish the commanding othcer with a statement 
of the naiuiu .iii i extent oftlie injury, when he will certity generally whether tlie 
injury has been sustained, with his opiiiioa as lo the justice and extent of the 
claims. 

15. Officers proceeding hy water with detachments of troops, or in charge of 
ato'es, requiring assi»Ui.ce, will make the necessary applicaiiaa to the ftTagistrate 
or C'ulleclor of the distiict; or, in situaiions remote from tne residence of the 
piiincipal civil authoiiiy, to 1 he subordinate native officers.

21 All olHceis ('omm iinling corps an I detachments, are to repoit the dale 
of commencing their in ircli, and to continue to report their progicas weekly to 
the officer commanding the Uivi-siQn, district garrison, or field turce, (u which 
they are ordered lo proceed. 

22. Weekly reports o) piogress with present states, are also to be forwarded 
to llie Adjutant General oi the aimy. 

23. Id all tlie-e reports of progress, tlie officers should be caieful to mark 
disiincily, tlie position of tlicirdulachments, at 'ho lime of making iheir repuit, 
and if they are encamped at 8om<^ oh-ciue villago, they will add its distance 
from a well known town or ciiy, in the neighbourhood. 

24. Officers commanding carps or (leiacliinenth, who have lo passthrough

26. As the character of a corindepends greatly on the appevattte and be¬ 
haviour of Its detachments, the offi-ers should ba particular iu causing their men 
to appear clean, and properly dressed. 

27. parties marching under mtive commissioQcd and non-commissioned 
officers, areollen permitied by them lu rrtove lo an unsoldierdike manner, the men 
straggling along toe road, irnpropeily dres-cd. O.i this head, officeis command¬ 
ing legini'.-nts will give such diiecliaiis, to every officer procee<liiig in < h.irge of 
a deiachment, as may appear suitable to tlio occasion, and calculated to pieveat 
a practice at variance with good order and dtscipliue.

RLPORTS TO ns MJIDi BY orriceM ON PASSING SrATIOM. 

G. 0. C. C. Septemfter 21,1825.—Tlio Coinminder-in-Chief is aorry lo learn, 
that fiequent instances have lately occurred, of ufficers passing military suimns 
without repoTiing themselves ; a* the retiulations of the army, and the romnion 
forms of (he service tei|uire His eii ellenry desires, that all parsons concornrd, 
will attend to the existing orders on ihissutijeci, which require the miiitaiy offi- 
cers, (as well as surgeon*.or Assistant "‘uri^aans,) who may arrive at any station 
or post, wlicre ihete are troops, should repurl iheinsolves to the cotnmaiuliDg offi. 
ccr, or public staff officer of the plsre. 

2. Such olfuers as are prevenied by indisposition from waitinr upon the com¬ 
manding officer, will report their arrival in writing, for his information, to iho 
Major of Urigadc or staff officer of the station, stating whether they are on leave 
of absence, on sick certificate, on duty, &c. the authority under which they are 
come to (he staqou, and the period they intend to remain. 

3 It IS also the duty ofoHiccrs passing a military station, to call at (he Bri¬ 
gade Otiicc, (or other public st.ifT offi e of the post,^ that (hey may learn, if any 
gvuei<il orders have been issued whicb affect them ; and if they remain any time 
on leave at a siaiion, (hey ought lo do this fioin time to time, to sen the general 
orders winch have been published. 

4. When theie is a (ieneral officer in command of the division, residing at 
any station, the immediate eoinmaod of wlitcii is exercised by a Hngadivr, faa 
at Barraikpote or C'awnpoie,) officers are to report liieir arrival and deparluro to 
hirstaff, as well asio the station Hrigado-Major, and to wait upon bim as watt 
as upon the Knagdier. 

5. Medical officers will, likewise, always wait upon the Superintending Sur¬ 
geons of divisions, on passing liie stations where they reside. 

6. Officers passing any of the principal stations on the rtveivor the forts of 
Monghyr, Huiar, or ( hunar, where they do oot mean lo make any stay, a re ne- 
Tertheless to report lo the sisliousiafi officer, (the Deputy Assistant Adjutant 
General, Hiigade Major, or Fort Adjutant,) that they may recfive any orders 
which miy possibly be waiting their arrival. 

7. Officeit coniman>iing stations and posis, will consider it ihekiluly to asrer- 
lam how long any officers, who arrive within their command, intend to remain ;aod 
wilhake care, ifitiey arc proceeding lojoin a regiment, that they do not delay their 
journey without some aulhcienl cause , and if they are on leave, that they cjuit 
the station in sufficient time to lejoio before the tM expiration of their leave, un- 
leif a renewed skit eeriibcate, or other suffieieftt cause, be assigned for prolong- 
jog tbeir rtsy. 

8. All applications for leave, or extension of leave, from officers at anotbcc 
station, which are sons, either lo ilieir commanding officer, or, (in urgent cases,) 
threat to Head Quarters, are to be conatersigncd, and iransiaittad by thenfficar 
covmanding the station wbeie they art. 
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9. 'Mte wffieer* comnsaritOg (he prinri|>ai ataliont of tho »rwy, «rtll rocotvo 
ina’ruclionii (u forward, on ihv ]»( and Ifjtli of each month, a lut of the oihc«r« 
wiiu have arrived at Uto atati>>ii, who are remaining there on leave, or duty, and 
who have left it during ihe prercding fortnight. They are al>-o hereby deiired to 
bunt; to the ('uiimi.inder*io (./tiief'a notice, any luaiaoce where the pieteding

OUALIVICAtlOVS FOR irrrsnPaSTBHS and CnUUIsSAntST oi ficbrs. ^ 

C. 0. G. G. Fort IVitUam, Jan, 9 1837.—The Ilonoiable the Court 

of Directors liaviog, in a recent despatch, again expre«sed their anxious desire 
tliat a (.ompHent knowledge of the native languages should be generally diffused 
among ilie officers of their army, and having, at the same time, dei med it ne* 
cessarv to prescribe, that a certain degree of proficiency in one or more of those 
languages be in future considered an lodespcnsable qualificnlioo for staff 
employ, the Right Honorable the Governor Geueial of India in Conntil, wiib 
the view of giving effect to the wishes of the Honourable Court, without prejudiia 
to the just claims of the many lo otlier resjiects highly qu liifieii officers now hi the 
aervice.is pleased lo publish ihefollowing rules for General infurmutiuo, 

I. No iiiilitary officer, who Is now in the service, or who may inter it hereaf* 
ter, will be deemed qualified for, or eli,;ihle to the commissariat department, or 
the appointmoot of regimental Interpreter, unless he shall have passed the 
examinauon in the native ianguages, preaoiibed for candidates for the latter situ- 
auoQ. 

II. No officer, who may enter the service hereafter, will be deemed eligible 
to eny staff aituaiion, (except a tvmporary one during actual service in the hi Id,) 
or civil employt until he shall have passed* an examination in the llinduustanee 
language. 

III. Notwthstanding that officers now in the service are exempted from the 
restrictive operation of the immediately preceding rule, it tv to be distinctly un¬ 
derstood, that a competent knowledge of ilindoostanee, though not in their case 
ao indtspeosable quahficarion for tbM|^LuaUons open to others on the condiiion 
of passing an examioaiion in that laiiPnge, will, as hitherto, be always considdred 
to confer a strong addtuonal claim to aomtaation to the staff.

notice that several of the rules laid down in the orders 
quoted 10 the margin*, are not applicable to tiie present tVreuiar Letter »ui 
dress. .These orders are accordingly to be considered as jauuary isxs. 
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anDttUerf, and ia their etead, j^oa iviU hive the ^foedaeMi to adept the n{[pitatioa 
which U now enelosed, to^cihar with ihefoUowmjjf additional rule* i— 

THIi red coat will be woro at divine aervioe, at leveea, on gnarda, public field 
daye, general inspection*, tunernl partiea, general, district and garriihn courts* 
mattiai, and visits of ceremony t , 

^The sash is to be worn on all occasions with the red coat, except at evening 
parlies, when (he coal may bo worn open, with a waistcoat of white linen, With 
small regimental buttons. 

At levees, the buff leather 8word*beli is invariably to be worn. 

'J'he frork coat is never to be worn when the regiment is paraded for exercise, 
nor when there is a prospect of the troops being obliged to ii«o their urtns ; oa 
these occasions the shell jacket is the appropriate dress. The frock voat is only 
iuieiided as a common nioniing dresS, ami to be used on certain duties off pa* 
rade, mspection of baiiacks and liuspiials, on cotiits of in<]uiry and committees, 
ia*pecliunA ol aiticles of iii'cessarics, woikiug parties not before aa enemy, and 
faiigue duties, and on the march III the course of a relief, or other ordinary oc* 
caston, with the sash and belt over it. 

Till* black waist bell is the licit to bo worn when required with the frook coat; 
end A hen the officer is engaged on duty of any description admitting the use of 
the frock, the sash also is to be worn. 

riie *liell jacket is .always to be booked or bnttoned when worn on duly, 
When used as an undress, on occasions not conoucied with duly, il may be left 


open. 

A white linen uniform jacket, with ten small regimental buttons, set on by twos 
in front and two ou the colUr, may be wuiD when the men are permiitnd by 
proper authorrty to wear their white dress, but this iaJulgenoe is restricted to 
ordinary duties and parades, and to private parties. 

Kustgns, until tinally posted, are only to be required to provide ihemsolves 
with ilie undress uniform of the regiment with which lbey*miy be doing duty.

I 61/1 December, 1816 —The Right llonorablo the Governor-General 
tn (hruiicilis plea»ed to suiliuiize Otbceis ot llis Majckiy's service, who become 
supernuiiiHtaiy to the complement .iiuclied 10 regiments, to diaw the halNhslia 
and the house rent, (if noi luriii-.iied with quarters)of their regimental rank, du< 
ling the liine tlicy may be detained in India } also boat allowance Iroin the sta¬ 
tion at which iheir corps m stationed, to the piesidcnry, when directed by the 
Coininaniler-in-(Tiiel to proceed by water. 

ii C 0. I9th Hefiteittber, \8\li. — 1 be Most Noble the Oove nnr General in 
Council 11 pleased to publish Hie luilowitig resolutions ut Goveiunieui, on tliM 
bulijeci of boat allowance (o Otlicers, viz. 

1. \V lienever a ngiment or any uumher of troops or companies of a coriis 
move by waier, the proportion of olheetsof all ranks, regularly belonging to, and 
on the eslablisbn.entof such ragiment, or companies of a regimetti, as the caso 
may be, will naluially move with their men, and draw, of course, the boat ai- 
iowance of their ranks, in addition to tlieir lenlage. 

2 . If Iruiri a dehciency of oiBCers, or oilier cause, the ('ommander-in.Chief 
shall consider it necessary to order any additional officers, of whau-viT rank, 10 
join and do duty with such legirneni, or companies of a regiment, Ills Excellen¬ 
cy will be pleased to represent ibe case to Goverunient, when boat allowance, in 
addition to luntage, will he gtanied to the requisite number ol extra officers. 

3. In the case ol drafts, detachiiienls or leciuiis piocccdnig to join corps by 
water or oi invalids, supernumeraries, or time-expired men, reluitiing 10 Fort 
WilRam, boat allowance, in addition to tentage, will be granted, on the re* 
prewntation of the Cuminander-in*Chief, to the luliowing prupoHiun of otficera ; 

To any detacliinent under 30 mers one subaltern. 11 above 3U and under tiO 
men, two subalterns ; and so on m the same piopoition ; with the addiiiOD of one 
Captain for every detachment, consisting of nut less than three, or more than 
five such Subalierus' pai lies. I'wo Captains for six, and Bot mpre than eight 
such parties and so on ; also with the tuither addition ot one Held officer tor 
e^ery detachineut, consisting of noi le»s than three Capiains’ parties, aa above 
detailed. < 

4. 1*be names of all officers appointed to do duty with the detachment, as extra 
officers with regiments, or companies of regiments, proceeding by water, are to 
be specitied in General Orders, or division, 01 station orders, (as the case may 
be,) lor the coiivenieace of more readily auditing their bills. 

5. The Goveriioi •General ID Council extends the indulgence of boat allow¬ 
ance to all Cadeis, A-vsUut Surgeons, and Subaltern officers on their arrival tor 
the hist time in Bengal, and being ordered to join a regiment; the same indul¬ 
gence is extended to gentlemen, appointed in India to commisHons in llis Ma. 
jesly's army or the local corps ; to oidoance and warrant officera, and geoornly 
to persons newly appointed, and for the Hrai time, proceeding to join their corpa 
or stations; but oiocers and others proHliog by this indulgence, are to oeasa 
drawing their tentage from the day ot their being ordered to embark and jain, 
unui the expiratioa of the period for wUichthey reeeired boat allowaiicek 
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6. Fli* Excellency the Commander-iD'Chiefi, will pleated, to all possible 
cates, to employ individualt of ihia last description on autv with detachments, 
where extra ofRcert, drawing boat and tent allowances, shail be required, tinder 
the provisions of (he 2d and 3d clause of the order. This preference will reduce, 
as much as possible, the cliarge which must be inenrred by indulgence now 
granted to all young officers on their first arrival. 

7. Ouo medical officer will always be permuted to proceed on duly with every 
detiicliiiient of Europeans; and such officer will be permitted to draw boat al¬ 
lowance in addition to tentage. 

8. Whenever the Commander-in-Chief may be of opinion, that the presence 
of a person conver>»aiitinlhi! laiic^uages is e>-sciiiiilly necessary with an Kurupeau 
ik'tacliment, uiid tli.d none of the officers ait;u lied lu it, or proceeding to join 
corps on boat aliouance, under the .'ith clauseoi this order, are conipeient to the 
duty in i|ue-lion. [Iih Ktcellency uill he ph'a'ed to rerninmend any officer 
C|Udtiri( <1 III othn.aie in the c.i|>a('ity of a lini'irin ; such officer will be permuted 
to ill aw lioat allowance la addiiion to tent.ige. 

!l. Ill all other eases, exetpt iliD-Hi aiiovc specifiod, officers diawing tentage, 
le invariiibly to piocccd at llieir own expense on any duty on winch they may 
lie seut, unless oideied >:|ie('t.ilty liy waterin charge oftiuop^, stores, or treasure, 
by the (.'oininuniler-in>(liiicl, wiili the sanction of Government, previously ob- 
titned. W'hen any p.iiticuhir occMsion ajipears to His Excellency to call for 
pecul indulgence, such case is to he reieied lor the decisitjjj^ of the Governor- 
Jeueral in Council, iii the fiist iii'iiance, agreeably to the practice in regard 
to all maiteis creative ofespen.se, unless when the Coininander*in-Cl)ief may 
be in tlie field, oi when a piesmng eincigency shall appear to a general or other 
ollicei 111 coniiiiand, and lu he such as '^liall justify liim m ordering boat allow¬ 
ance on Ins own lesponsilnliiy. In such rases, the general or other order shall 
becoitsidettid hy the i'ay .Master as a sufficient watrani for i.nine>lialP payment 
Ilf a boat allowance bill, amt ihu nccessaiy saiicium to the Audit Department 
fur adjusting the same, will be i-sued hy Guverument, on the repreaentaiioA of 
ills Excellency the ('urninandei •ln•('lne^.

O. 27iii M Alien, IBI9.—W ith reference to General Order* of the 
I9iii ol September last, defining the situaiiuns in winch officers would be per¬ 
mitted to diaw boat allowance, the Must Noble the Goverour-Gcnerai in Coun¬ 
cil w pleased to publish thu following additional rules 

Wlienever a Lieutenant, I’lirnet, Ensign or Cadet, is for the fir«t lime, perma¬ 
nently posted to a corps, he will be permuted to diaw the boat allowance oi Ins 
rank iruui the cantonment in which he m.iy he doing duty, to the one where hU 
regimeul may happen to be stationed, allhough be may have been previously re¬ 
ceiving lent allowance with the corps lu winch he had iiecn teuiporarily attach¬ 
ed, provided, tliai piior lu his being finally posted, he shall nut have been in the 
lei'tiipt of lull regimental aliowaoceii ior the lerni of eight months. 

It i «.10 be ch-arly underetood, however, that officers drawing boat allowance 
umler this regulation, shall forfeit their claim to tentage during the period for 
which boat allowance may be drawn.

4. tKl'icers on hall pay residing in ihe Colony wlieie they propose lo settle, 
may be admitted to the piivilegesol militdry and naval settlers, without refeiring 
to tilts country lor lestimomaL, piovuled they can satisfy tlie (jovernor that tliere 
is no ubjeciioa lu their being allowed the indulgeiue, and that their retqrn of 
tlieir rank and length ol sei vice is accurate . auJ provided, il they belong to 
the navy, that they produce their letter ol leave of absence from the Admiralty. 

Military chaplains, commisariat utficers and officers ol any of the civil 
ilepartmeaU couueried with ihe army, cannot be allowed any privileges on ilie 
siihjcci of laud. Pursers, chu^daiiis, inidsliipiiien, warrant officers of every 
de!>cripiiou,and officers of any of the civil depaiiiuents connected with the navy, 
iiuisi also he cbnaulered as not 4 ualiiied for those privileges. Although mem¬ 
bers ol ihcse L’lasMM may have fieen admitted tormerly and under a diiforeui 
Slate ol ciicuuistauces, tlivy must now be excluded. 
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6. Gentiemso who ha|e ceued to belong to Ilii Majeaty’iiervioe, cannot bo 
allowed the advantagat to which they were entitled while in the army or na^< 
It is not, however, proposed toaflect^this rule officers who desire to quit tno 
service for the express purpose of seitliog in the colonies, it is only required that 
when they resign their commissioos. they should apply for a certificate from tho 
Gefheral commanding in chitif or from the Lords Commissioners of the Admiral* 
ty that they do so, with the view of emigrating ; and such certificate, if prodoeed 
to the Governor of any colony within one year from its date, but not olhorwise, 
will be a suIBcient warrant for allowing the bearer the same advantages aa 
offii-i-r-i still in Mis Majesty’s <iervice. 

Otiicers who have sold out within the last twelve months preceding the date 
of tliin memorandum, will be allowed tlie usual privileges, noiwiilisianding their 
want of the certificate required by these regulations, if they present llieiuselves 
to the Governor of the colony within a year fiom the present date. And all 
officers who have already been recommended by the General commanding in 
chief, will be entitled to these privileges without regard to any obstruction which 
might otherwise be offered by the regulations now ostahiished. 

7. Officers cannot be illowed. ih;s advantage in the acquisition of land in any 
colon * unless it be their iiitcntion to fix their residcuce in that colony. ' la 
order to ensure the observance of this rule, it has been determined, that the 
titles to lands obtained by officers who take advantage of tho peculiar regula* 
tiuiis existing in their favor, shall be witUboldeu for a period sufficient to thu* 
colonv, for tlie mere purpose of gaining possessiou of a portion of land,and 
then departing. Two years is the period for which it has been decided, that the 
titles shall be kept buck ; this delay will be sufficient fur the salutary object in 
view, and will not constitute any serious inconvenience to the bonii fide settiar. 

8. By the annexed regulations for tho disposal of crown lands, it will be 
observed, that the general sales will take place periodically. But in oriler to 
prevent locooveBteiice to officers who may arrive in the intervals between those 
sales and be desirous at once to obtain an allotment, the Governors of the 
colonies are autliurized to allow officers to acquire at any time, on payment of the 
upset price, lands which have previously been offered for sale at some geuoral 
sale, and not been bought. 

Officers will ilius be relieved from delay at the time of establishing thcraselvea 
in the colony. They will also be enabled by this ariangemeot, which will per¬ 
mit them to obtain their land at a fixed price, to choose such a quantity as shall bo 
exactly equivalent to the amount of the remUsion to which they are entilled,. 
instead of being liable to be called upoo to pay a balance, which must be the 
case if they bid for lands at a sale by auction.

VAN DIEMAn’s LAND, AND THE NEW SEITI eUCNT OF WKSTBUN AUSTRALIA. 

It haN been determined bv Ilis Afejesty’s Governmeqt, thst no land shall in 
future, bo disposed of in New Soutli Wales, Van Oieman'sLaud, otherwise tliau 
by public sale, and it has, therefore, been deemed expedient to prepare, for the 
information of settlers, the following summary of the rules which it has been 
thonght it to lay down for reguiaung the sales of laud in those colonies. 

1. A division of the whole territory into counties, buodrsds and parishes is in 
progress. When that division shall be completed, ench parish will comprize an 
area of about twenty-five square mileo. 

2. All the iaod'i in the Colony, not hitherto granted, and not appropriated 
for poblic purpoves, will be put np to sale. Tho price will of course depend 
upon the quality of the land and its local sftuatioo, but no land will bo sold 
below the rate of 5i. per acre. 

3. All persons proposiog to purchoso lind not advertized for sate, mult 
traismit a wriitea applicalioi to tk« Gortraot io o certun proertbed fbno, 
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which wilt be deliterad at the Sanreyor Geoeral'e office to all penou applying. * 
on payment of the reqaisile fee of 2i. 6d 

4. Thofe persona who are desirous of purchasing will be allowed to eelect, 
within certain defined limits, such poriions of land as they may wi<h to acqnire in 
that manner. These portions of land will be advertized for sale for three ralen* 
der months, and will tWn be sold to the highest bidder, provided that such bid* 
ding shall at least amount to the price fixed by article 2. 

5. A deposit of £ 10 percent, upon the whole value of the purchase, mutt be 
p'ld down at the time of sale, and (he remainder roust be paid within one 
calendar month from the day of sale, previous to which the purchaser will not be 

S it in possession of the land; and in case of pajment not being made w\ihm 
e preacribed period, the aale will be considered void and the deposit forfeited. 

6. On payment of the money, a grant will be made in fee-simple, to the 
purchaser, at the nominal quit-rent of a pepper corn- Previous to the delivery 
of such grant, a fee of foity atiiltinga will be payable to the Colonial Secretary 
for preparing the grant, and another fee of five shillings to the Registrar of the 
Supreme Court, for eniolliiig it. 

7. The iuiid will generally be put up to sale in Iota of one square mile, or 
640 acres ; but smaller lots than 640 acret may, under particular circumsmnces, 
be purchased, on mahiog application to the Governor, in writing, with full ex¬ 
planations of the reasons for which the parties wish to purchase a amallcr quan¬ 
tity. 

I, The Crown reserves to itself the right of making and constructing aocli 
roads aud bridges us may be necessary for public purposes in all lands purcbased 
as above, and also to such indegeneous umber, stone, and other matetiais, the 
produce of ilie land, as may be required for making and keeping the said roads 
and bridges in repair, and for any other public woiks. The Crown further 
reserves to Itself ail mines of precious nictaU."

Whereaa it has been represented to u«, that it wonid materially lend to the 
encouiOgoaient of good conduct in the army, if a rewa rd, to be attained only by 
the well conducted soldier, were aubstituted for the udilutoual pay now gianted 
to aoldiera who have completed eeftaia periodi of service; our will and pleasure 
i«, that all soldiers who ahall enlist into our service on or after the lat day of 
September, 1836, shall have no claim to additional pay after any peiiods of ser¬ 
vice, but that a reward of additional pay for good couducl, ahall be grunted to 
such soldiers, nnder the following rules: — 

1. Soldiers who shall have completed seven years’service, shell beenlitleil 
to claim Id. a day, and to wear a ring of lace round the right arm, provided their 
names shall not have been entered in the regiineutul defaulters' book for at least 
two years immediately preceding auoh claim. 

2. Soldiers who ahall have completed 14 years’ service, shall be entitled to 
claim a further reward of Id. a day, and to wear two rings of lace rouod the 
right arm, piovideil they shall have been ouinterrupiedly in the enjoyment of the 
Id. a day for at least two years’ immediately ptecediog such farther claim. 

3. Soldiers who shall have compisted 21 years’ service, shall bo eotitled to 
claim a furilier reward of Id. a day, and to wear three rings of lace round the 
righiAtm, provided they shall have been uninterruptedly in the onjoyment of 
the 2^. a day for two years immediately preceding their claim to the third penny. 

4. Soldiere wbo by their good conduct shall have obtained the distinction of 
one or more rings, ahall be entitled to have the full rate of that good.cooJuct 
jmy of which they shall have been in uninterrupted poesession far five years iinme- 
diaiely preceding their disebarge, added to the rate of pension, whether temporary 
or pcimanent, to which they may beve a right under tbe ptovunous of our war- 
rant of the 7ib February, 1833. 

5. Soldiers wbo have been in the possession of seme one or other of the rates 
of good-conduct pey for fivo years uDinterruptediy, but wbo have only beeo in 
possession of either of the higher rates for somo period not less than two years 
immediately preceding their discharge, ebaII be eniiiied, ifdiscberged with two 
rings, toau addition of l^d., and if disebargsd with thiea rings, to an addition of 
2|d. aa an augmentation of tbe pension to wbieii-tlieir services will entitle tJiem.

16. The distinction and the lewards granted by this warrant, will be extended 
to corporals and drummers, bpth as regards pay and pension, but sergeanls and 
other oon^commiisioaed officers will not be allowed,^hile serving, any addition 
to their established pay, but, on their discharge they may, for peculiarly good 
conduct, on the special recommendation of our (Jeneral commanding in chief, 
and by the eooaent of our Secretary at War, communicated to the CommisMoneis 
of Chelsea lloapiial, be allowetl additions of Id. 2d., or 3d. a day, to their pen* 
ttons; provided that the aggregate peosion shall in no caseeicced, for a sergeant 
It.lfM, for a quarter master sergeant li. 2d., and fora sergeant major 25.4d. a day.

Every officer who shall have served 35 years, (3 years' furlough included) 
shall lie allowed to retire on the fulbpay of a Colonel, whether he shall haveat* 
tameil that rank or not. 

4. These arraqgeinenla to have effect without prejudice to any claims 
arising out of the Retiring Regnlaiions, as established in the year 1796,

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION II. 

ARTicta 1. Whenever any Ambassador Extraordinary and PlenipotoBtiary 
shall arrive at, or depart from, any place in Her MajoatyV dominions, where 
there are forts or batteries from which saluted'are usually fired, he ahall be 
ealuted with the number of guns specified against his rank in the scale, Section 
II., and, if an Ambassador shall embark on board of one of Her Majesty's ships 
in an official capacity, lie shall alto be saluted by such ship according to the 
aaid scale, on his going on board, and (abould he proceed to sea in her) also on 
his finally leaving her; and the tame may be observed in a iureign port or 
colony. 

Art. 2. An Envoy Extraordinary and Ministor Plenipotentiary,shall be

The foregoing regulations are to be applicable also to the other Diplomatic 
Authorities of lower rank than that of Envoy Extraordiaary and* Minister 
Plenipotentiary, differing, only in the nomber of gnns with whicb they are to 
be Minted, as stated against their ranks in the scale. 

‘ Art. 3. Itisto be underMood, that salutes, in conformity to the foregoing 
reguisiions, shall be fired in com|dimenl (for either forta or ships) to those 
Foreign Diplomatie Anihorities only whose Nations pay the same compltmenta 
to Her Mayesty’s Diplomatic Miniaierain their Ttrriteries. 

Art. 4. Her Majesty’s Consuls GeneraL or eoasals, or fhe Members of a 
British Factory, shall be saluted with the ntimlMr of gnas veotlbned against

from which salutes are u*uaily fired, they are to be saluted with the Dumber^ 
of guns epeeilied egain»i their res|>ective ranks in the scale. Saclioii Ill.,aa<l 
such furto^ saluies ahall he fired trom the fort or battery at lhair daparlore, at 
may be directed ; and the said euiboriiies, ou going on boerd any one of Her 
Majesty's ships, in iheir official capacities, shall be saluted by the said ship only

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION IV. 

Artici.k 1. Whenever any of the Naval officers specified in ecaie, Section 
IV., 10 actual employment, land,for the first time, in any place of Her Majesty'* 
dofuiniona where there are forta 01 batteries from which Haluirs are usually 
fired, the said naval officers are to be saluted with the number of gun* specified 
againsi their ranks in the scale ; and when any officer of the army, specified 
in thtsame scale, heino m snuai employment, shall officially visit or embark in 
one of Hdr IM.ijesly’i* bhips, heslmll likewi.<ie be saluted by that ship with the 
number iit guns specified againei his rank in the scale, either on going on hoaul 
or on quitting the said ship , but, if he should go on board more than nue ship

Art. 10. Having in view to asaimilaie,in praciue, salutes in all Her Ms'*

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION V. 

AnTi(;i.s I. Governor-Genoral of India, and tiie Goveraors of Madraonad 
Bombay, aro to Sh saluted by Her Majesty’* sliips and fort* in India with the 
number of giiti* apecilied in acale, Section V.; but these saiutea are not to take 
place any\vhere but in the Indian seas, and in iorts and batierie* at,aad.iotba 
eastward of. the Cape of Good Hope. 

Am. 2. The Lurd<\Varden of iKe Cinque Ports is to be saluted by the forts 
within his jurisdiction with the number of guns specified in scale. Section V., 
and as li(‘retofor<i has bren the practice. 

Aiit. 3. All other Governors, or Lords High Commissioners of Her Majes* 
ly’s rolnnics, foreign possessions, castles or fortresses (iocludiog Her Msjestys 
J.ord High CoHinnssioner of the Indian Islands), shall be entitled to a salute 
of tilt! number of guns specified against their rank in scale. Section V., but they 
shall be entitled to this compliment only within the precincts of their Govero- 
nenis i consequently, when they proceed in a ship of a war from the United 
Kingdom, tliey are only to be saluted by such ship QO their quitting her, afte 
arrival at tlieir several destinations, A Governor, on bis first landing in bisr 
Government, shall be entitled to bVi saluted from the fort or battery, with the

REGULATIONS RF.LAl IVE TO SECTION VI. 

Aar. I. If a foreigner of high distinction, or a foreign flag officer, or a gene* 
ral officer, shall visit anyone of Her Majesty's ships or vessels, he may be saiu* 
ted OD his going on board, or on leaving the ship or vessel, with such nuuiher of 
ganoas, from rank, may bo deemed proper, not, however, exceeding fifieeo, 
unless a British officer of corrospondiog rank shall have been saluted by a ship or 
vessel of the nation Of auch foreigner with% greater number, in which oase an 
equal number may he fired, but never exceeding nineteen guns. 

1 lie Captain of a foreign ship of war may aUo bo saluted with nine guns, on 
Ins visiting one of Her Majesty’<> slnps, if such (ompliinent sbaii have been paid 
to the Captain of one of Her Majesty’s ships on his ytsiting a ship of the nation 
to which such foreign ship may belong , but if he never had an upportuniiy of 
visiiiog such foreigo ship ot war, he is nevertheleso at liberty to pay the coaipii* 
inent to the foreign Captaiu, and to return the personal salute from any foreign 
ship 

In either of the above mentioned cases the flag of the nation of auch roreigoer 
shall be hoisted during the salute at the masthead. 

Art. 2. Officers commanding Her Majesty's ships or vessels on vtsiliog 
foreign ports, are to ascertain the number of guns with which auch places have 
usually been salute i, and they are to salute with that number of gons, on reeciv* 
tog assurance that the salute will be returned gun for gun ; btiuiocb salutes are 
not to exceed tweotyone guns, lu the event of them being alre^y m the port 
of a senior officer of Her Majesty's ships, hu directions on the subject are to bu 
foliowed,^bot if several ships or vessels ahall arnve together, the senior officer 
only of them shall salute. 

Aut 3. AH salutes from ships of war of other ntUons, either to Her Majes* 
ty’s foru or ships, are lo be returned gun for gun. 

Aut. 4. A British ship or vessel of war nietUof at sea a foreign ship of 
war bennng the flag of a flag officer, or the board pen^nt of a commodore, com« 
maoding a suiion or squtrdron, and sopertor m rank to tbo officer of the British 
ship or vessel, she shall solute soeb fbreiga flag officor or commodoie with the 
number of guns to which a Briiiab oflicer of cofiespoadiog rank m entitled, npoa 
being atiur^ of receiving in return gun for goo. 

Aar. 5. Her Majesty's shipe or vessele shall not on any secountf hwH 
ibeir lop gallsni'aaiU. nor their flags, to any foreign ships or vessels whatseiver> 
unless the foreign ships or vessels shall firot, or at the isme time, lower tliair top* 
guilaot sails or their flags to them.

SECTION VII.— 


REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION VII. 

Art. 1. Noneof the salute^ nuthormd by tliene instructioDR, shall be fired 
from shipa of war, without due communication, by signal or otherwine, being 
made to the Naval Commanding officer present, except incases of salutes in com¬ 
pliment to such commanding officer bintself. 

Art. 2. Such oi Uic authorities mentioned in the foregoing instructions as 
may, from their rank and appoiniments, be entitled to be saluted in more tlian one 
capacity, shall be saluted under tint rank which shall cniiile them to the greatest 
number of guns, but on no occasion is the same individual to be saluted in more 
than one capacity. 

AtiT. 3. Frequent accidents occurring during tbe firing of salutes in small 
vessels, from the baste with which the gun* are necessarily reloaded, none of Her 
Majesty’s vet«cls, with less than 10 guns are in future to fite a salute that may 
require tho reloading of the guns, unless under circumstances when such oniis. 
Sion cannot bo explained, to prevent giving offence to a foreign power or a foreign 
ofiiccr. 

Am. 4. No other salutes than those authorized by the foregoing regulati* 
oils are to be allowed, except that upon any important occurrence, such as a 
great victory gained by Her Maiosiy'a anna, or other highly advantageous nati* 
oiial event, the Governor, or officer commanding any of Her Majesty’s posses¬ 
sions abroad, may, in coujunciioii with the senior officer of Her Majesty’s'Na- 
yal Service on the spot, direct such a salutes to be fired as the occasion may 
seem to them to require ; bni, unla>>« tim officers in the command of both Ser. 
vices concur in the piopriety of such salutes being fired, they are not to take 
place by one service only. 

The Govoriiors of our Colonies are, however, authorized to continue to sanr- 
tioti such salutes as miiy have been customary, and which they may deem riclit 
and proper at religious ceremonies, and furilier, to cause the usual salutes to 
fired at the opening and cio.siiig of the Houses of Parliament or Assembly ; but 
these salutes areiu neither of the above cases to exceed 19 guns. 

Art. 5. The ammunition for all salutes authorised by the foregoing ins¬ 
tructions, shall be auppiied by Her Majesty's Oidnance at tlie public charge ; 
but, in the event of guns being fired to enforce Quarantine or Port regulations', 
where there may be local laws authorising the recoveiy of the cost of the ammu- 
iiitioo used for such purpose, the amount is always to be recovered and paid to 

hu respective officers of the Ordnance at the place,

FOR TUB OVIDANCCS OF COMMANDKIIS AND OTIISM, nCLONniNG TO SIIIPI AKll 
vassALS aasoiiTivo to imb pout op CAi.rn)TTA. 

Under the arderi fj Uovernment iu the General DepurtmiHl, 
dated 5th August, lud5. 

111. A* the Harbour Mailer is held reapoosible for ihe moveroentiofall 
ships and vessels, to and fiom Ihe itifain, requiting his avsiiunce, theofikere 
of thsdepar imeot aie not to be, interfered with intho execution of such impofl* 
aotduiy. After a ihip or versel ta moored lu a dear and safe beitli in the 
sUe am, she is nol to be ilnried, unless for the purpose of hauling into dock, or 
to the lipnorahle Company’s moorings, and except in case of emergency. 

2d. All applications to take in or cast off from the moonngt, or lor other 
astisrtnce from the Harbour Master's department, are to be made in wniing to 
tbe Master Attendant, who will direct tbe Harbour Master accordiogly. Ajp- 
plicatioDs will be complied with according ts ptioiiiy of dsto. 

3d. On ships or vessels arriving off (Jalcttiia, they are fo have their jib 
and driver boema rigged'io as soon as praotieabief aad rei&aM,ao till the pilot 
takes charge. 

4th. Snips and veeaele laying la the atretm, or atibo Ilottorabla, Company’s 
mooriagavidia]l have at least ooe anchor at liia bow with a cable bent, and 
ranged, ready for letting go at all times. 

6ih. No afaip nor vessel aball make any hawser or rope fast to any of the 
Honors b la Cempeoyh mooting bu/>ys, except for the purpose of warjung into 
nbertb, under tho dtrtcturn ot the Uaibour Mnater, or liu Aaniianf; audes. 
Mcialty no warps ara ie be out during the night tm accoontof tbe risk of boats 
King Uwfeby upset, nod the almotMt «i|fOMAty. of the conseriueni Iom of 
livna. 

6(b. Serioae aKideots having taken plaee ialntosporting veNeli.fron the 
drcnmitaiice of eua abtp fotung go nootber’e warp, whilt in tbe ad ol moving^ 
coBmand^ offieem are to permit warpe le ^ made fast, and to ke^ then ip, 
until requea ted to lei thaw go. All vfiwii in tbe port of Calcuite are eejoiiMld 
KeeiifteKb tilNr, mhik ia lAo aetef verpiag. 
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Till. The Harbour Ma«ter‘« assiitanu ire directed to take cere in hauling 
ii1ii|i« or v«Melf into dock, that the wawt aochon ire got up out of thechiio^, 
;i(tr| lu see that no projections winter er, bejond the ihip’i lidei, (which can In 
iciiioved) bctttir«re(i to remaiii. 

8ih. All ships or vessels raoeiJi in the atreim, are to keep a clear hawser, 
to prevent accitlenit accitnog. 

9ih. ('ommanHing officers of vessels ^are strictly prohibited from boiliog 
pitch,damiiier, or lostti oa board, to prevent aocidents from fire. They are also 
prohibited from ihrowiog overboard balUst or rubbish of any kind, deliimemal 
to the bed of tiio river. 

lOlh. Comtnsniling officers of ships or vessels laying under fours, or at any 
oftlitt lloouraiiie Company's niuoiing's, ure to slack duwti their ('sbles, to enable 
vessels to pass over itictii, uheo re(|uucd by the oflicctsol the Harbour Master’s 
deparinieut to do so. 

llili- Ships or vC'.stds meoliag with any accident, oi causing damage to 
others while lu charge of an uthcer under the authority of the Masiei Attendant, 
have no claim on OovetiiiiK lit for suciMl.'itnagc ; hul the parlies concerned are 
to re|)iescut thu ciniv to ilia Mailer Attendant, who will take such cogoi/auce of 
the same as the ineriis ul the case may ippear to lequire. 

I2ih.^1n order to avoid iniscouccpiion ai to the responsibility of (lovern* 
inetit lor the nafciy of ship s and vcvbcl!. inakini; u^rof the Honorable Company's 
chain inuuiings, llie ('Uvernor-GeiH-iai m Council has been please^ to direct, 
that it he explicitly notified to tlie public that Government doea uot guarauice 
the safety ot any ship or vessel whicU may u»e liiose mooiings, 

13ih. Government have been further pleased to profnbit commanders of all 
ships and tcneU fioin iiinving them in any pan of the river, unlcis they have a 
pilot or an oKirer fiomilie I labour MaileA department on board, under penalty 
(imicirendeuily of such cumeijueiiees si the oivm-rs or cumin ainlers may be sub* 
jeci to by law, on thfa pirt of lodivnluals,) or two hundred sicca rupees, (or 
evciy breach of this prohibition. 

14th. Finally, you are hereby informed, that no pilot will' bo allowed (o 
take charge of yniir ship ouivvaids, until a certificate from the Marine Pay 
Master shall have been preheated at the Master .Aiieudant's UtEce, staling 
that ail port clrargesiiuc on her account have been paid.

OROLttSOF IIU EXCULUiCY TUB MOW KOBLK THE OOVeaNOa-CBNEISL IS COUNOt, 

, Fort tf'iUiam, July 16, 1301 

Wheres* it hath hitherto been the practice for ships importing at Calcutla, to 
retain their guiipowdcr on board while lying in the port ; and whereas, tb€ ex* 
plosion of a Urge quantity of gunpowder on board of ships lying off the town, 
might be aiieiidetl with the most destructive consequences to the town, to the 
inliabtHiotilhereof, and (o the shipping in the port; and whereat, insunets have 
occured of ibolbciug fired into the town of talcuita, and into the counuy ad* 
jacenl.bysluM Mluii'ii^Fort William, or firing guns on other occasions. Uii 
Excellency Ibo MosiAoble the Governor-Generai in Council, with a vinv of 
obviating the serious consequcnccv which might ensue from a conunuaoco of 
these irregular and dangeious practices, has been pleased to establisb tbe 
following rultM ;-** * 

1. The Commanders of all vessels bound to the jport of Calcultat, and pro¬ 
ceeding up to tl^ town of Cnlcttita, ot to nay otMt pan tff. tho livdr abovo 
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Moyapore, are tcqoirtd, on 5r bafore tbair arriTil off IVIoyaj^fftt lo land at iho 
tna^iioe, which lw« been etactad atihal place, all tha guapowder which thay 
may have on hoard, (whathar cootainad in wrral*, or nmde ap inioammaniitM) 
exceeding ihe quantity of ana hundred pounda, urhich quantiiy tfary vaaaal la 
permitted to retain on board for the putpota ofj^ring naltticior tignaU m aaaee of 
dirtre-a. Officara appointed by Oovm nmeot, will take chirta of the punpawdar 
imnierliaiely on it* hemg conveyed to tha *hora at Moyaportt ^nd dcpoait it in 
the m.»gaaiie. Commander* of ve*»aU ate required to mark the name* of their ie«- 
peouve vf^iwU on the barrel* an^picKagee of gunpowder, previoualy lo tbair 
being landed. A racetpi for tha gunpowder will he graniad by the odicer in 
charge of the magaxine. 

2. In order that vesscliinay be rletaincd n« *liorti a time a*po*«ihle for Ihe. 
delivery oi their giiupowdor, C'oinmaMler* of ve<«aU are r«<|utrc<f. nn coniining 
it* sight of Moyapore,to homl a fl*g at the foreiop-iiOist-hearl, whereupon the 
o(n.-er in rhatge of the iiiaearme, will nitinrdnicly oulet peinon* to be in teadi> 
Qes* at (he rtver-sidc to receive the gunpowder, 

3. Gunpowder shall not be landed or received into (be magntioa batwaan 
sun set and sun-twe. 

4. The Cominanden of vessels outward bound which may reqnito gnnpow* 
dcr for ilieir ouiivard voyage, shall not take gunpowder on buarti m any part of 
tiie river above Mnjaporu, with the exceptinn ofAqiuniity not cxcei>i|lkg one 
huodifd pounds for the purposes beforementioned. S^huuld any gunpowdei have 
been landed (rumany vessel when inward bound, and licpostied m the magtuiiie, 
Itie i^iinpowdtf will, upon (he apphcaiiun of the conmiander rif the veivel to (lie 
otlicer in ctiarge of the rnagaxine, (such applicahoii being accoinpaiiied by the 
receipt granted on the deposit of ilte gnnpowdenn the rnugaxiiie) he t^nveyed to 
the liver side, and delivered to such (tersun as may be sent to lakecliargeof lU 

0. In future, vessel* entering the paey>f Calcutta, sli.ill not at any time, while 
lying in any part of the river between iMUppore and Calcutta, have on honrd, 
without the express sanction of Govcrnineiit, any quantiiy of gunpowder ex* 
ceeding one hundred pounds fur (he purposes helortineniioned ; ihe Coileclor 
of the Government C'ustumv is lieiehy eiiipoweied anil ilirected, should he have 
reason to believe tliat a {|uaulity ol gunpowder exceeding one hundred pound* 
has been received on board of any ves<,el, to rausiMlie vessel to be searclicrl, 
and should any greaier quantity be founfl on boaid, t<* sei/e the same. 'Ihe 
Collector is also empowered and diiected to seize uny MiMutlinrired quantity of 
gunpowder which qiay be attempied to be shipceil on any ves*ei, in opposition 
to the rules herein presciibed , all suph i;unpowder so seized, nbsll he liable to 
coafiscation ; the Collector siiall immediately send uH ibe gunpowder so seized 
to tiie magazine m Fort William, and shall report the r itcunisuneuf of the case 
to the Uuard of Trade ; the ('otiecinr shall Dot grant a port clearance fur any 
such vesssil lioiD which gunpowiier shall have bscu «u seized, witho# the ex* 
press autliorjty of the Governor-General in Council. 

6. One-half of the estimated value of all gunpowder which msy be confisca¬ 
ted ubdei tbw reguianoil, shall be granted m equal proporiions (o the Collector 
of the Customs «od bis Deputy ; the icmaining moiety shall be grauted in e()uiil 
proportions to the informer, and to the officer a*«istioK in making the seizure. 

7. The Commander* of vetselt lying at DinroMd Dirbour, or in any other 
pait of the river below Moyapore, will ^ peraistMd toUtposit their gunpowder 
in the magazine at Moyapore. 

8. Porsuant to the orders contained in the 6tb Article of these regulations, 
the commanders of all vessels now lying in thq port of Calcutta, having on iioard 
a quantity of gunpowder exceeding one buodred pound*, arc required to send 
the quantity orgnnpowder exceeding one budredpounds, which they miy have 
on beard of their tttpteurt ships, or at any ^ace oft shore,- to tlie magaxiee at 
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tloyapore. If the Commander of any vemet ilial) oAi cnmiorm to tbia reqimtU* 
oOf tie ahaii bn liable to tbe peualtiei euted in the Sth Articie. 

9. Tbn Contmaitderiof alt eeiMlt lywg off the town of Calcutta, or any part 
of the river betwoLu the town and &e>lKer«e, am prohibited from firing gnni ( ea* 
ceptiog for the porpoie of lalitltA^ott William, nr for aignala u caaeofibo vee> 
aeU being in diftreM) for any purpoie wlutever, wnhout having previonely ob< 
lamed lue penoiauoa of Hu Alajeity’t Juaitrci of tbe Peace for the town of 
f'aicuUa. When guna ehall be fired from any i.liip for the pnrpoae of laluting 
Fort William, or for mgnaU in com of tbe aliip being m diatreaa, and also in caret 
in which gitna may hr fired with the perntiumn of the Juati^s oi the Peace, the 
Commanw of the ahip w enjoined to he paiiiculaily careful that tbe guna be not 
abotted.

Ileferrinc' to the DOiice published from tliu of&ca under date 31st January 
l.mi, rernmunicahng the abandunineni of liie light atffoiot Palmyras, notice is 
now eivcri, that on the let day of March, Iil37, a nglit will be exhibited at 
False Point on a buihlmg to be there erertul.

)l" K. During the S. W. nionsDon ot the year 18J7. the liglp will be exhibited 
from an elcsaiion oi about 10 leut above Ingli-wuicr mark, and he visible id clear 
weailmrui a liiotanec of about 13 miles from au elevation uf 10 feet above the 
euifiice ol the sea.

The Honorable the Governor in Council, is pleased to direct, that the follow¬ 
ing inbiructiont, for passiog through the north-east entfanre into the .'^traits of 
Singapore, from the Straits of IJryoD, by a route oawly discovered by the com¬ 
mander and officers of the Honorable Company’s cruiser Prince of Wales, called 
Phillip’s Chauael.” be published for general information : — 

Directions for polling (krough (he north-east entrance into tho Btraits of Sin“ 
gapore, (from the Utraits of Dryon,) or Phtllip's Channel. 

After clearing ” tbo Hiddkbnrgh Hlioal,” oithor to tbo eastward or westward, 
a direct course may be stoerod for the Cape Ulsnd, which leyeoear n blu^ head¬ 
land, on tbeeaslern shore. This Island heart, north-east by north, from the cen¬ 
tre of the Middieburgh Shoal, an^l nofifa-norll|.OMt ^'oaat from the centre of Rod 
Island ; on the bearing there ie eo extensive reef of roeka, distant one mile to the 
north-west of the Twine, with a working wind, and stendiog to the northward, 
A vessel ought not to approach too near H ; tbie eboal of coral rocks is dry at 
low water spring tides. When on it, the North Pieiago Island bore South Sa- 
bon Hill wwt, the leiwnd of Rod lalend toalh tad by wost, the soundioge nro 
from ten to sevontoen fathome ronnd it-atoop too. After leaving Red Island, 
Pulo Doocao ie tbo first isIniMl that will be difiiogowhed from the groap of le- 
Itnds forming the oestorn sboro. Polo Oonenn nro two low, wo^y istniids, 
bearing aortb-casti north, distant eight miloe from Red Island ; in peaaing it to 
ihf weetwnrd, it oogbtaoito benppioncbid nearer than one mile, at there are 
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Mine rocky leefe which larronnd it. From beoco Capo Iileod will bosMo, »nd 
bears oortn, diatant foor milea and baU (fom Pnlo l>oneao ; the soaDdiiigs are 
from twelve to aeventeen fathoms. Cape Islaod or Rock, so named, from iia 
appearance, ia a rock of porpendicttlar aidea, flat at the top, and abontfoity feet 
in height, and surrounded by a reef of rocks, projecting out about throe hundred 
yards : the soundings near it are fiom ten to tnurteen fathoms decreasing as you 
near the island. Between it and the ** filufT Head Land," is a reef of torks,oa 
which account it would not be advisable to go to the eastward of Cape Ulaurl. 

^Vhen abreast of Capa Island, Long tod Round Island, and the Rabbit and 
the Coney, may be distinctly seen, A direct course may be steered to pase in 
Mid Channel, between Round Island and the eastern shore, which is three and 
a half miles across : the soundings are from seventeen to twenty>lwo fathoms. 
Long and Round Islands ought not to be approached nearer than three quarters 
of a mile, as there are rocky reefs round them.

IVhen soundings aregimi, they are to he nnderstpod as havmg been taken ot 
lose water spring tides, 

" Steering for .Amherst with a leading wind bring Cape Champion, (a small 
island assuming the appearance of a cape, when well in with Zeabo,) to hear 
S. E. j S. and Zeabo, (a small, well wooiled island, about one mile S. b. W. ^ 
W. from the pagoda.) E.b. S.—Pagoda E. E. and eastcml nf Uieboo island 
F. I E. when ships without a pilot, or unacquainted with the place, may anchor 
in 6 I tsthoms soft bolioin, being the fair way for Brisbane passage, and as the 

[ iBss IS narrow, not exceeding Iwenty’five fatlioms from rock to rock, with sbai- 
ow knowls on either side, it would be advisable, previous to its being buoxd, to 
aound through into the harbour. But should circumstances prevent that pre¬ 
caution, the following hurried remarks might conduct a ship through • 

*' Bring the centre of Zeabo E. n. E. about three cables distant, and Cape 
Champion ehut in by wtst point of Zeabo ; then steer N. N. E. paying clo-e 
aUeittien toibe soundings, the depth varying in the channel from three tonioa 
falboros, sad in some plsces, by yawing a cable’s length on either side, from five 
feet lo lix fathoms, more particularly when Cape Champion opens about a sail’s 
bioadth to the eastward ol Zeabo. The Beacon (to be^ on the western extremity 
of the roeka, forming the east side of the pace, will lead to near its centre : when 
borrowing a hula to the eastward of Mid Channel, run through it six and eight 
faihomi gODoral soundings steering for the first roach in the neighbourhood of 
Martaban river, N. N. £.} £. When to th« northward to tbt reef, the water 
may be shoaled to four hihoms ; then atMr to the oastward, for the eoulbem 
point of the entrance to the Kslveeo river, or for a conical moooti showing a 
little to the southward of the entrance, being one of the long range of tho Yea 
Mouotaine, seen in the interior, and anchor in from two and a bait to tbree and 
a half, soft bottom, at any convenient distance from Mbero.

" There it enother channel running clone alongthe N. E. aide of the reef, with 
deep water, but running ao nbar the rockeat the 8. W.end of the middle ground 
ahoal, that ( would not recommend ite being u»ed, except frotn necewity. 

Nora.—“ Tbia harbour |HiMei*ea, among other adTaniagea, that of til ling near* 
Iv two iioura hefore the water caaaet to flow in the rivar, and cootinuen, with 
little variation in depth, utiiil thy ebb brComea general, offoiing the facility of a 
lake during that interval, to rnnimunirale with the abipping, Ste. Ac. 

A Ilka advantage i« enjoyed by L’Harve de Grace, arhing from nmilar aa> 
tuni caH>«. Being nituated near the mouth of the Seine, ita area ia filled at 
nearly flood fiom the Biitiah Channel, and remainiataliooary nearly three houra. 
The Seiae.and ill tributary interior branchea. receiving their quota in the interim, 
the returning ebb i« guided by the aanda at the mouth of the river, ruahcaiowarda 
the harbour, wbere, there not being any back.water, confinea wiiat ie already in, 
until a fall of aome feet has taken place io the offing, proving a rircumitance of 
peculiar imporiance to to eon/ined a port aa L'Havre, and which may tend ma¬ 
terially to the future benefit of the place nowin queaiion. 

The velocity of the flood-tide, at its utmost rate, is of no moment, the ebb 
retiring with about double the forre, in consequence of the water from the K'a- 
lecn river being ditected through the harbour after first quarter flood by the Di¬ 
ana Slioal. 1 he eitreme fiineu of the harbour for docks, (ihete being a rise and 
fall of nineteen feel,} alihougli undertakings to be reserved for other periods, 
should ooi be overlooked m the present view of its qualities."

The folleariug paitieultn^ iBlativje to tbo estreratliee of the Eastern Sea Reef 
and Saagor Sand, and fotbe poaiiiotM of dm lower floating light buoy, of the 
floating light veasel, foe. are poblubed fdir fiMaaml information: — 

' The Master of tho floaiing-lighl vessel liaa been directed, on no leeotwt to 
quit the poeiiioii boima detenbod, unloss drivea from bisoKoruigg, or when 
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oblifeil to connt to town to refit; on wbieh occaoioM '■ pilot meel wiil bn di* 
racted to take up tbe poaition, until the return of ibn light veeiel. 

Extract/rom Report of Marine Surveper GeneraL 

*' It hae been «aid, that tbe exiremetiet of the sandit at tbe entrance of ihia 
river, have a tendency to increase to the southward. By tl»e direcUoB of the 
Maribe Board, 1 examined the Eastern Ueef and Ssueor Sand, and found the 
end of the former in ‘20” 69' 30" north latitude, and in 88* IV 8" east longi^de ; 
the end of the latter is in 3l* 2' 9" north, and 20'57^ tail, being oii the mr. 
ridianof Fort William fliii^stafr. The lower floating light buoy ig^in SI* 7'00^ 
north latitudetjBod 88* ItF 40" East long fade. From it the pouih end of the reef 
bears S. ^ W. distant 7| miles, and the end of Saugor Sand £. S. E. a. 
miles. 

“ By referring to Captain Maxfield'a chart of the sand>hesd«, it will be seen 
that my observations place the end of the reef I' 26", and the end of Saegor 
Sand '2' 9" more northerly than is marked thereon. The floating light station, I 
also make 4 mites to the northwsrd of the .situation assigned it on the chart. In 
regard to the longitude I differ considerably from the chart 

•' My observations place the end of the eastern reef 9'22'' and iho end of 
Saugor sand I.V 30" more westedy, which diflereuce partly aiisas from the men* 
dian of Fort William being erroneously said to be 88*28' east of Greenwich, 
whereas, observaiiona taken gt the obserraiory, and many tunara reduced to the 
flasiaff, give it 88* 20' 57" eaal. 

“ Tbe small difr> rence in our latitude is not likely to produce much inconve*. 
uience to navigation; but the great difference in ihe longitude may perplex i he 
navigation coniOderahly ; fur if by departing from Madra*. cr uny other well-deier. 
mined meridian, wiih good chronomeieri, he U lA poosesMoa of the coirect longi¬ 
tude, and ah pes his comae for the floating light, according to the chart, in 63* 25' 
east, be will assuredly fl'id hllll^eh I2| miles to the eastward ot its true position, 
and the steeling 'o Laratn's Clmnnel. 

“ The prevent pnsiiion’of the flusting light is well chosen, as she serves both to 
nark the euvtern channel, and also fnr deep ships to cross over the eadeiri reef 
by her hi-aimgs, 1 heg lesve to soggest, that she should not beremoved, or 
Buflered to quK her station, and ciuize about, being (in her piopor station,) a 
wcIlMleteriniiied object by which the nivigatoi may ixamme hia chionomeiers 
alter a long passage down the iiver, as well as to depsti from. 

'■ ’riie reef buoy at present heats about N. W. by. W. j W. from the 
floating liglil, distant about 6 miles, one buoy being distinctly visible ftom tbe 
othei. 

“ The spit buoy is in 21* 18' 00^'north and longitude 88* 00' 27'‘'east: it 
bears friiin ilie flujiing iig< ’ N. 46, W, distant 15} niiles. 

“ The folluwiiig obsarvatioiM were made by iniself while down the river: — 
Diamond liiubour FUgsuff, laiitade 2'2* ll' 14'' Doiih, and 9' 58''weal of 
Fort V\ ilium flagstaff. '

Thiabuoy ia an cacelleni leading buoy into 
the river, and equally a* good a mark for going nut, in the aotilh.weat muuaoon, 
on a flood tide. In tuning up. veaaela may keep in oloae to Nonian'e Point, from 
four to aia fdlhoma ; and by au doing run up in a line to the buoy, without hav.i 
lui; le<» water until you come closu to the buoy. Ou coming cloae up to iho 
buoy, 1 would ad*i-e ilie officer in charge to ateer direct for the northern buoy, 
uolil raiher more than halfway between ihern, and then haul up N. E. fur the 
6aglalf. In rroadog the bar, the beat water over la, with the black or aoulheru 
buoy, bearing N. K. to N. E. by N., carrying two fathoma low water ; llieae 
buoy«, called the norlberc and aouihern buoya, being marka for the entrance of 
the ciiiiiagong river. In the dry seaaon, 1 have no doubt of the aanda ahifiing, 
and of their becoming more exienaiva, eo that it will moot probably requiie 
aailiog direcliooa lor the N- E.'monaoon, as well aa lor the S. W. I am in 
great hopes that the buoya will ride well in the situation they are now placed; 
the northern one being entirely within the current of the river; and the souihctn 
one in the weakest part of the strong current running outside, betog piaced aa 
far, IQ the entrance of the river, as could be prudently done.”

In raoc't whcte per50n8, whether public officers or prirute imlividuals, are dc* 
siruu* of pioceeiiuig on board a pilot vei'cl for the benefit of their health, applt- 
raliun is to be matle a« above, accompanieil by a medical certificate, evidenciog 
the necessity of the party pruccailing to sea ; when permitsioo will be granted 
by the Mnnter Aitendani or his Deputy, to repair on board such vessel as may 
bo available. IridividuaU again, boih in the set vice*'|nd out of it, who have 
occasion to go on lioanl a pilni vessel, for piirpo*#* unconnected sviili ibeir duty 
orheiUh,are to make application to the Marine lluani, stating the purposes 
for which they desire the indulgence, and the tune for which they are iiksJy lo 
be on hoard. The pilots are on no account wliatcver to receive on board as 
passengers any individuals unless sanrlioned as above. 

2 . Individuals pioceedm .' on board of pilot vca*eU, under either of tha above 
circumvisnces, arc entnled to orcopy onvliatf the after accomodation, and in 
the event of a gio-iler numher of prisons being op board, under duo autheiiij, 
than rau be accotniiiorlsicd in ihe cabin alluded lo, the juniors, if public lervaats, 
and those last perniiiled lo go on board, il private individuals, arc lo have such 
accommodation as the dining cabin atl’oids. It is to be optional with the pilot 
in charge lo allow the orcupalton of hi* half of the afier accommodation to 
auch Individuals ; but he is on no account to demand a greater sum than 
eight sicca lupees per diem for tha first foiinight, and six for every day after, 
hut It is to be understood, that mdiviiluls proceeding on board, ou public 
service, shall have the right of also occup>mg the remaining half of the after 
accommodation, on a reiaunerntioii being made to the pilui, m charge of the 
vessel, at the tales above specified. Ibepaimeiii in both ihe above cases, is 
to be exclusive of tho amount to be g.ven lor table money, as herein-afier* 
stated. 

3. It is lo be distinctly understood, that no individuals proceediug on board 
a pilot vessel, of are to be considered as possessing the slightest degree ofiuihn- 
rityon bunid ; but that the regulations now in force, leUtive lo passengers on such 
occasions, are 10 lie strictly maiut.tined. 'Mils rule i«, of course, not applica¬ 
ble in cases wherein, by the special oniei ot the Governniarit, the pilot in 
charge is required to place himself under the directions of any patticular 
individuals.

AND OrUER OBSTRUCTIONS. 

1. In order to provide for clearing the bed of the river of all aaefaora that 
have been lost in its channels atul anchuruig, «auoas and for the recovery 
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and ramoftl of «v«ry datcHpiion of wrerk dapo^ilod therein, il ■hall bn thn duty 
of the Ma«tt>r Attendant, to employ tn the moat cdteient manner practioiblfl, tinder 
the official tuperioieodeoce of the Murine Hoard, the meDiu placed by Government 
at the diaposalot that otficer, (or llm purpoaeaaiieciAcd. 

2. All recovered anehora.f^rapnela, and wreck of every deacription, ahalt ba 
landed aa aoon aa may be practicable, in the name ataie in which they are recover¬ 
ed. Arltclea belonging lo the llun'bie Company are to be delivered to Hiode- 
pariroeni to which they belong, by the Maater Attendant, under inatructionai 
with which be will be furniahed. Ail other arliric'i ore to be dep<i«ite«i in the 
nankahaiI prenii^ea, and immediately after tbeir being to dcpuaiied, a ftlM and 
accuratv d««cripiion aliall be taken of tlie.ariiclea forregiatry, tpocifying whether 
the ariirles are of a perialiable nature nr not; place where, and d.iie when found ; 
and <iiicli Ollier information aa may 1^ at all ralciilaled to enable ownera to iden¬ 
tity their properly. A diaiihguiahing niaikiato be placed on ilieunclior orother 
tiling xo rccovcied, wiili while punt, when the .'iriiclei, will ndiiiit ol it, the mark 
expresyiMg ilie year in winch it waa recovered, and il« number in tlieregialer of 
lliiii \e.ir ; wiitTi the article will not admit of being marked with white paint, ilia 
tu tie 111 uitier manner auflicteutly identified, no av to ( oiinvclii willt ita par¬ 
ticular iio'ii in the re^:i!ilrv. 

3. i'be ahiive infotnuiinn i« to be regularly entered intb bookx of regiutry, to 
bp kept for that purpiMO at the Master Attendant's oiiice, which books eliall be 
alwavfl open fur public inspection, during the honra ol buaiiie«» : a copy of tkie 
regii)try,i>bail he seal weekly, under tlio aignatuie of the Master Attendant, lb 
the M.iilDe Hoard, who will cause a list of the recovered ariicics, with ell the 
necessasy information to be hung up in ihe Esehaugo Itoomi, for the information 
of the public, 

4. In the event of the right of property being proved to the aatiafaction of the 
Master attendant, or incase ofdispate, tu the satisfaction of the Mairue Hnuni, 
Aurh properly shall be valucii by .Messrs. Mackenue, Lyall and Co,, or the pro- 
pnetors ol the Kichanyc, subject to, arbitration ; and if tho value fixed by liiein, 
ahoiild be objected to eiilier by ilie Master Attendant on the pan of Government, 
or liy the owner; when tlie valuation aliall have been fixed, the Master Aden- 
dani shall make out a bill for salvage, rated according to the place of recovery 
via , |d, of the value uf articles recovered above Fultah ; 40 per 0 |pt. on articlea 
recovered between Kuitali and Ciilpee; 50 per cent, on articles wecovered be¬ 
tween Cu'pee aniLSaugor ; and 65 per cent, on articlea recuveied below Saugor 
with interest on the amoiinl of salvage, calrula'ed on the v.ii(ie Axed hy Mewrt 
Blackeuiif, Lyall and Co. as above directed, 'I'he bill i« to be aeni to the Maiint 
Board fur regi'.iry j it is then to be paased to the Marina Pay Mailer fnrcollco 
tion ; ori the production of whose receipt to the Maiter Attendant, that officer 
Wilt deliver up the anchor or wreck identified. 

5. All perishable property shall, if unclaimed, be aold by public auction, by 
Me-srs. .Muclrensir, Lvull and Co , three nionihaefter ita recovery ; unleMthey.in 
conjuncuon with the Master Attendant, consider it for ibe interest of the owners, 
that It should be aooner liisposed of. lu like manner, all non>peii«hable proper¬ 
ty shall be sold at ijumiierly public $aUt, twilpt monthi after reemertf. On re¬ 
ceipt of the net proc^eda, salvage, at directed to article ‘4tb, ahall Im rkducted 
ttiererrom. to iheciedit of tlie " Wreck and anc^ Concern,” tni the b dance bo 
deposited in the Geoeral Treasury for payment, without interesi, to parties at any 
time aobMqueutly esiabhahiog lighl thereto. 

6. In eaves where ships miy have parted from their aoebora, or other propeity 
have been lost or wrecked, tad ioformatiou of tlm tome is'immediately communi¬ 
cated by Ihe owners or cummaoderv, to the Uaeter Attendtint, the requisite ■leiB- 
tance is to be iflPorded withoot delcy, nod the nneborv, £cc. when recovered, are 
to be ddievered to the owoere, on leeariiy gtvea far payment, at the rate of tbroo 
rupees pet cwt. for anebore, or aimiler property; any other description of pro¬ 
perly wiecovered, u to be delivered^ peynent of one-iutlf tue tBoaetof 
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«lvagf, referred lo in 4ih peregripb, according lo the place from whence the 
|iro|>fiiy ID recovered. The viluatioo thereof to be made by Meaara. Afacllnitit, 
i.iiall and Vo, tuhjtet, a$ before, to arbitration. If the owoers or commanderi 
puiiHeoi luitnble means for recovering their own anchors or other lost or wrecked 
properly, within 48 hours after they have been parted from or lost, and decline 
receiving luistancC, the interference the of Master Attendant is then foibidden ; 
but, should they fail lo remove the obstructions within that period, (unless it shall 
be eilended under the sanction of the Marine Board,) the Master Attendant is 
authoiized to effect the object himself; and all such anebori or properly, when 
recovered, shall be subject to the prescnbed charge of aalvage in the article 4. 

7. Shunid any anchorsor other property, not their own, be recovered by own* 
era or commanders of ships, when weighing or recovering their own anchors, 
they sliall be delivered to the .Master Attendant, in the state in which they may 
have been found, With every thing attached to them, and be regHiered'in the 
same way, as if they had been recovered id the fiist instance by the Master 
Alrendaut. in this case, however, the parlies so recovering wrecked property, 
■hall be entitled to one>half the amount nf salvage. 

8. ‘J he above rules are not to be construed to eilend to the case of any ship 

or vessel being wrecked m any part of the river. In such esse the Master At* 
lendant shall, on the requisition of the parties OODcerned, afford every>praciics. 
ble sssislancc lur lecovering the said ship or vessel, her stores or cargo; and 
such a claim or compensation in the nature of salvage, aball be preferred by the 
Murine liaiird, as lo them, under all the citcurostanres of the case, shall appear 
reasonable , should, however, the patties concerned decline the assistance ol the 
Master Attenduni, their operations shall not be interfered with, unless by their 
ucgligencinlie nsvigaiiou of iho river should become liable to continued obsirnc* 
lion Iroiu the accident. In this case, as before, the Master Attendant u to adopt 
ill tbe necessary measures to remove it. ^

REPORT ON KYOUK PHYOO HARBOUR. 

* - 

Rm ween the north end of Rtmree Island and several small islands to the 
northward of ii, there is a passage leading to the eastward ; it affords a safe aud 
cumniudious harbour for ships of ilia largest class The harbour is named 
K)ouk Phyoo, from a village which is on the N. W. part of Kamree, and may 
be interpreted white stone harbour. Commodore Sir John Hayes was the first 
who brought this harbour lo the notice of Government, having visited it with oart 
of the flolHIo, in 1826. 

Tbe ingress sDd egreu are eas^, during the day, but not so by night, for be* 
•ides the dangers that are immediately about the entrance of the harbour, the 
terrible rocks, that uie about ten miles lo the westward of tbe Saddle Islands 
bmng low, and some of them below the surface, make it very hazardous to run for 
harbour at such a time and should Kjouk Pbyoo become a place of great resort, 
a tight of acme eon will be iudispeusable. On tbe northern rock of il>e Terri- 
hles would hr the most ^vantigeous position for a light; but, 1 apprehend, the 
top will not afford siiftieieal space for a houte, although it would only be neces* 
tary to erect a wall one. aa all that a ibip could require, would be to know the 
lotion of the Ternbtes, and from thence how to dtieel her course towurds the 
Pagoda Rock ;for 1 consider that, bavieg paeaed the north end of Saddle laland, 
a ship will find the water amooth enoagb to anchor tniil morning. Tha Terri* 
ble Rockinre bigheneegh to be discerned dnrinc day-light, at fiva or six 
miles from a seMei’t deck of 12 feet high, and then&n My heuon pM on 
(hem to direct ships it that lime is necemry. 
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Thf Harbour of Kjouk* Pliyoo it tuporior lo Akyali, on aecouat of its ootj

•b^ow bar, aad^thip* moat choose moderate whether to put to aea. 

The tides in Kyouk Phyoo are very moderate, as it it only for three or foot 
days in the tprinKs that their yolocity it between ivTO and three milet per hour: 
the rite and fall of the water i* between eleven and twelve feut, and it ia bigb> 
water at full, and change at nine houra. 

The depth lu tome parts ofNyouk Phyoo harbour is inconveniently great, boia 
30 and lOfailioma; but after gelling lo the eastward of the dag-staa pointy there 
ia a level auchoring ground with from 12 to 9 faibom* all over it. 

The must convenient incborage ii with the flag ateflT bearing from W. by N. 
to W. N. \V. distant ebout half or three quarters of a mile, in 10 fatboma at low 
water. A nhip will then he about a quarter of a%)iie off the flat which linea the 
Rainreo .bore, and her communication with the slioro, be quick : the 3at eUlen^ 
about 250 yanls off in some pans, and dries at low spring tides with 5 or 9 
faihoiiK close lo Its ed'jc; by anchoring neater to the flag staff, you will feci 
file eiiilies from ttic jioitit and he uniteady. 

About ono ;iud iliree quarter mile of the south cast from the flag staff, there ie 
an inlet w^ich branches off into several small creeks, running lo the southward 
sod westward, the inlet ii thaliuw at its entrance, not having more than l}or 3 
fathoms water but is deeper within ; and a aliip of three or four hundred tone 
may warp into it; hui from the maugruvee and swampy grounds about the creek, 
it is an unhealthy InokiDg place. 

At 3 1-6 miles lo the E. S. E. of the. flag staff is the norih.ea«t point of 
llamree, and from the la‘,ier, a little more than a mile to Uie N. N^E. is the 
^suutb point of Buffalo l>Uud; bi'tweco the two is Fiftcher Haye'a mraiti, by 
which the conimnuicaton U kept up with Ratnree town, Sandoway, and Ayeng; 

I have not exaruiaed beyond the N. E. point of RSmree, but I lee that Mr. 
Bowman’s chart exliibits a great depth of water in the Strait. 

Their is a passage onthe nonh ^ide of Buffalo Island leading into Comber- 
mere Bay, but noly fit lor boats, 

1'he islandji which form the north aide of Kyook Phyoo harbour, areamall j and 
their general height is from one hundred to about three hundred feel; they are 
rocky and covered with jungle. 

The north point of Ramree, where the cantonments stand, appeara to be a dry 
to and sandy sod ;but from Prospect Hill 1 saw much jungle and swampy ground 
the southward, which roust afhict the salubrity nt the place. Uia Majoaty’oa 
dliip Siitelhre, with a view to trying the climate of Ryouk Enyoo, romained ut 
the harbour all June, July and August ; it may be questioned, if such atrial ia 
conclusiv e, since the height of the rains is not to the sickly season ; wd^ every sliip 
that may viiit the port ia not luely to be so well housed over, and the craw care¬ 
fully pieoerved from exposure. 

The co)~t of Aarraoan u generally unhaaltby, u fevers prevail in some degree 
tlioughout the year. Kyouk Phyoo is 1 beUeve, one of the most healthy parte 
of the coast, but not esempted from the cooseqneikees of the moosoou breaking 
up in the neighbourhood of the dundetbunds ; tborefote Beptember end October 
wi(| be found less healthy fbao at otfaer seasoM.' Judging of the weather we cr- 
perienoid in Pebrnary, I am of opiaioo, that eonvalaeeeoia from Calcutta, would 
find benefit by a visit to Kyook Phyoo from tht-'^beginning of January to iho 
middle of April, at which time there is a fine sea bieeae blowing daily frontt. 
about 10 a. m. nnril 9 or 10 r. m ; the si0atbet.ji dry, a nd moraiog clear, and/, 
free of the imatey fogs which Akyab is subject tf.^

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SECTION IV. 

Gfittrmt RtgtJ*tiMu, 

A«t. 27. The Bengil Miliury Fund in lo be edminintered by • Prendeat 
and twelfe Diiecion, to be choaen annusUy. on or about the iSth January, by a 
(rroeral meeting of all »ub*ctiber« who may be present al the presidency. Sub* 
sriib»‘r« urh.'i oisy b« absent from the preMiienry, may vole for Directors by pro^, 
on a<ldie<istng to the Secretary Iftteis containing the names of the persona for 
whom they wish lo vote, or hy iransmiliing such names under thru signature lo 
the general meeting br the hand of any other subsciiber. The ibreclora who 
shall be found duly elvried, shall then choose then preaideiit from among them¬ 
selves. 1 he precise day and pLire ol meeting shall be nolihed by the I‘reai(l«Dt, 
in the Ciifcuilu Gutitre, at least two cali'Dilar monthi before haiui. 

Aut. 26. At the annual iiieeiings the accounts of the fund and proceedinfi 
of the Directois for the past year, ahull be laid before the ineeiing, for inspeclioa 
and approval by the sulisciilmrs present, who were not oi the direriioii ; after 
wliicli.iht meeting at large will proceed lo chouse Dircctnra for the ensuing 
twelve months. The acrouois to be published for general lofbimalton. 

Art. 29. 1 he Diieclors of the past year are eligible lo be re-elected. 

Aar. 30. All subscribers, who may have coniributed to the fund by paying 
donations and siibsc'iptiuna ,io iheir respective ranks, during six coatoiued 
nioriibs before any meetiog, areeniiiled to attend to eisinioe the aocouata io4 
proceedings, and to vote for Dircclora. 

Art. si. In the event of a vacancy in (he office of Director occurriog in rbo 
into mediate period between two annual meetings, the Direciora may choose t 
successor tioiM amongst the aubscriben at the prettdency, who may bo eligible to 
the office. 

Art. 32. On orcasien of aOy parlicnlar and important butineaa which may 
iiecefsanlv require the opinion of the society at large, special meetings will bo 
calleil of the subscribers at the presidency (others voting by proxy) as provtded 
for in aitide 27. Or if any alleged mismanagement, or other emergent cauao, 
shouldorcurlo any twelve subscribers,to require the notice of the society at 
Urge, a special mtwting shall be summoned by the President on the written ro- 
quisiiion of such twtdve sitbsciliters, under (he forms above presented. 

Art. 33. The Directors ahall have a Secraiary clioien by theroaelvea, who 
also shall be an Accountant, with an csiablwemeat upon such aliowancca aaBhail 
be d(-erntt<i aiietiuata to the rcspcctivedtiiies. 

Art. 34. '1 be secretary will be expected to have an ofRce at bit own rati- 
dence, for the accommodatton of the meeiioga of the Directois, for tlm preserve- 
tioo of ibo|||Rpidat «Bd fur Uio purpose ofaifi^ofding accoso to Uio offiem of tbo 
army at to the hook a of the institution. 

Act. 35. The Diiectois of the fund will hobi regular monthly maetings ^ but 
M meeimgof the Diraclors, coosistiog of a smaller numbar ibao five,shall be com¬ 
petent III the traoMCUon of busiueMi and it will real with any Duector, or with 
ibe Secretary, lo repraseoi the occuriooce of such naceasiiyio the Presideni, who 
Will convene a special meeiing within ten days from the dale of bis receiving the 
applicaiioD; but no special weeiingahall be called with the view of reconsuleriog;, 
lesuluiioos which may have been already adopted by a fotm'V meeiing of Diree. 
tors, Bskss at the requttiuon of a aiunber of Dircclora greater than tbal which at 
tended such metiing.' 

Aar. 36. The Secretary will invariably lay before the Direciora, eillier at lb# 
cagtilai or apeciid maetinga, all letters that may have been lerrived by him atnaffi 
the taat mcaung. Miautes af the praceediogt of all meetings will be recorded ead 
autheoticatod by tbe aignawrae of the Directora Mecenl} (be Secraiary will ahm 
coboiu la the Uraciora wbo atteaded, dnfta oi all tba letters which in thoat 
■eettnga he may have been deaiiW to triite- Leueri demaodieg taliameAleto 
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in^wpr, w! rn hucIi m«y be of an orifmary nature, may be replied to bv the Se- 
cmarv. *»' bent waning for a rneciing of ihe Directori; but every letter pfi"'o- 
m-ii In lie il epalcbeil by the Secrctiry, rnu<t fireviou-^ly receive tbe «jiecial i>»nr.

A nr, 38. The bnokii and correspondence of the fund Mhall be at all times open 
totlio in'pictinn of aub*cnbr<r«.
